Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office  resulted  in 
a  collection  of  $79,042  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy  in  FY  1994. 

Elections : 

During  Fiscal  1994  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  presided  over  one  (1)  election. 
Complete  results  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1994  census  conducted  by  this  office  revealed  that 
there  were  28,481  residents  in  Norwood.  The  number  of  registered  voters  in 
Norwood  in  1994  totaled  15,594.  The  following  analysis  of  the  population  and 
number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  the  last  five  (5)  years  reveals  a 
continued  condition  of  stability,  with  negligible  growth  or  decline  patterns 
noted.

not  limited  to  objects  known  as  " stinkbombs . " 

This  By-Law  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  tear  gas 
by  law  enforcement  officials  or  by  others  lawfully  empowered  to 
such  use.  Persons  convicted  of  violating  this  by-law  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $300,  or  take  any  other  action 
in  the  matter.

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In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was 
supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  railing.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  packages  marked  "Official  Ballots  April  4, 
1994"  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the  packages  received  from 
the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling 
places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names 
were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes 

used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens  and 
other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close 
of  the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  (4,359)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total 
number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  (4,359).

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
Massachusetts  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1994,  and  have  issued  our  report 
thereon  dated  November  23,  1994.  In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  t be 
internal  control  structure.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  specific  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively 
low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within 
a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 
Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters 
in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  How-ever,  we  nocea 
no  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  re 
material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
management.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which 
is  a  matter  of  public  record.

Independent  Auditors'  Report 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1994,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  These 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  the  standards  for 
financial  audits  contained  in  Government  Auditing  Standards ,  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
United  States.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  puipose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used 
and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement 
presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  the  cost  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and,  therefore,  a  general 
fixed  asset  account  group  is  not  presented  in  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  as 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  a  general  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts  results  in  an 
incomplete  presentation,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  at  June  30,  1994, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  unaudited  schedules  of  historical  pension  information  on  pages  20  and  21  are  not  a  required  part 
of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  but  are  supplementary  information  required  by  the 
Government  Accounting  Standards  Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited  procedures,  which 
consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding  the  methods  of  measurement  and 
presentation  of  the  supplementary  information.  However,  we  did  not  audit  the  information  and 
express  no  opinion  on  it. 

As  discussed  in  Note  lh  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements,  the  Town  changed  its  method  of 
accounting  for  the  landfill  closure  and  postclosure  care  costs  as  of  July  1,  1993  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  No.  18,  Accounting  for  Municipal  Solid 
Waste  Landfill  Closure  and  Postclosure  Care  Costs.

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(1)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  conform  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP)  as  applicable  to  governmental  units,  except  that  the 
Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  a  departure  from  GAAP  is 
permissible  under  the  Massachusetts  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System  (UMAS).  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  Town's  more  significant  policies: 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 
General 

The  Town  of  Norwood  is  governed  by  an  elected  five-member  Board  of  Selectmen.  GAAP 
requires  that  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  present  the  Town  of 
Norwood  (the  primary  government)  and  its  component  units.  The  component  unit  discussed 
below  is  included  in  the  Town's  reporting  entity  because  of  the  significance  of  its  operational 
or  financial  relationship  with  the  Town. 

Individual  Component  Unit  Disclosure 

Component  units  provide  services  entirely  or  almost  entirely  to  the  Town  or  otherwise  almost 
exclusively  to  benefit  the  Town,  even  though  certain  services  are  not  provided  directly  to  it. 
Although  legally  separate,  all  component  units  are  reported  as  if  they  were  part  of  the  primary 
government;  a  method  of  inclusion  known  as  blending.  A  description  of  the  component  unit, 
criteria  for  inclusion  and  its  relationship  with  the  Town  is  as  follows: 

Norwood  Retirement  System  (System)  -  The  System  is  a  defined  benefit  contributory 
retirement  system  created  under  state  statute.  It  is  administered  by  a  Retirement  Board 
comprised  of  three  members:  the  Town  Accountant  who  serves  as  ex-officio;  an 
individual  elected  by  participants  in  the  System;  and  an  individual  chosen  by  the  other 
two  members  or  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  if  the  other  two  do  not  agree.  The 
System  provides  pension  benefits  to  retired  Town  employees.  Complete  financial 
statements  for  the  System  can  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Retirement  Board, 
Norwood  Town  Hall,  566  Washington  Street,  Room  39,  Norwood,  Massachusetts 
02062. 

Joint  Ventures 

The  Town  has  entered  into  several  joint  ventures  with  other  municipalities  to  pool  resources 
and  share  the  costs,  risk  and  rewards  of  providing  goods  or  services  to  venture  participants 
directly,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public  or  specified  recipients.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  the  Town's  joint  ventures,  the  address  where  the  joint  venture  financial  statements  are 
available,  their  purpose,  and  the  annual  assessment  paid  by  the  Town  in  1994.

(b)  Basis  of  Presentation  -  Fund  Accounting 

The  operations  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and  account  group: 
Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town's  expendable  financial  resources  and 
related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted  for  as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds). 
The  measurement  focus  is  upon  determination  of  changes  in  financial  position  and  the  flow 
of  current  financial  resources.  The  following  are  the  Town's  governmental  fund  types: 

General  Fund  -  The  general  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  It  is  used  to 
account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  separate 
fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of 
specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in 
a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Fiduciary  funds  include  expendable  trust  funds, 
nonexpendable  trust  funds,  and  pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted 
for  similar  to  governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds  are 
accounted  for  similar  to  their  private  sector  counterparts.  Agency  funds  are  custodial  in 
nature  and  do  not  involve  measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Account  Group 

The  account  group  is  used  to  establish  accounting  control  and  accountability  for  general  long¬ 
term  obligations.  The  group  is  not  a  fund;  it  is  concerned  only  with  the  measurement  of 
financial  position,  not  the  measurement  of  operations  or  the  flow  of  financial  resources.  The 
following  is  the  Town's  account  group: 

General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group  -  This  group  of  accounts  is  used  to 
account  for  all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 
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(c)  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental  funds,  expendable  trust 
funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recorded  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period. 
Revenues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues.  Expenditures  are 
recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for  (1)  interest  on  general  long-term 
obligations,  which  is  recorded  when  due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave  which 
is  recorded  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  revenues,  there  are  essentially 
two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  monies  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project 
before  any  amounts  will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon 
the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  monies  are  virtually  unrestricted  and  are  usually 
revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with  prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These 
resources  are  reflected  as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to  accrual 
criteria  are  met. 

Property  taxes  are  normally  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have  been  levied, 
provided  they  are  collected  within  60  days  after  year-end.  However,  because  of  an  unusually 
late  tax  billing,  property  tax  revenue  recognition  was  determined  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  explained  in  note  2.  Motor  vehicle  excise,  electric,  water  and  sewer,  licenses  and 
permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are  recorded  as  revenues  when 
received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until  actually  received. 
Investment  earnings  are  recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds. 

(d)  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds  consider  amounts 
due  from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust  principal  as  cash  equivalents. 

(e)  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other  commitments  for 
the  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to  reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable 
appropriation,  is  employed  in  governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are 
reported  as  reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  expenditures  or 
liabilities. 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incomplete  projects  are  carried  over  to 
succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropriations  are  accounted  for  similar  to 
encumbrances. 

(f)  Self-Insurance 

The  Town  has  established  a  self-insured  medical  program  which  is  accounted  for  as  an 
expendable  trust  fund.  Both  employees  and  the  Town  contribute  to  the  fund  based  upon  a 
70%  (Town)  and  30%  (employee)  primary  care  premium  formula.  The  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to  pay  medical  claims  of  the  Town's  employees  and  their  covered  dependents. 
The  Town  carries  insurance  on  individual  medical  claims  in  excess  of  $40,000  per 

occurrence.  The  Town's  policy  is  to  accrue  claims  submitted  for  medical  services  rendered 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 
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In  addition,  the  Town  is  self-insured  for  workers'  compensation  and  unemployment 
compensation. 

(g)  Compensated  Absences 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward  to  succeeding  years. 
Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum  of  210  days.  Upon  retirement  or 
termination,  employees  are  paid  25%  of  a  day's  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days 
required  to  be  accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The  Town's 
policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  are  made. 

The  Town  records  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  as  a  liability  in  the  general  long-term 
obligations  account  group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at 
termination  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 

(h)  Landfill  Closure  and  Postclosure  Care  Costs 

State  and  federal  regulations  require  the  Town  to  place  a  final  cover  on  its  municipal  solid  waste 
landfill  ("MSWLF")  site  when  such  site  stops  accepting  waste  and  to  perform  certain 
maintenance  and  monitoring  functions  at  the  site  for  30  years  after  closure.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  GASB  18,  Accounting  for  Municipal  Solid  Waste  Landfill  Closure 
and  Postclosure  Care  Costs,  the  Town  has  determined  its  liability  related  to  closure  and 
postclosure  care  for  its  MSWLF  based  on  landfill  capacity  used  to  date.  At  June  30,  1994, 
100%  of  the  Town's  expected  MSWLF  capacity  had  been  used  and  the  site  had  accepted 
solid  waste  for  several  years.  The  Town  has  covered,  is  in  the  process  of  covering,  or  plans 
to  cover  its  MSWLF  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

The  adoption  of  GASB  18  in  fiscal  1994  resulted  in  a  change  in  accounting  for  closure  and 
postclosure  care  costs,  the  noncurrent  portion  of  which  was  not  previously  recorded.  The 
liability  for  closure  and  postclosure  care  is  estimated  based  on  current  costs,  which  is  the 
amount  that  would  be  paid  if  all  equipment,  facilities  and  services  included  in  the  estimate 
were  acquired  during  the  current  period.  Such  costs  are  recognized  as  expenditures  to  the 
extent  that  they  have  been  paid  or  are  expected  to  be  paid  with  expendable  available  financial 
resources;  the  remaining  liability  is  reported  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account 
group.  Expenditures  related  to  MSWLF  closure  and  postclosure  care  in  fiscal  1994  were  not 
material.  Adjustments  resulting  from  changes  to  comply  with  GASB  18  were  approximately 
$2,700,000  and  have  been  recorded  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

(i)  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned  “Memorandum  only”  to 
indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do 
not  present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a 
consolidation. 
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(2)  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each  January  1  and  are 
normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the 
Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at  100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the 
respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate  right  to 
foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid. 

As  a  result  of  a  delay  in  the  Town's  revaluation  process,  property  tax  bills  normally  levied  on 
May  1  were  not  levied  until  November  14,  1994.  For  this  reason,  property  tax  revenues  for 
fiscal  1994  were  recognized  in  the  same  proportion  of  the  tax  levy  as  was  recognized  in  fiscal 
year  1993. 

A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  “Proposition  2-1/2”  limits  the  property  tax  levy  to  an 
amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary 
limitation  is  that  no  levy  in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year’s  allowable  tax  levy 
by  more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to  the  tax  rolls. 
Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be  overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum 
vote. 

(3)  Budgetary  Data 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared  under  the  direction  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  Original  and  supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town 
meeting  vote. 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the  resulting  property  tax  levy  will 
comply  with  the  limits  required  by  Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which 
will  equal  the  sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures  and 
transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's  deficits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate 
of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and  transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including 
available  surplus  funds. 

The  Commonwealth  enacted  legislation  in  1991  which  allowed  municipalities  to  under  budget  in 
fiscal  1992  certain  salaries  related  to  teachers'  summer  pay.  The  law  requires  that  these  costs 
be  raised  over  a  maximum  of  15  years  beginning  in  1997. 

The  Town  elected  to  adopt  the  legislation  in  fiscal  1992,  which  resulted  in  the  under  budgeting  of 
teachers'  summer  pay  of  $891,292.  Presently,  the  Town  anticipates  budgeting  these  costs  in 
1997,  following  the  expected  retirement  in  1996  of  all  of  its  remaining  long-term  debt  and 
funding  of  its  pension  obligations. 

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GAAP).  The  “actual”  results  column  of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and 
Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is  presented  on  a  “budget  basis”  to  provide  a  meaningful 

comparison  with  the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases  are 
that: 
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(a)  Real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  are  recorded  as  revenue  when  levied  (budget),  as 
opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP). 


(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the  equivalent  of  expenditures 
(budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  (GAAP). 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between  revenues,  expenditures  and 
transfers.

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of  deposits  and  investments 
available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including  demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of 
deposit)  in  any  one  financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments  can  also  be  made  in 
securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that 
have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements 
guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year 
from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with  maturity 
dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts 
Municipal  Depository  Trust  (MMDT). 


In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment  powers,  most  notably  the 
ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate  bonds  and  other  specified  investments.

Category  1  represents  investments  that  are  insured,  registered  or  held  by  the  Town's  agent  in 
the  Town's  name.  Category  2  represents  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the 
counterparty's  trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town's  name.  Category  3  represents 
uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the  counterparty,  its  trust  department  or  its 
agent,  but  not  in  the  Town's  name.  Investments  in  MMDT  and  mutual  funds,  pooled  funds 
are  not  categorized.

Of  the  investments  reflected  in  the  preceding  table,  investments  of  the  Town's  pension  fund 
constitute  94%  of  the  amount  shown  in  Category  2. 

The  composition  of  the  Town's  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments  fluctuates  depending 
primarily  on  the  timing  of  real  estate  tax  receipts,  proceeds  from  borrowings,  collections  of 
state  and  federal  aid,  and  capital  outlays  throughout  the  year. 
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(5)  Pension  Plan 

(a)  Plan  Description 

The  Town  provides  retirement  benefits  to  employees  through  a  contributory  retirement  system 
administered  by  the  Norwood  Retirement  System  (System),  a  cost-sharing,  multiple- 
employer  public  employee  retirement  system.  Each  participating  employer's  share  of  the  total 
annual  contribution  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  active  payroll.  The  Town's  payroll  for 
employees  covered  by  the  System  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  was  $13,877,602. 
Public  school  teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers' 
Retirement  System  (TRS),  to  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  contribute.  The  Town's 
payroll  covered  by  TRS  was  $12,365,627  in  calendar  1993.  Total  payroll  for  the  Town  was 
$29,344,433.  Because  the  Town's  participation  in  the  System  is  so  significant,  certain 
disclosures  required  for  single  employer  plans  have  been  made. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory,  defmed-benefit  plans  covering  all  Town  employees 
and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees  deemed  eligible.  Certain  Town 
employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's  noncontributoiy  pension  plan. 

Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  System  and  is 
governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Membership  in  the  System  is 
mandatory  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of  employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time 
employees  other  than  school  teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System  on  the  latest 
actuarial  valuation  date  of  January  1,  1994,  consists  of  the  following:

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of  80%  of  a  member's 
highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based 
upon  a  member's  age,  length  of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group 
classification. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable  service.  A  retirement 
allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65  or  upon  attaining  20  years  of  service.  The 
systems  also  provide  for  early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  Participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10  years 
of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1,  1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left 
Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and  (4)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the 
fund.  Active  members  contribute  either  5,  7  or  8%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 
depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began.  Members  hired  on  or  after 
January  1,  1979,  are  required  to  contribute  an  additional  2%  of  their  gross  regular 
compensation  in  excess  of  $30,000. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 
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(b)  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year  basis  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  and  procedures  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee 
Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the  investment  plus  or  minus 
any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calculated  ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 


Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are  amortized  over  the  average 
time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  10  years,  whichever  is  less.

(c)  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  “Pension  Benefit  Obligation”  for  the  System  is  a  standardized 
disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension  benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of 
projected  salary  increases  and  step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a 
result  of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users  assess  the  funding 
status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess  progress  made  in  accumulating 
sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The 
measure  is  the  actuarial  present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is  independent  of  the 
funding  method  used  to  determine  contributions  to  the  System. 

The  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial  valuation  performed  as  of 
January  1,  1994.  Significant  actuarial  assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of 
return  on  the  investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8.0%  a  year  compounded  annually, 
(b)  projected  salary  increases  of  5.5%  a  year  compounded  annually,  attributed  to  inflation 
and  (c)  no  post-retirement  benefit  increases.

(d)  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

Based  on  the  actuarial  report  prepared  as  of  January  1,  1994,  the  Town  contributes  to  the  System 
at  levels  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unfunded  actuarial  accrued  liability  (UAAL)  by  the  year 
2000.  The  Town's  contribution  to  the  System  for  fiscal  1994  was  $3,137,627  and 
represented  approximately  97%  of  system- wide  employer  contributions. 

(e)  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to 
pay  benefits  when  due.  For  the  years  ended  December  31,  1993,  1992  and  1991,  net  assets 
available  were  sufficient  to  fund  95%,  91%  and  88%  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation, 
respectively.  Unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  represented  18%,  29%  and  46%  of  the 
annual  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System  for  1993,  1992  and  1991,  respectively. 

(f)  Post-Retirement  Benefits 

All  retired  employees  eligible  for  pension  benefits  as  well  as  teachers  covered  under  the  TRS 
receive  certain  post-retirement  benefits  including  major  health,  dental  and  life  insurance. 
Benefits  received  and  costs  borne  by  retirees  are  consistent  with  those  of  active  employees. 
The  Town's  cost  of  these  post-retirement  benefits  for  fiscal  1994  was  approximately 
$598,000,  which  was  accounted  for  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction  assistance  to  the  Town. 
The  assistance  program  which  is  administered  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau 
(SBAB)  provides  resources  for  future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds 
outstanding.  These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state  legislature  and 
the  Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting  requirements.  During  1994,  the  Town 
received  $425,778  of  such  assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  state  legislature,  the  Town  will  receive  $425,779  in  fiscal  1995. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt  limit  and  the  double  debt 
limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%,  respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property 
in  the  Town  as  last  equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval.  Authorizations  under  the 
double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the  approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance 
Board.  Additionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  that  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other  local  governmental 
units  providing  services  within  the  Town's  boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping 
debt).  The  primary  overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
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Authority  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority 
(MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt  of  each  entity  at  June  30, 
1994,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt  being  serviced  by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share 
of  estimated  indirect  debt  (in  thousands).

(10)  Deferred  Compensation  Plan 

The  Town  offers  its  employees  a  deferred  compensation  plan  (Plan)  created  in  accordance  with 
Section  457  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  The  Plan,  available  to  all  Town  employees, 
permits  them  to  defer  a  portion  of  their  current  salary  to  future  years.  The  Plan  is  not 
available  to  participants  or  beneficiaries  until  termination,  retirement,  death  or  unforeseeable 
emergency. 

All  amounts  of  compensation  deferred  under  the  Plan,  all  property  and  rights  purchased  with 
such  amounts,  and  all  income  attributable  to  such  amounts,  property  or  rights  are  (until  paid 
or  made  available  to  the  employee  or  other  beneficiary)  solely  die  property  and  rights  of  the 
Town  (without  being  restricted  to  the  provisions  of  benefits  under  the  Plan),  subject  only  to 
the  claims  of  the  Town's  general  creditors. 

The  Town  believes  that  there  is  little  likelihood  that  it  will  use  the  assets  to  satisfy  the  claims  of 
general  creditors  in  the  future.  The  Town  records  the  plan  assets  and  the  related  liability  to 
plan  participants  as  an  agency  fund.  The  Town  and  its  agent  have  no  liability  for  losses 
under  the  Plan,  but  do  have  the  duty  of  care  that  would  be  required  of  an  ordinary  prudent 
investor. 

The  Town's  deferred  compensation  plan  for  its  employees  is  administered  by  the  Copeland 
Companies  (Copeland).  Deposits  into  the  plan  invested  by  Copeland  have  a  fair  market  value 
as  of  June  30,  1994  of  $2,229,213. 

(11)  Contingencies 

Numerous  lawsuits  are  pending  or  threatened  against  the  Town,  which  arose  from  the  ordinary 
course  of  operations,  including  actions  commenced  and  claims  asserted  against  it  for  property 
damage  and  personal  injury,  breaches  of  contract,  condemnation  proceedings  and  other 
alleged  violations  of  law.  The  outcome  of  these  lawsuits  is  not  expected  to  have  a  material 
effect  on  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town.

Isolated  analysis  of  the  dollar  amounts  of  net  assets  available  for  benefits,  pension  benefit  obligation, 
and  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  can  be  misleading.  Expressing  the  net  assets  available  for 
benefits  as  a  percentage  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation  provides  an  indication  of  the  Town's  funding 
status  on  a  going-concern  basis.  Analysis  of  this  percentage  over  time  indicates  whether  the  system  is 
becoming  financially  stronger  or  weaker.

Generally,  the  smaller  this  percentage,  the 
stronger  the  PERS.

For  all  of  the  internal  control  structure  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and  we 
assessed  control  risk. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the 
internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in 
which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  specific  internal  control  structure  elements  does 
not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no 
matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operations  that  we  consider  to  be  material 
weaknesses  as  defined  above.

We  performed  tests  of  controls,  as  required  by  OMB  Circular  A- 128,  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of 
the  design  and  operation  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures  that  we  have  considered 
relevant  to  preventing  or  detecting  material  noncompliance  with  specific  requirements,  general 
requirements,  and  requirements  governing  claims  for  advances  and  reimbursements,  and  amounts 
claimed  or  used  for  matching  that  are  applicable  to  each  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts' 
major  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  which  are  identified  in  the  accompanying  Schedule  of 
Federal  Financial  Assistance,  and  the  aforementioned  nonmajor  programs.

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1994  were  held  primarily 
in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal 
Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday  evenings  following  a  Monday 
holiday,  with  some  meetings  being  conducted  in  other  locations  from  time  to 
time  as  required.  The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took  place  on  Monday,  the  4th 
of  April,  1994. 

During  forty  three  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or  emergency 
meetings  in  calendar  year  1994,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public 
hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public 
meetings  and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and 
concern  to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented  on 
each  meeting's  agenda  for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key  department  heads 
to  review  reports  and  activities  in  their  respective  departments  and  to 
discuss  problems,  policy  and  recommendations. 

Selectman  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of  Norwood's 
representative  on  the  Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve  as  Norwood's 
Designee  and  Alternate,  respectively,  to  the  MBTA's  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate,  Gary  Schorer, 
continued  to  serve  as  Designees  to  the  Neponset  River  Watershed  Association. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  televised  live  by  Cablevision  as  a  part 
of  their  contract  with  the  Town.  Matters  concerning  addition  or  deletion  of 
channels,  and  any  request  for  increase  in  rates,  are  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  after  a  public  hearing  is  held  and  every  interested  person  has 
an  opportunity  to  speak.  The  Cable  Commission  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with 
David  A.  Green,  Assistant  General  Manager,  to  air  subscriber  complaints  or 
problems  with  telecasting. 

Budget  meetings  were  held  on  February  7,  1994,  and  the  approach  to  various 
items  was  very  cautious.  The  state  of  the  economy  was  foremost  in  everyone's 
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mind  and  concern  for  town  finances  cast  a  long  shadow.  Because  of  budget 
constraints,  a  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  the  budget. 

Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  with  the  Finance  Commission  and 
Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Robert  Thornton  to  discuss  budget  strategy 
alternatives  and  the  Board  reluctantly  raised  fees  for  ambulance,  building 
department,  cemetery,  Civic  Center  programs,  and  parking. 

The  Board  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  debt  exclusion  override  for  the  HVAC 
and  window  replacement  projects  for  the  schools  but  unanimously  voted  to  take 
a  stand  against  the  override.  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November  voted  to  take 
the  money  from  free  cash  for  these  projects. 

Student  Government  Day  took  place  on  May  17th.  The  following  students  of  the 
Norwood  Senior  High  participated  in  the  morning's  activities  at  Town  Hall.

Authority,  Holly  O'Rourke;  Finance  Commission,  Matt  Killion;  Director,  Board 
of  Health,  Chris  Darzon;  Town  Treasurer,  Jessica  Lawson;  Library  Director,  Dan 
King;  Town  Planner,  Christine  Cleary. 

Names  of  the  following  students  were  drawn,  in  order,  for  the  1994  Summer 
employment  lottery:  John  Groh,  Elizabeth  Johnson,  Steven  McCann,  Alexander 
Grant,  Kevin  Cavanaugh,  Thomas  Khoury,  David  Chiavegato,  Joseph  Stevens, 
Michael  Kreusch,  Michael  Seery,  Paul  Jessoe,  Michael  Gear,  Barbara  McDonagh, 
Lauren  Carberry  and  Michael  Gramer.  The  Board  selected  15  names  with  the 
understanding  the  first  ten  would  receive  jobs  if  funding  is  appropriated  by 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  sent  numerous  letters  to  our  elected  officials  calling  attention  to 
the  need  for  legislation  for  cities  and  towns  in  the  MWRA  district. 

On  Friday,  May  20,  1994,  the  Recreation  Department  sponsored  their  seventh 
annual  all-night  party  for  the  Senior  Class  of  Norwood  High  School. 

For  the  first  time  ever  there  was  a  threat  of  cancellation  of  the  4th  of  July 
parade.  Co-Chairmen  Carl  Parisi  and  Paul  Wasil  asked  the  Board  for  help. 
Volunteers  were  needed.  Several  sub-committees  were  established  and  residents 
and  civic  groups  responded.  First  time  events  held  were  a  road  race,  carriage 
parade,  and  the  participation  of  the  Shriners .  The  parade  was  bigger  and 
better  than  ever.  Residents  and  former  residents  turned  out  to  cheer  on  the 
various  groups  and  to  make  it  a  festive  occasion.  Selectman  Tom  Riolo  and  his 
wife  Janice  served  as  commentators  again  this  year,  and  it  was  cablecast  live. 

Severe  flooding  incidents  at  the  Police  station/Fire  station  prompted  the 
Board  to  study  the  possibility  of  obtaining  the  Stop  &  Shop  property.  A  three 
month  option  was  signed  by  the  Board  to  explore  this  alternative.  After 
investigation,  the  Board  dropped  the  option  and  a  Drain  Evaluation  Committee 
was  established  to  explore  solutions  to  solving  the  drainage  problem  in  the 
area . 

Selectmen  met  with  the  Flower  Committee  to  discuss  plans  for  an  Annual 
Daffodil  Planting  Day  which  was  held  in  Sept.  20,000  bulbs  were  planted 
throughout  the  Town. 
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The  Annual  Holiday  Stroll  and  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  was  held  on  Sunday, 
November  27th.  Over  5,000  people  attended  the  festivities,  and  entertainment 
was  provided  by  the  Colonial  Boys,  Norwood  High  School  Madrigal  singers  and 
the  High  School  Mustang  Band. 

The  Board  signed  a  Consent  Order  with  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  on  a  timetable  and  process  for  final  closure  and  capping  of  the 
Landfill.  The  Landfill  is  to  be  capped  by  December  1,  1998  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  $2.5  million. 

Special  commendation  was  sent  to  members  of  the  Fire  Department  -  Capt.  Joseph 
M.  Boyland,  Lt .  Anthony  J.  Greeley,  Firefighters  James  J.  Flaherty,  Thomas  J. 
Gover,  Victor  T.  Lundsgaard,  Thomas  M.  Starr,  Joseph  McDonough,  Robert  P. 
Henry,  Faye  McDonough,  David  J.  Hayes,  Joseph  Costello,  Kevin  Kent,  Martin  P. 
Collins  and  Dispatcher  Colleen  McDonough  DiBlasi  for  their  actions  on  April 
22,  1994,  during  a  garage  fire  on  Elliot  Street.  Twelve  Familes  were  forced 
to  evacuate  their  homes.

The  Commission,  with  the  assistance  of  Federal  (90%),  and  State  (7%),  was  able 
to  reconstruct  Runway  10/28.  This  was  a  long-delayed  project  that  replaced 
one  of  the  original  runways  that  had  been  in  use  for  more  than  fifty  years. 
The  project  also  had  a  positive  environmental  impact  in  that  the  width  of  the 
runway  was  reduced  from  150  ft.  to  75  ft.  This  adds  considerably  to  the 
permeable  surface  in  the  environmentally  sensitive  area  around  the  airport. 
Also  contained  within  this  grant  were  funds  to  allow  the  airport  to  acquire 
snow  removal  equipment.  This  equipment  will  enhance  the  snow  removal 
operations  at  the  airport. 

The  Commission  is  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Thomas  Judge,  who  served  five  terms  as 
Chairman,  and  had  done  so  with  great  dedication  and  skill.

The  primary  function  of  the  Assessors  is  to  produce  fair  and  equitable 
assessed  values  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  The  three  main  sources  of  tax 
revenue  are  Real  Estate,  Personal  Property  and  Motor  Vehicle  Excise. 

The  duties  of  the  Assessor  are  complex  and  comply  with  Massachusetts  General 
Law,  Chapter  59. 

The  main  duty  of  the  department  is  to  maintain  the  property  ownership  records, 
personal  property  records.  Form  of  List  records,  3  ABC  exempt  property 
records,  town  owned  property  records,  sub-division  records  and  apportioned 
water  and  sewer  records .  Other  duties  include  the  reviewing  and  maintenance 
of  building  permits,  tax  exemption  appeals,  tax  appeal  cases,  Appellate  Tax 
Board  cases,  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  appeals  and  new  business  certificates. 
The  Board  is  responsible  for  Real  Estate  commitments.  Personal  Property 
commitments  and  Motor  Vehicle  commitments  as  well  as  certification  of  abutters 
lists  for  numerous  town  Boards. 
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This  year  the  Board  completed  a  town  wide  revaluation  in  compliance  with  the 
Department  of  Revenue.  The  residential  and  open  space  tax  rate  is  $11.43. 
The  commercial,  industrial  and  personal  property  tax  rate  is  $16.28.

TO:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  pleased  to 
submit  its  2  8th  Annual  Report  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood . 

Throughout  the  1993-94  school  year,  Blue  Hills  Regional  continued 
to  provide  excellent  academic  and  technical  instruction  to  area 
students  resulting  in  many  awards  and  recognition  for  its 
students  and  teachers. 

Four  Blue  Hills  teachers  were  honored  by  students  with  The 
Patriot  Ledger's  Golden  Apple  nominations.  They  are  Paul 
Donovan,  Math  Department  head  from  Canton;  Vin  Hickey,  Guidance 
Counselor  from  Canton;  Department  Head,  James  Hanrahan  of  Fall 
River  and  Richard  Andrea  of  Holbrook,  both  in  Culinary  Arts. 

Randolph's  Kami  Ferguson  was  chosen  by  the  Massachusetts 
Multicultural  Recognition  Program  to  receive  a  1994 
Multicultural  Recognition  Award  for  his  work  in  the  school  and 
state-wide  anti-violence  campaign.  Timothy  O' Regan,  a  senior  in 
Electrical  from  Canton,  was  named  Outstanding  Vocational 
Technical  Student  for  the  year. 

Six  Norwood  students  earned  20  scholarships /awards  between  them 
for  their  excellence  and  commitment  to  their  occupations  and 
community  while  at  Blue  Hills.  Jeffrey  Savoie,  now  a  freshman 
at  Worcester  Polytech,  earned  eight  awards  alone. 

The  school's  National  Honor  Society  (NHS)  received  an  Outstanding 
Chapter  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Secondary  Schools 
Administrators'  Association  for  the  second  time  in  three  years. 
Blue  Hills'  chapter  is  one  of  only  four  schools  in  the  state  to 
receive  the  honor  which  best  exemplifies  what  NHS  represents. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of 
America  (VICA)  students  from  Culinary  Arts  and  Structural  Wood 
were  invited  by  world-renown  Ice  Sculptor,  Steve  Rose,  to  assist 
him  in  carving  a  spectacular  30,000  pound  Tyrannosaurus  Rex  for 
Boston's  First  Night  celebrations. 

The  Blue  Hills  School  offers  interscholastic  sports  in  twelve 
areas,  at  no  cost  to  the  students.  The  1993-94  varsity  boys 
football  enjoyed  a  successful  season  with  a  record  of  9-1.  The 
girl's  basketball  team  won  the  Mayflower  League  Division  II 
Co-championship . 

Secondary  school  enrollment  at  Blue  Hills  was  824,  with 
Postgraduate  enrollment  at  70.  Norwood  enrolled  a  total  of  78 
students  at  Blue  Hills  with  nine  of  them  in  the  Postgraduate 
program. 

Continuing  Education  is  an  ever-popular  program  and  continues  to 
be  self-supporting.  In  the  Fall  1993,  and  Spring  1994,  1070 
individuals  attended  courses. 

Summer  camp  educated  and  entertained  56,  10-14  year-old 
youngsters  from  throughout  the  area  for  2,  two-week  sessions,  and 
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also  continues  to  be  self-supporting. 

Also  during  the  summer,  Blue  Hills  (in  conjunction  with  South  Coastal  Career 
Development  Administration)  offered  a  paid  Job  Training  Program  for  low-income 
youths  of  Milton,  Quincy,  Braintree,  Randolph,  Canton,  Dedham,  Westwood  and 
Norwood . 

As  always.  Blue  Hills  opens  its  doors  to  the  public  whenever  possible  through 
the  pool  program,  the  Chateau  de  Bleu  bakery  and  restaurant,  and  salon 
services  through  cosmetology. 

The  school  saved  taxpayers  significantly  through  special  projects  it  performed 
for  the  municipalities,  residents  and  civic  organizations.  These  included 
printing,  vehicle  repairs,  metal  fabrication,  and  building  maintenance. 
Structural  Wood,  Auto  Body,  Graphic  Communications  and  Metal  Fabrication  saved 
the  nine  towns  and  its  residents  more  than  $375,000  through  various  projects. 
Departments  saved  Norwood  residents  $4,700  which  included  projects  for  the 
Norwood  Housing  Authority.  Structural  Wood  completed  a  $650,000  home  --  a 
two-year  project  --  in  June  for  a  Canton  resident.  The  project  was  the  subject 
of  many  media  features,  including  Channel  7,  Channel  5,  CNN,  The  Patriot 
Ledger,  and  The  Boston  Globe. 

In  order  to  take  the  pressure  off  lean  town  budgets.  Blue  Hills  aggressively 
pursued  and  won  grants  totalling  $594,396. 

The  District  School  Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  District  Board  Room  at  the  school  at  800  Randolph 
Street,  Canton.

QF  THE  NORWOOD  COMMISSION  ON  DISABILITY 


Descriptive  Data 

The  Town  of  Norwood  Commisson  on  Disability,  established  in  1984,  consists  of  seven 
members,  appointed  by  the  Norwood  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  identify  and  address  areas 
of  concerns  of  our  disabled  citizens.  One  member  must  be  an  elected  Town  official 
and  the  majority  of  members  must  have  a  disability.  Members  serve  staggered 
three-year  terms.  Also,  and  since  1989,  the  Commission  has  an  Associate  Membership 
to  provide  additional  Commission  support  and  input  on  pertinent  matters  related  to 
disability  issues. 

The  Commission  acts  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Town's  Selectmen  and  to  the 
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Massachusttes  Commission  on  Disability  to  ensure  compliance  with  all  applicable 
Federal,  State  and  Local  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Commission  provides  information,  referral  and  technical  assistance  in  matters  of 
disability  issues,  as  well  as  reviewing  and  making  recommendations  on  policies  and 
activities  of  municipal  departments  as  they  relate  to  persons  with  disabilities. 

The  Commission  sponsors  training  sessions  with  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on 
Disabilities  (MCOD)  and  the  Commonwealth's  Architectural  Access  Board  (AAB)  to 
develop  and  train  Community  Access  Monitors  (CAM's)  in  the  familiarization  and 
knowledge  of  State  and  Federal  Building  Codes,  Rules  and  Regulations  so  that  they 
may  be  able  to  evaluate  and  report  on  a  facility's  compliance  for  disability  access 
and  use. 

The  Commission  provides  membership  on  the  Town's  Development  Plan  Review  Committee 
and  reviews  issued  building  permits  to  ensure  compliance  with  applicable  disability 
requirements . 

The  Commission's  student  membership  provides  liaison  and  input  for  Norwood  school 
students  and  the  Commission  has  members  assigned  to  the  School's  ADA  Central  Advisory 
Team. 

The  Commission  has  co-sponsored  health  care  symposiums,  legislative  informational 
sessions  and  provides  on-going  technical  assistance  and  support  to  sister 
commissions . 

The  Commission  provides  a  liaison  with  the  Norwood  business  community  to  assist  in 
their  understanding  and  implementation  of  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA) .

During  1994,  the  Engineering  Department  was  called  upon  to  provide  Engineering 
and  Design  services  for  several  projects  within  the  Town. 

Plans,  specifications,  construction  cost  estimates  and  contract  documents  were 
prepared  for  roadway  construction,  reconstruction  and  utilities  installation 
and  renewal  projects.  Among  the  projects  which  were  completed  in  1994  were 
the  extension  of  the  sanitary  sewer  from  Rock  Street  to  Winfield  Street;  the 
improvements  to  the  drainage  system  in  Sumner  Street;  and  the  extension  of  the 
water  main  in  Mylod  Street  from  the  existing  main  to  the  new  Endean  Meadows 
subdivision . 

Complete  project  description  and  request  for  proposal  documents  were  prepared 
for  the  selection  of  a  consultant  to  perform  Engineering  and  Design  services 
related  to  the  reconstruction  of  Washington  Street  between  Everett  Street  and 
Upland  Road.  A  design  firm  was  selected  and  the  project  is  underway.  It  is 
anticipated  that  a  construction  contract  will  be  let  for  bid  in  the  early 
spring . 

Requests  for  quotations  were  solicited  and  a  contractor  was  selected  to 
perform  emergency  repairs  to  the  superstructure  of  the  Canton  Street  Bridge 
over  the  Neponset  River.  The  emergency  repair  work  was  completed  and  the 
bridge  re-opened  to  two-way  traffic.  A  complete  bidding  package  was  prepared 
and  issued  for  the  long-awaited  temporary  repairs  to  the  substructure  of  the 
bridge.  A  contract  has  been  awarded  and  foundation  work  is  in  progress. 
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Engineering  and  Design  work  was  started  for  the  renovation  of  portions  of 
Mylod  and  Prospect  Streets.  Construction  cost  estimates  were  prepared  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  several  additional  roadways,  including  portions  of 
Washington,  Pleasant,  Walpole,  and  Nichols  Streets. 

Engineering  Field  Services  were  provided  during  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Easterly  end  of  Neponset  Street,  the  repaving  of  the  Canton  Street  end  of 
University  Avenue,  and  as  needed  throughout  the  year. 

Street  Acceptance  Plans  and  Profiles  were  prepared  for  the  extension  of  Grant 
Avenue  and  Bornwood  Drive.  Plans  for  the  construction  of  the  extension  of 
Grant  Avenue  are  being  finalized. 

Plans  showing  various  proposals  for  the  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  West 
Border  Road  have  been  prepared  and  presented  for  review  by  the  concerned 
parties . 

During  1995,  the  Engineering  Department  will  continue  to  work  closely  with 
other  Town  Departments  as  and  when  needed.

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  and  St.  Catherine's  Parochial  School.  With  parental 
approval  the  children  needing  dental  care  are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 
In  the  school  year  1993-1994  a  total  of  1402  children  were  screened.  The 
treatments  included  cleaning,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene  instruction, 
fillings  and  emergency  treatments  for  special  needs.  A  total  of  356  children 
were  seen.  The  Dental  Clinic  also  offers  a  sealant  program  for  children  in 
grades  two,  three  and  six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth 
decay  when  applied  to  the  chewing  surface  of  molars.  There  were  350  cleanings 
done  and  134  children  in  grades  two,  three  and  six  had  sealants  placed  on  their 
erupted  permanent  molars.  In  January  1995  the  clinic  dentist  will  be  doing 
necessary  operative  work.

As  part  of  a  cardiovascular  risk  screening  program  cholesterol  testing  was 
offered  to  the  seniors  at  Norwood  High  School  to  help  identify  modifiable 
personal  risk  factors  for  heart  disease. 

A  medical  equipment  loan  program  continues  to  be  available  to  any  town 
resident  upon  request.  Donations  of  usable  medical  equipment  are  always 
welcome . 

A  Well  Child  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  monthly  for  any  Norwood  child  from 
newborn  to  school  entrance  age  whp  does  not  have  health  insurance  for  well 
visits.  Each  child  is  examined  by  a  pediatrician.  Recommended  immunizations, 
lead  testing  and  tuberculin  testing  are  also  done. 

The  Health  Department  has  received  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  requests 
for  food,  clothing,  housing  and  utility  assistance  from  many  families  in  town 
who  are  facing  serious  economic  hardship.  The  Human  Service  group  continues 
to  meet  to  identify  and  coordinate  available  resources  in  an  effort  to  address 
these  changing  needs . 

A  melanoma  and  skin  cancer  screening  was  held  in  May.  Dr.  Berliner  and  Dr. 
Spitz  examined  41  persons  and  referred  20  for  further  evaluation. 

Radon  test  kits  were  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  31  kits  were  sold. 

A  swimming  pool  operation  and  maintenance  seminar  was  held  for  all  public  and 
semi -public  pools. 

The  Board  acted  upon  a  subdivision. 
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A  choke  saver  seminar  was  held  in  June  for  all  Food  Service  Establishments. 
Approximately  75  people  attended. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  two  special  recycling  days 
collected  600  gallons  of  waste  oil,  350  tires,  130  automotive  batteries  as 
well  as  55  drums  of  pesticides,  organic  solvents,  paints,  corrosives  and 
flammable  materials. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Towns  of  Canton,  Foxboro,  Walpole  and  Westwood,  four 
seminars  for  food  handlers  were  conducted.  This  was  an  opportunity  to  review 
code  requirements  which  are  necessary  for  licensure  and  to  update  food 
handl ing  ski 11s. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  provide  the  sale  of  home  composting  bins  to  Norwood 
residents.  A  home  composting  workshop  was  conducted  in  June.  There  were  45 
people  in  attendance. 

Through  a  new  program  offered  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  Board  of  Health 
is  now  eligible  for  medicare  reimbursement  for  flu  shots.  The  appropriate 
paperwork  has  been  submitted.  It  is  hoped  these  monies  will  allow  the  Board 
to  offer  programs  which  they  were  previously  unable  to  fund. 

Funding  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  from  cigarette  tax  monies 
became  available  to  local  boards  of  health.  The  Boards  of  Health  in  Norwood, 
Walpole,  Foxboro  and  Canton  signed  a  memorandum  of  understanding  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  a  consortium  to  apply  for  this  money.  The  consortium  became 
viable  in  January.  Through  paid  staff  they  have  provided  information  on  the 
dangers  of  smoking  to  youth.  Their  primary  function  is  to  prevent  youth  access 
to  tobacco  and  to  assist  adults  wishing  to  quit  to  find  cessation  programs. 

In  November  the  Governors  Highway  Safety  Bureau  presented  an  Alcohol  Awareness 
Seminar  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health.  This  program  was  well  received  by 
the  participating  communities  and  will  be  shown  on  the  cable  access  network. 

The  Board  reviewed  and  updated  their  regulations  governing  the  practice  of 
massage  and  massage  establishments.  They  also  adopted  the  nuisance  statute  as 
well  as  Chapters  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  State  Environmental  Code  as 
local  regulations  in  order  to  be  able  to  enforce  these  with  Non-criminal 
disposition . 

Kathleen  Hickson  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  in  April.  The  position  was 
vacated  by  Michael  Donahue  after  12  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
We  appreciate  Mike's  guidance  over  the  past  years.

The  Authority's  staff  is  comprised  of  one  Executive  Director,  one  Deputy 
Executive  Director/Maintenance  Director,  one  Family/Leased  Housing 
Administrator,  one  Bookkeeper,  two  clerks,  and  seven  maintenance  laborers. 


The  duties  of  the  Authority  and  the  objectives  of  Public  Housing  Legislation 
is  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  to  families,  elderly  and 
handicapped  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents  they  can  afford.  The 
primary  function  of  the  Authority  is  to  administer  public  housing  programs 
within  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial 
assistance  to  State  and  Federal  Agencies  for  new  units  or  programs,  when  they 
are  determined  to  be  needed. 


The  Authority  administers  approximately  a  700  unit  housing  program.  Of  this 
total,  481  units  are  located  in  buildings  owned  and  operated  by  the  Authority. 
The  remaining  numbers  of  units  fluctuates.  These  units  comprise  the 
Authority's  rental  assistance  programs  and  are  located  at  scattered  sites 
throughout  the  community  in  privately  owned  buildings. 

During  the  past  year  the  Authority  resided  all  the  buildings  at  its  Brookview 
Village  Federal  Elderly/Handicapped  development.  This  project  was  undertaken 
to  correct  a  building  "breathing"  problem  and  enhance  the  developments 
appearance.  A  occupied  unit  painting  program  was  begun  with  the  goal  of  having 
every  apartment  painted  once  every  five  years.  The  Authority  reorganized  its 
administration  of  the  maintenance  delivery  system,  to  improve  efficiency  and 
realize  cost  savings. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  various 
town  officials  and  others  who  have  worked  with  the  Authority  and  contributed 
to  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

The  Morrill  Memorial  Library  is  approaching  its  100th  anniversary  which  will 
occur  in  1998.  In  preparation,  major  renovation  of  the  library  building  is 
being  planned,  but  while  that  is  underway  the  library  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  busiest  buildings  in  town. 

The  library  was  open,  in  spite  of  snow  storms  and  heat  waves,  3,259  hours 
spread  over  319  days.  That  included  40  Saturdays  and  27  Sundays.  During  that 
time  254,641  books  and  other  items  were  checked  out  including  more  than  18,000 
videos,  2,000  cassettes,  1,400  CDs.  Circulation  was  up  by  6,400.  It  has 

increased  by  31%  in  the  last  five  years  while  the  library  staff  has  decreased 

by  5%.  2,664  new  library  cards  were  issued  bringing  the  total  of  Morrill 
Memorial  Library  card  holders  to  17,492. 

The  total  library  collection  is  now  108,415  items.  Approximately  100,100  books 
make  up  the  bulk  of  the  library's  holdings,  but  2,235  cassettes,  1,355  videos 
and  401  compact  discs  comprise  a  growing  and  increasingly  important  part  of 
the  collection. 

The  library  is  grateful  to  the  Norwood  Community  Television  Corporation  for 

giving  generous  grants  in  1993  and  1994  to  supplement  the  video  and  spoken 
word  cassette  collection.  Additionally,  the  library  received  a  federally 
funded  LSCA  Title  I  grant  through  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  for  spoken  word  cassettes.  714  abridged  and  unabridged  cassettes 
were  purchased  along  with  several  cassette  players. 

The  library's  periodical  collection  is  growing  too.  Subscriptions  are 
maintained  to  256  magazines  and  journals.  Indexing  to  these  journals  is 
available  through  the  Minuteman  Library  Network  public  terminals.  An  on-line 
service  provides  current  subject,  author,  title  and  key  word  access  to  over 
1,400  journals.  Copies  of  articles  in  journals  not  owned  by  the  library  may 
be  obtained  by  FAX. 

Through  the  Minuteman  Network,  the  library  provides  access  to  the  Health 
Reference  Index  of  medical  and  health  topics  in  200  journals.  100  of  these 
journals  include  full  text  of  the  articles  on  line. 

In  this  and  many  ways  the  library  provides  service  to  Norwood  residents  by 
reaching  outside  its  walls.  3,300,000  items  are  owned  by  the  combined  29 
Minuteman  network  libraries.  Many  can  be  requested  and  delivered  to  Norwood 
in  just  a  few  days.  Daily  delivery  of  books  from  other  libraries  supplied 
2,868  items  requested  by  Norwood  residents  which  our  library  did  not  own. 
Conservatively,  this  service  provided  over  $86,000  worth  of  material  to 
Norwood  residents.  To  put  that  amount  in  perspective,  the  entire  book  budget 
for  the  library  for  the  year  was  only  97,500. 

Approximately  1,000  museum  passes  were  checked  out  giving  Norwood  residents 
free  or  reduced  cost  admission  to  popular  local  museums.  The  Women's  Community 
Committee  of  Norwood  provides  primary  support  for  the  library's  museum  pass 
program.  Only  the  Science  and  Children's  museum  passes  are  purchased  through 
the  library's  budget.  The  New  England  Aquarium,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
Massachusetts  Audubon  and,  for  the  first  time,  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Museum 
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passes  were  purchased  by  the  Women's  Community  Committee.  The  Guild  of  St. 
Timothy  also  donated  a  pair  of  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  passes.  The  continued 
support  of  these  organizations  is  greatly  appreciated. 

140  programs  were  offered  for  children  and  adults.  The  Children's  department 
provided  many  opportunities  for  preschool  story  time  and  special  shows  and 
programs  for  older  children.  As  always  the  Summer  Reading  Club  drew  hundreds 
of  eager  young  readers.  Total  attendance  at  all  children's  programs  was  2,397. 


The  adults  were  not  far  behind  with  2,394  attending  various  programs  or 
meetings.  The  monthly  book  group  provided  stimulating  discussion  of  a  wide 
variety  of  books.  The  annual  author  night  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  featured  Norwood's  own  Don  Reddick. 

Many  community  groups  held  meetings  at  the  library  or  used  the  library  for 
displays  and  exhibits.  The  library  was  happy  to  provide  a  location  for 
donations  to  the  Norwood  Ecumenical  Food  Pantry.  For  the  third  year  November 
was  Food  for  Fines  month.  Any  overdue  item  could  be  returned  to  the  library 
with  no  fine  charged  in  exchange  for  a  donation  of  food  for  the  food  pantry. 

The  outreach  librarian  took  books  to  shut-ins,  senior  centers,  housing 
projects  and  nursing  homes.  In  addition,  the  librarian  presented  weekly 
programs  on  a  variety  of  topics  at  several  nursing  homes,  the  Senior  Drop-in 
Center  and  Norfolk  Day  Activity  Center.  Monthly  films  were  offered  at 
Willowwood,  Brookview  and  Nahatan  Village.  Call  the  library  for  the  current 
schedule . 

The  library  literacy  program  provided  more  than  200  people  with  13,000  hours 
of  free,  private,  individual  tutoring  from  over  200  dedicated  volunteers. 
There  were  also  active  support  groups  for  students.  Partial  support  for  the 
literacy  program  comes  from  LSCA  Title  I  and  Title  VI  grants.  Support  for  tutor 
training  programs  was  supplied  by  The  United  Way  of  Neponset  Valley. 

The  library  received  much  needed  help  from  its  Friends.  Two  very-  successful 
book  sales  were  held  in  May  and  October.  Canvas  bags  are  also  being  sold  to 
benefit  the  library.  This  year  the  Friends  sponsored  programs  for  both 
children  and  adults  and  gave  special  help  to  the  Literacy  and  Outreach 
programs.  Our  thanks  go  to  all  the  Friends  with  special  thanks  to  President 
Maureen  Susi  and  to  long  time  treasurer,  Bob  Weisberg. 

Volunteers  donated  many  hours  doing  valuable  projects.  Maxine  Brettler,  Mary 
Kwiatkowski,  Anne  McCarty,  Vito  Anello  and  Julie  Graham  each  spent  many  hours 
making  the  library  run  more  smoothly.  Michael  DeGrazio,  Elizabeth  Lasden, 
Maureen  Susi  and  Teresa  Susi  were  our  tax  assistants  helping  organize  and 
distribute  forms  through  the  winter  and  spring.  Hats  off  to  these  dedicated 
folks  from  the  rest  of  the  library  staff. 

Library  renovation  continued  to  be  planned.  The  library  began  working  with  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  to  hire  an  architect  to  remodel  the 
Plimpton  Wing  and  rearrange  the  main  public  areas  of  the  building.  The  library 
floor  plan  remains  essentially  as  it  was  when  the  1965  addition  was  completed. 
Times  have  changed  and  so  must  the  library  in  order  that  it  continue  to 
provided  excellent  service  to  Norwood  residents  into  the  next  century.

1994  REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1994. 

In  1994,  several  projects  were  completed  which  will  improve  the 
reliability  of  our  system.  New  conductors  were  run  at  various 
locations  including  Factory  Mutual  Road  from  Pleasant  Street  to 
Route  One,  Mylod  Street,  and  the  Right  of  Way  between  University 
Avenue  and  Oceana  Way.  The  Pole  replacement  project  continued 
during  the  past  year  and  65  poles  were  set. 

The  Light  Department ' s  Conservation  and  Load  Management  Program 
is  progressing  on  schedule.  This  program  continues  to  save  money 
by  reducing  energy  consumption  and  peak  demand.  There  are 
presently  four  parts  to  the  Conservation  and  Load  Management 
Program:  capacitor  installations,  controlled  residential  electric 
water  heaters,  uncontrolled  residential  electric  water  heaters, 
and  commercial / industrial  lighting  retrofits.  Through 

conservation  and  load  management  we  were  able  to  decrease  our  peak 
demand  in  1994  by  about  2,800  kVA. 

The  Future  Electric  Power  Supply  Needs  Committee  (FEPSNC) 
continued  to  work  diligently  this  past  year.  In  the  past  year 
their  efforts  have  focused  on  the  permitting  process.  This  process 
requires  the  approval  of  approximately  25  state  and  local 
agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  The  efforts  of  the  FEPSNC  are 
greatly  appreciated. 

I  offer  the  following  statistical  data  relative  to  the  operation 
of  the  Light  Department.

The  operational  Project  program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically 
feasible . 

All  mosquito  eggs  needs  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the  drainage 
of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing  flow 
systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breading  sources. 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  2,820  feet 

Larviciding:  Treating  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is  the 

next  most  effective  control  effort. 

Larvicide  by  backpack/briquets /mistblowers  203  acres 

Adulticiding:  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  necessary 

when  they  are  numerous,  annoying,  or  threatening  to  residents. 

Adulticide  fogging  from  trucks  3,441  acres 


Surveys,  inspections,  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  program  include 
locating  and  mapping  breading  areas,  larval  and  adult  collections,  and  field 
work  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  Project  received  66  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit  corporation 
governed  by  a  citizen  Board  of  directors  who  represent  each  of  the  twelve  towns 
in  its  service  area:  Canton,  Dedham,  Foxboro,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk, 
Norwood,  Plainville,  Sharon,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham. 

The  major  programs  of  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  available  to 
Norwood  Residents  are: 

CUTLER  CENTER  has  a  fully  licensed  staff  of  social  workers,  psychologists  and 
psychiatrists  bringing  together  a  rich  variety  of  skills  and  experience  to 
provide  a  wide  range  of  services  to  children,  adolescents,  and  adults  of  all 
ages.  In  order  to  be  most  responsible  to  individual  needs  and  community 
concerns,  Cutler  Center  is  organized  into  specialized  programs  offering 
services  in  the  following  areas:  Intake  &  Emergency;  Family  and  Children; 
Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse;  Chronic  Care,  Psychiatry;  Adult,  Senior  Care; 
Psychological  Testing;  Assertiveness  Training;  Separation  and  Divorce; 
Families  of  Substance  Abusers;  Court  Supported  Programs,  such  as  Domestic 
Violence,  Supervised  Visitation  and  Mediation  Services.  The  Alcohol  and 
Substance  Abuse  Programs  provides  a  most  comprehensive  approach  to  the 
treatment  of  substance  abuse.  Each  program  offers  specialized  groups  and 
services,  such  as  the  Parent-Toddler  Program,  an  educational  and  supportive 
experience  for  parents  and  their  children  from  birth  to  age  3;  and  the  Gym 
Program,  a  unique  blend  of  counseling  and  physical  activity  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  15 . 

Other  programs  include  HIRE  ENTERPRISES,  a  sheltered  vocational  rehabilitation 
facility  for  people  with  emotional,  developmental  or  physical  handicaps. 
Programs  include  diagnostic  evaluations,  electronic  skill  training,  work 
adjustment  training  and  counseling,  sheltered,  long-term  employment,  and 
transitional  employment  and  job  placement;  Enhance  Program,  a  pre-school 
program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  ages  3-4.  The  hands-on- 
learning  environment  will  stimulate  and  enhance  the  child's  physical,  social 
intellectual  and  emotional  growth;  New  Beginnings,  an  education/support 
program  for  parents  and  their  children,  birth  to  one  year;  Positive  Parenting, 
a  program  which  helps  parents  develop  positive  attitudes  and  skills;  Community 
Education  Programs :  The  staff  of  Cutler  Center  is  available  to  provide  talks, 
workshops  and  consultation  on  a  wide  variety  of  mental  health  related  topics. 
These  services  are  available  to  community  agencies,  civic  organizations, 
business  and  industry,  schools  and  the  court  system.  In  addition,  community 
education  programs  on  such  topics  as  stress  management,  assertiveness  training 
and  clinic  issues  are  held  periodically  throughout  the  year.  Also  the  Cutler 
Center  has  a  contract  with  the  Dedham  House  of  Corrections  to  provide  mental 
health  and  substance  abuse  services  to  the  inmates  at  the  prison  facility. 

Cutler  Center  currently  has  offices  in  Norwood  and  Wrentham  with  the  Wrentham 
office  providing  the  full  range  of  services  offered  by  the  Norwood  office. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1994,  Cutler  Center  provided  direct  services  to 
approximately  691  people  from  Norwood.  The  direct  value  of  these  services  was 
$471,890,  of  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  allocated  $14,885. 
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In  the  past  year,  people  from  Norwood  who  came  to  us  for  assistance  were  often 
referred  by  friends,  neighbors,  family,  clergy,  school  physicians,  or 
community  agencies.  The  most  common  requests  for  help  concerned  such  problems 
as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties  in  marriage  or  family  relations, 
school  or  behavior-related  problems,  and  acute  or  chronic  mental  illness.

1994  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 


This  is  a  report  of  the  1994  activities  of  the  Permanent  Building  Construction 
Committee  (PBCC) . 

This  year  started  with  the  Building  Committee  working  very  hard  on  the 
specifications  for  the  Heating,  Ventilation  and  Air  Conditioning  (HVAC) 
renovations  of  the  Junior  High  School  South.  First,  the  Committee  completed 
a  very  detailed  energy  analysis  report.  This  subsequently  led  to  the 
development  of  the  specifications  necessary  to  go  out  to  bid  on  a  construction 
contract  for  the  HVAC  renovations.  The  Committee  worked  closely  and 
supervised  the  activities  of  the  Architect,  ASI,  of  Burlington,  MA.  The 
specifications  required  the  renovations  of  some  portions  of  the  existing  HVAC 
equipment  and  ehtire  replacement  of  some  of  the  large  roof-top  units  in  their 
entirety.  A  modern  state-of-the-art  computer  controlled  energy  management 
system  will  be  utilized  and  is  expected  to  result  in  energy  savings.  Final 
specifications  were  completed  and  the  project  was  sent  out  to  bid  by 
contractors.  The  Town  meeting  appropriated  the  sum  of  $860,000,  based  on  the 
project  estimates  by  this  Committee.  The  bids  are  expected  to  be  received  in 
January  of  1995. 

The  Committee  also  undertook  the  project  to  review  the  needed  replacement  of 
doors  and  windows  at  the  Callahan  School,  the  Oldham  School  and  the  Police  and 
Fire  Station.  Working  with  the  School  Department  and  the  Town  Manager's 
office,  the  Committee  ascertained  the  requirements  for  this  project.  The  PBCC 
selection  committee  interviewed  several  architects  and  chose  KLQ  of  Walpole, 
MA  as  the  architectural  firm  to  develop  the  plans  and  specifications. 
Subsequently,  the  plans  for  window  and  door  renovations  at  the  police  and  fire 
station  were  deleted.  Final  specifications  were  developed  and  the  Committee 
went  out  to  bid.  The  Town  Meeting  had  appropriated  $592,000  for  this  project, 
based  on  the  Building  Committee's  and  architect's  estimates.  Bids  were 
received  in  late  December  and  it  is  expected  that  the  construction  award  will 
be  issued  in  early  1995,  if  all  bid  documents  are  in  order.  The  Building 
Committee  will  apply  to  the  State  Building  Assistance  Bureau  for  available 
funds  on  this  project  and  also  the  Junior  High  School  South  HVAC  renovation 
project . 

In  October,  the  Building  Committee  was  asked  to  aid  the  Morrill  Library 
Trustees  in  developing  a  program  and  aid  in  the  process  of  interviewing 
architects  for  proposed  renovations  and  improvements.  This  includes  the 
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paradigm  needed  for  current  standards  and  communications  in  a  1990's  library. 
Both  of  these  committees  worked  expeditiously  in  order  to  apply  for  State 
Library  Assistance  grant  money  in  the  1995  award  cycle.  A  joint  Design 
Selection  Committee  advertised  the  details  and  parameters  of  the  project  and 
held  interviews  with  interested  architects.  After  these  discussions,  the 
Library  Trustees  felt  that  a  more  in-depth  study  and  a  look  at  a  broader  scope 
is  needed  to  decide  what  type  of  renovation  and  design  plans  need  to  be  made 
before  employing  an  architect  to  develop  plans.  At  this  time,  the  Building 
Committee's  involvement  is  being  postponed  until  later. 

In  April,  new  Committee  officials  were  elected.  Ernie  Paciorkowski  as 
Chairman  and  Philip  Swain  as  Vice  Chairman.  Mr.  Edward  McDonough  resigned 
from  the  Building  Committee  because  of  other  commitments.  The  Building 
Committee  welcomes  the  appointment  of  Michael  Fitzgibbon  as  a  new  valuable 
member  of  the  Building  Committee.  The  Committee  is  composed  of  a  unique  group 
with  various  engineering  disciplines,  architectural  and  project  management 
experience  along  with  many  years  of  experience  in  public  building  programs  for 
the  Town. 

We  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  School  Administration,  The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Town  Manager,  and  other  Town  agencies  for  their  help  and  support  in  our 
continuing  efforts.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  submits  its  Annual 
Report  for  1994. 

Subdivision  Control 

The  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law.  The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  protect  the  safety,  convenience  and 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwood  by  regulating  the  laying  out  and 
construction  of  ways  in  subdivisions. 

In  1994,  the  Planning  Board 

*  Reviewed  and  endorsed  7  simple  lot  divisions  (ANR  plans) . 

*  Approved  one  definitive  subdivision  plan: 

519-525  Nahatan  Street  -  a  two  lot  subdivision. 

*  Approved  one  modified  subdivision  plan: 

Essex  Road  Modified  Subdivision  -  situated  between  Albemarle  and 
Croyden  Roads  -  approval  for  8  lots  -  brings  road  construction  up 
to  1994  standards. 


Issued  compliance  certificates  or  reduced  bond  requirements  in  the 
following  subdivisions: 

1. )  Jacobson  Drive  -  Issued  a  compliance  certificate  for  satisfactory 

completion  of  all  required  work.  Returned  bond  to  the  developer. 

2. )  Hazelwood  Meadows  (aka  Fortune  Drive)-  Reduced  performance  bond. 

Remaining  work  to  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1995. 

3. )  Kings  Road  -  Reduced  performance  bond  for  work  performed. 

Completion  of  punch  list  items  scheduled  for  Spring  of  1995. 

4. )  Endean  Meadows  Estates:  Extended  the  subdivision  completion  date 

by  one  year. 

5. )  River  Ridge  II  -  Extended  the  subdivision  completion  date  by  one 

year . 

Recommended  to  Town  Meeting  that  it  accept  two  private  roads  as  public 
ways:  Independence  Way,  from  Sumner  Street  to  Union  Street,  and  Liberty 
Lane,  from  Independence  Way  to  Station  6+32.71.  These  streets  were  built 
in  accordance  with  the  Town's  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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Zoning 

The  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 
The  Board  is  also  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  for  Major  Projects. 
The  intent  of  the  Major  Project  provisions  is  to  assure  that  large-scale 
developments  are  carefully  tested  against  the  Town's  decision  criteria 
relating 


location  and  uses,  and  that  adequate  provisions  are  made  for  impacts  of 
development . 

In  1994,  the  Planning  Board 

*  Acted  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  on  two  Major  Projects: 

1. )  525  River  Ridge  Drive  -  a  115,000  square  foot  office  building  in 

the  River  Ridge  Office  Park  off  Route  One.  This  project  was 

approved  unanimously. 

2. )  Sumner  Street  Marketplace  -  a  212,000  square  foot  community 

shopping  center  at  the  intersection  of  Route  One  South  and  Sumner 
Street  (at  the  vacant  Raytheon  facility)  .  Stop  and  Shop, 
Marshall's  and  Bob's  Stores  are  the  principal  tenants.  This 
project  was  approved  by  a  4-1  vote. 

*  Designed  zoning  amendments  to  clarify  the  Sign  Bylaw  and  to  regulate  the 
location  of  Adult  Uses. 

Washington  Street  Partnership 

To  stimulate  investment  in  the  Downtown,  South  Norwood  and  the  Midtown  (the 
Ward)  business  districts,  the  Planning  Board  facilitated  the  creation  of  a 
non-profit  corporation  called  the  Washington  Street  Partnership.  The 

Partnership  will  have  the  following  principal  tasks: 

1. )  Develop  through  market  research  a  marketing  identity  for  the  three 

business  districts  that  can  be  tied  in  with  promotions; 

2. )  Identify  types  of  businesses  which  can  succeed  under  current 

market  conditions  and  strengthen  the  existing  business  mix; 

3. )  Set  forth  a  recruitment  strategy  to  attract  desired  businesses; 

4. )  Establish  strategies  which  help  retain  existing  businesses; 

5. )  Identify  road,  sidewalk  and  streetscape  improvements  that  will 

create  an  aesthetically  pleasing  marketplace; 

6. )  Recommend  changes  in  public  policies  (zoning,  parking,  signage, 

etc.)  which  will  encourage  economic  growth. 

The  "Norwood  Sign  and  Facade  Loan  Program"  is  part  of  the  Partnership's 

efforts.  One  example  is  the  restoration  of  the  Norwood  Theater.  Under  the 
program,  low  interest  funds  were  loaned  to  the  building  owner  to  remove  the 
old  sign  and  reveal  the  historic  facade  which  matches  Town  Hall  and  the  Civic 
Center . 

Open  Space  and  Recreation 

The  Planning  Board  plays  an  active  role  in  planning  for  the  town's  open  space 
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and  recreation  needs.  In  1994,  the  Planning  Board  in  cooperation  with  the  Open 
Space  Committee. 

*  Received  a  State  grant  to  improve  the  ponds  at  the  Hawes  Pool  Recreation 
Area  and  to  install  a  stonedust  path  along  the  Hawes  Brook. 

*  Facilitated  the  conveyance  of  the  Bade  Canoe  Launch  to  the  Town.  Located 
on  the  Neponset  at  100  River  Ridge  Drive,  the  Bade  Canoe  Launch  is  open 
to  the  public. 

*  Oversaw  the  installation  of  a  pedestrian  footbridge  at  Ellis  Pond  to 
furnish  better  access  around  the  pond.  Access  to  Ellis  Pond  is  across 
the  street  from  Shaw's  Plaza  on  Walpole  Street. 

Regional  Planning 

In  Regional  Planning  issues,  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  plays  an  active  part 
in  determining  the  future  of  the  region.  Through  its  membership  in  the 
Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council,  the  Board  has 

*  Helped  secure  a  State  grant  to  reduce  nonpoint  source  pollutants  (urban 
runoff)  entering  the  Neponset  River. 

*  Advocated  for  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  funding  for 
projects  within  the  town.  Future  TIP  projects  include  the  restoration 
of  Pendergast  Circle  (Rotary  at  Nahatan  Street  and  Route  One)  . 

The  Planning  Board  welcomed  its  newest  member,  Marco  J.  Brancato,  in  April. 
Marco  resides  at  66  Brewster  Drive  with  his  wife  and  family. 

In  closing,  the  Planning  Board  would  like  to  recognize  William  P.  O’Donnell 
who  left  the  Board  after  serving  six  distinguished  years.  Bill  was  a  key  figure 
in  bringing  the  Master  Plan  to  fruition.  His  leadership  and  love  of  the  Town 
guided  the  Board  during  these  times.

OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Public  Works  Department  once  again  started  the  year  off  with  several  snow 
and  ice  storms,  as  this  was  the  worst  winter  in  our  history.  Needless  to  say, 
equipment  replacement  was  a  necessity,  since  many  of  our  machines  were  running 
24  hours  a  day.  Our  Department  is  to  be  commended  for  the  outstanding  job  they 
did,  and  the  dedication  they  showed  during  this  most  trying  time.  Many  of  our 
people  worked  18-20  hours  straight,  trying  to  clear  the  streets,  only  to  have 
the  snow  begin  again.  I  state  with  all  certainty,  that  Norwood  was  one  of  the 
best  plowed  towns  in  this  area,  and  this  was  due  to  the  efforts  put  forth  by 
the  people  in  this  Department. 

After  many  years  of  meeting  and  planning,  the  Norwood-Walpole  extension  sewer 
project  has  become  a  realty  through  the  awarding  of  contract  number  4  of  the 
New  Neponset  Valley  Relief  Sewer. 

This  project  consisted  of  installing  7,000  linear  feet  of  30"  to  48"  gravity 
sewer,  which  serves  both  Norwood  and  Walpole.  Construction  activities  were 
limited  to  Norwood. 

This  contract  consisted  of  3  sections.  The  first  runs  westerly  through  the 
Old  Canton  Airport  to  1-95.  The  second  begins  at  1-95  near  Neponset  Street 
and  continues  westerly,  parallel  to  the  existing  MWRA  sewer.  The  third 
section  begins  west  of  Route  1  in  the  vicinity  of  Factory  Mutual  and  terminates 
at  Pleasant  Street. 

The  completed  NNVRS  project  will  alleviate  overflows  of  raw  sewage  to  the 
Neponset  River  and  its  associated  wetlands  as  well  as  a  couple  of  hundred 
residents,  and  provide  additional  capacity  for  future  population  growth  within 
the  service  area. 

The  winter  of  93-94  took  its  toll  on  our  roadways.  Two  of  the  major  streets 
that  were  repaired  under  our  resurfacing  program  were  Neponset  Street  from 
Cherrywood  to  1-95  and  University  Avenue,  from  Star  Market  to  Canton  Street. 

Belmont  Street  and  Oakleigh  Road  were  also  resurfaced. 

After  several  meetings  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) , 
the  closure  of  the  Landfill  has  become  a  reality.  The  Town  signed  a  consent 
order  with  the  DEP  that  became  effective  on  November  30,  1994.  The 
municipality  shall  undertake  the  landfill  assessment  and  closure  design 
according  to  a  formal  schedule  that  would  require  the  Town  to  complete  the 
capping  by  December  1,  1998.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  will  be  in  the 
vicinity  of  2.7  million  dollars.  It  could  be  less  if  we  can  obtain  120,000 
cubic  yards  of  fill  for  what  we  call  contour  grading  and  50,000  cubic  yards 
of  clay  for  capping  from  the  Central  Artery  project. 

Leaf  bag  sales  for  the  year  amounted  to  80,939,  the  revenue  being  $16,187.80. 
Our  composting  operation  enabled  the  Town  residents  to  secure  loam  for  their 
gardens  from  the  landfill  at  no  charge.  This  was  a  most  successful  operation 
for  everyone . 

A  new  project  our  Department  was  involved  in,  with  our  Town  residents  who 
volunteered,  was  the  daffodil  program.  Many  people  assisted  us  in  planting 
over  18,000  bulbs  in  different  areas  of  the  Town.  I  am  sure  that  we  will  see 
what  a  worthwhile  effort  this  was  in  the  spring. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  has  ben  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Pitometer 
Associates,  through  the  MWRA,  and  is  conducting  a  leak  detection  program. 
This  program  is  carried  on,  both  day  and  night,  and  will  locate  any  water  leaks 
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we  may  have  in  our  Town  system.  As  a  result  of  locating  this  unaccounted  for 
water,  the  Town  will  realize  a  savings  in  our  water  assessment  from  the  MWRA. 

A  new  program  was  voted  by  the  selectmen  during  this  year  in  the  form  of  a 
backflow  testing  program  for  commercial  water  users.  This  is  a  program  which 
will  test  backflow  preventers  within  the  Town,  twice  by  Town  personnel,  and 
once  by  private  testing  each  year.  This  program  will  keep  us  on  track  with 
the  DEP  regulations  for  a  mandated  backflow  testing  program.  Many  sites  have 
already  been  surveyed  and  this  portion  of  the  program  will  continue  until  its 
completion . 

In  the  past  year,  we  have  had  246  interments  in  Highland  Cemetery.  The  newest 
section  of  the  cemetery  is  rapidly  reaching  its  capacity  and  if  we  are  to 
continue  to  make  lots  available  to  the  citizens  of  this  Town,  we  must  expand 
in  1995.  We  would  need  in  the  vicinity  of  $100,000  to  layout  a  section  of 
land  that  runs  parallel  to  Bellevue  Avenue  and  complete  the  G5  section  (family 
lots)  in  the  rear  of  the  Cemetery.  This  should  give  us  enough  lots  for  about 
5  years,  while  plans  can  be  finalized  for  a  larger  expansion. 

In  conclusion,  and  most  importantly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of 
this  Town,  for  their  cooperation  when  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  experience 
any  inconveniences.  We  sincerely  appreciate  many  of  you  making  our  job  just 
a  little  easier  over  the  year.  Also,  my  sincere  thanks  is  extended  to  the 
various  Departments  within  the  Town,  for  their  usual  fine  cooperation  in 
working  along  with  our  Department.

Please  accept  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1994.  The 
report  on  the  activity  of  the  water,  sewer  and  drain  divisions  is  as  follows:

The  severe  winter  weather  experienced  during  January  and  February  resulted  in 
30  frozen  services. 

Division  personnel  installed  irrigation  systems  at  the  Wilson  Street  and 
Pleasant  Street  ballfields.  System  installation  included  approximately  720  ft. 
of  2 -inch  pipe,  5  irrigation  heads  with  solenoid  valves  and  timer,  backflow 
preventer  and  meter. 

An  important  link  between  the  Norwood  water  system  and  the  Dedham- Westwood 
Water  District  was  established  on  La  Salle  Road  at  the  Westwood  Town  Line. 
The  connection  provides  an  emergency  supply  for  both  communities. 
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The  4  million  gallon  reservoir  and  0.5  million  gallon  elevated  tank  were 
inspected  by  R.  L.  Merithew,  Inc.  The  large  reservoir  was  found  in  need  of 
rehabilitative  maintenance  that  should  be  addressed  as  soon  as  feasible.  The 
elevated  tank  was  found  to  have  protective  coatings  in  an  advanced  stage  of 
deterioration,  with  re-inspection  recommended  by  1996. 

A  leak  detection  survey  of  the  distribution  system  was  undertaken  by  Pitometer 
Associates  of  Chicago.  A  final  report  is  expected  in  early  1995. 

The  flushing  of  water  mains  by  the  operation  of  hydrants  was  performed  in  109 
locations . 

Winter  maintenance  was  performed  on  175  hydrants. 

Weekly  water  samples  were  taken  from  10  locations  and  analysis  was  performed 
by  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  laboratory.  In  addition,  more 
detailed  tests  were  performed  as  required  by  state  regulations.

Department  personnel  repaired  damaged  sewer  mains  on  Meadow  Street,  Granite 
Street  and  Prospect  Avenue. 

A  section  of  root  obstructed  sewer  main  on  Ellis  Avenue  was  excavated  and 
replaced  by  a  local  contractor. 

Department  personnel  installed  380  ft.  of  8-inch  sewer  from  Rock  Street  to 
Winfield  Street. 

Camera  inspection  was  performed  in  sewer  mains  on  Washington  Street,  Rock 
Street,  Countryside  Lane  and  Richland  Road. 

Study  to  identify  sources  of  inflow  to  the  sewer  system  continued  during  the 
year.  Smoke  testing  and  dyed  water  flooding  with  camera  inspection,  was 
performed  by  C.D.M.  in  the  area  tributary  to  the  Airport  sewer. 

In  August  the  D.P.W.  received  results  on  samples  taken  from  Meadowbrook  by 
E.P.A.  and  D.E.P.  that  indicated  bacterial  pollution  at  a  high  level.  This 
information  initiated  a  large  scale  investigation  by  D.P.W.  staff  that 
included  dye  testing  of  the  sewer  system  over  a  period  of  16  days,  the 
collection  of  water  samples  from  the  drainage  system  on  5  occasions  and  camera 
inspection  of  sewers  by  a  private  contractor  and  M.W.R.A.  personnel  over  a 
period  of  8  days. 

The  investigation  resulted  in  the  repair  of  defects  in  the  sewer  system  at  5 
locations.  Construction  to  rehabilitate  identified  sources  will  continue  in 
1995. 

Electrical  and  mechanical  problems  continued  at  the  Pellana  Road  ejector 
station.  Motor  failures  were  experienced  on  numerous  occasions  and  mechanical 
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components,  including  a  compressor  and  two  damaged  check  valves,  required 
replacement .

Drain  Division  Personnel,  receiving  assistance  from  other  D.P.W.  Divisions, 
installed  490  ft  of  12-inch  pipe  on  Brewster  Drive  and  Sumner  Street  to  correct 
a  drainage  problem  at  that  location. 

Department  personnel  installed  2  catchbasins  at  Nichols  Street  and  Harrow  Road 
to  improve  street  drainage  which  was  found  to  be  insufficient  during  intense 
rainfall  events. 

A  pipe  restriction,  identified  in  the  18-inch  storm  drain  on  Sycamore  Street, 
required  excavation  and  repair.  The  construction  of  a  manhole  over  the 
existing  drain  pipe  by  department  personnel,  permitted  access  for  camera 
inspection  and  identification  of  the  problem. 

Catchbasins  were  cleaned  in  170  locations. 

Camera  inspection  was  performed  in  drain  mains  on  Rock  Street,  Sycamore 
Street,  Nahatan  Street  and  Cross  Street.

The  winter  of  1993-1994  was  a  record  breaking  year  for  snowfall,  which 
totalled  over  95  inches.  There  were  ten  plowable  storms  and  numerous  sanding 
operations . 


Due  to  the  record  cold  temperatures  and  March  thaw,  much  road  repair  work  was 
needed.  A  total  of  369  tons  of  asphalt  was  used. 


A  total  of  thirty  eight  manholes  and  catchbasins  were  rehabilitated  and 
reconstructed . 


Two  hundred  fifty  street  and  traffic  signs  were  installed  or  replaced.  8,500 
linear  feet  of  street  line  painting  was  completed.  4,200  linear  feet  of 
thermoplastic  line  painting  was  completed. 

Leaf  bags  were  collected  and  composted  at  the  landfill.  The  screening  plant 
was  operated  for  three  weeks  in  the  spring  and  three  weeks  in  the  fall. 


PARKS  DIVISION 


Irrigation  was  installed  at  the  Wilson  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  ballfields. 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  water  department  for  the  expert  in-house 
installation  which  saved  considerable  money.  Parks  crew  members  assisted  in 
laying  the  wire  and  forming  and  pouring  the  structures  for  the  valves  and 
timers . 

The  Guild  Street  Park  was  totally  renovated  and  re-landscaped  by  Park  Division 
personnel.  Nine  shade  trees  were  planted. 

The  ballfield  at  Father  MacAleers  playground  was  renovated.  New  benches, 
picnic  tables  and  an  access  road  was  installed.  Wilson  Street  Ballfield  was 
aerified,  sliced,  seeded  and  fertilized.  The  mound  and  infield  at  the 
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Pleasant  Park  ballfield  was  reconstructed. 

The  slope  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot  was  re-landscaped  and  six  shade 
trees  were  planted. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Norwood  Flower  Committee,  Department  personnel 
prepared  flower  beds  at  five  locations: 

Lopey  Rich  Park 
Neponset  Street  Route  1 
Junior  High  South 
Prospect  Rotary  at  Upland  Road 
Adjacent  to  Chapel  Street  Park

The  Cemetery  staff  prepared  and  conducted  246  burials  during  the  calendar 
year.

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  I  report  to  you  the  programs  and  activities 
of  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  year  1994.  This  is  ray  twenty-third  report 
since  being  appointed  Superintendent. 

Norwood's  population  participated  in  the  various  programs  of  the  Recreation 
Department  in  ever  increasing  numbers  in  1994.  It  is  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Recreation  Department  staff  that  the  success  was  enjoyed  during  the  year. 
Their  enthusiastic  approach  to  their  work  provided  the  motivation  so  necessary 
to  stimulate  and  sustain  the  interest  of  participants  in  programs,  without 
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this  the  finest  of  programs  cannot  succeed. 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and  meetings  for  the 
recreation  and  town-sponsored  groups.  Programs  and  activities  offered  at  the 
Center  are:  senior  exercise  and  golf,  mother/toddler  program,  cheerleading, 
jazz  dance,  boxing,  hi/low  aerobics,  beginner  and  intermediate  artists, 
karate,  ballet,  tap,  knitting  gymnastics  more.  Special  events  were  offered 
at  various  times  during  the  year  such  as  special  event  dances  for  junior  high 
students,  Halloween  party  for  elementary  age  children,  along  with  special 
trips  and  ski  lessons  at  Blue  Hills. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community  groups  and  individuals  during  the 
year  in  matters  relating  to  recreation.  The  Department  also  cooperated  with 
other  civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the  Elk's  Free  Throw,  Norwood 
Basketball  Association,  and  St.  Catherine  C.  Y.  0.  Basketball  team. 

Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meeting  were  many  Norwood 
athletic  groups:  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth,  Adult  Softball  Leagues,  Men's 
Basketball  League,  Youth  Soccer  and  Youth  Hockey.  Local  groups  using  the 
facilities  were:  Norwood  Art  Council,  Jaycee's,  Republican  Town  Committee,  and 
various  Town  Departments . 

The  Department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied  and  interesting 
programs.  The  activities  ranged  from  special  events  like  Riverside  Park, 
Nauset  Beach,  Water  Country,  Worcester  Science  Center,  Red  Sox  Game,  New 
England  Science  Center,  Pirates  Fun  Park,  etc.  Play  camps  opened  on  Monday, 
June  27th  and  closed  on  Friday,  August  19th.  In  addition  to  these  more  or  less 
formal  programs,  the  camps  conducted  many  activities  on  an  individual  bases. 
Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of  our  general  program  rather  than  a  formal  rigid 
program.  A  popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so  the 
day  activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the  children  attending  the  camp. 

The  day  camp  for  special  needs  children  is  conducted  at  South  Junior  High, 
with  an  average  of  42  children  involved  in  this  program.  Their  daily 
activities  range  from  swimming,  arts  &  crafts,  games  and  trips  to  various 
locations  such  as  Capon  Park,  Riverside  Park,  Horseneck  Beach,  Roger  Williams 
Park  and  the  Museum  of  Science.  The  day  camp  has  grown  in  many  ways  since  it 
was  started  twenty  years  ago. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened  on  Saturday,  June 
18th  for  public  swimming;  hours  for  general  swim  were  12:00  Noon  to  8:00  P.M. 
Fr.  McAleer  again  held  the  adult  open  swim  from  12:00  Noon  to  1:00  P.M.  Monday 
through  Friday.  Swimming  lessons  started  on  Monday,  June  27th  to  Friday, 
August  19th  for  four  two-week  sessions.  Children  ages  5  to  13  years  old  were 
involved  in  these  classes.  Again  the  classes  for  the  5  and  6  years  old  were 
in  great  demand.  Both  pools  ended  a  successful  season  on  Sunday,  August  28th. 
The  season  was  completed  without  any  serious  accidents  or  injuries  due  to  the 
diligence  and  competence  of  the  staff.  The  Norwood  Swim  Team  once  again 
competed  in  the  Suburban  Swim  League  with  over  80  youngsters.  Practices  were 
held  Monday  through  Friday  from  7:00  A.M.  to  9:00  A.M.  and  from  12:00  Noon  to 
1:00  P.M.  at  Hawes  pool  with  Meets  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  Once 
again  the  Swim  Team  ended  a  successful  season  with  their  annual  trip  to  Canobi 
Lake  Park  in  New  Hampshire. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Department  is  most  appreciative  of  the  help 
rendered  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during  the  year  just  past.  A  special 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  Public 
Works  and  Light  Department,  the  School  Department  and  the  other  Town 
departments  and  boards  with  whom  this  department  had  contact  during  the  past 
year . 

My  personal  thanks  go  to  the  seventy- five  individuals  who  were  employed  by  the 
department  during  1994,  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  enthusiasm  and 
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excellence  of  performance.  Finally,  and  perhaps  the  most  important,  I  extend 
my  warmest  thanks  for  all  those  participants  who  shared  in  our  programs  during 
the  year.  The  Recreation  Department  will  continue  to  move  ahead  in  its  quest 
to  provide  interesting  and  worthwhile  programs  for  the  citizenry  as  possible. 
All  in  the  department  look  forward  to  further  success.

Self  Help,  Inc.  is  a  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's  anti-poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  qualify  of  life  of  limited  income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  limited  income,  disadvantaged  and  minority  populations. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1994,  Self  Help  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  $9.6M  and  provided  direct  services  to  43,436  limited 
income  households  in  the  area . 

In  the  Town  of  Norwood,  997  households  received  direct  services  totaling 
$299,304  during  the  program  year  1994. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,634,409  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services 
delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize 
an  additional  $2,388,738  of  other  community  resources  such  as:  contributions 
from  the  towns,  volunteers,  donation  of  space,  and  private  donations.  The 
gross  value  of  SHI  during  the  past  program  year  was  $12,283,371. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  225  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited 
income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1993  through  September  30,  1994,  was  a  successful 

program  year  for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income 
individuals  as  we  did,  despite  the  uncertainties  and  decreases  in  fundings  we 
experienced.  We  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  many  volunteers  for 
helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

6.  Respite  Care  for  Norwood  families  in  their  homes,  plus 
afterschool,  weekend,  and  summer  camp  programs  for  Norwood 
children 

7.  Elder  Services  to  Norwood  citizens  who  are  elderly  and  disabled 

8.  Clinical  Services  through  Harbor  Counseling  and  Education  Center

OF  THE  VETERANS'  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1994. 

Veterans'  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  the  large  number  that  are 
unemployed,  prolonged  illness  cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical 
costs  along  with  the  customary  requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the 
veteran  community. 

For  the  last  17  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  has  taken 
applications  for  the  fuel  program.  This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all 
Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  many  families  were  aided 
by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Trans fare  Program  for  the  elderly  and  disabled.  At 
the  end  of  1994,  we  had  1424  applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist  people 
with  their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  is  also  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am,  at  the  present 
time,  hearing  officer  for  the  parking  tickets.  We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking 
tickets  issued  by  the  Police  Department  after  they  are  returned  from  the 
computer  company.  All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also  all 
complaints,  inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans'  Administration  to  Veterans  and 
their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1994  was  close  to 
three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation  to  dependents  of 
veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service  connected  disabilities, 
disability  pensions,  disability  compensations,  burial  awards  and  special 
equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with  service  connected  disabilities, 
vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the  disabled,  their  sons,  daughters, 
wives,  or  widows,  education  readjustment  training,  veterans'  insurance  and 
indemnities . 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  composed  as  it  is  in  two  component 
parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  purpose  of  administering 
Veterans'  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and 
payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans '  Services  is  to  assist  veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  information  and 
benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other 
educational  opportunities.  G.  I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care, 
compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance, 
burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  other  benefits  granted  under 
existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best 
service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  them 
impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 
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various  local  civic  and  veteran's  organizations  that  interest  themselves  in 
veterans'  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department 
throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
General  Manager  and  his  staff,  other  Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have 
assisted  the  Agent  of  Veterans'  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

Consumers  now  seem  to  be  more  attentive  to  advertisements  of  savings  rather 
than  correct  measurements.  I  have  found  such  signs  as  "Special  Markdown  Sale" 
items  having  two  price  markings.  The  higher  price  being  inadvertently  printed 
on  the  check-out  computer  slip,  which  them  becomes  illegal. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  know  and  check  hundreds  of  such  items.  Consumers 
must  help  themselves  by  keeping  receipts  for  later  checking  items  and  pay  the 
lowest  price  only.  Such  merchants  give  reasonable  explanations  which  leaves 
me  no  alternative  than  to  accept,  but  they  always  make  adjustments.  Some 
larger  corporations  have  a  policy  to  give  such  an  item  free  upon  complaint 
only,  but  may  not  correct  the  problem  immediately. 

This  makes  my  scales  of  justice  go  off  balance  money-wise,  since  it  could 
become  sizable.  My  researching  indicated  the  pertaining  complicated  law  does 
specify  certain  exemptions,  all  of  which  are  under  the  State  Department 
jurisdiction.  Hopefully,  in  due  time,  it  will  be  resolved  by  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards. 

Extending  my  gratitude  to  the  General  Manager  and  his  Staff,  Selectmen,  Fire 
and  Police  Departments,  local  industry  and  the  public  for  their  cooperation.

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1994  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION 


The  goal  of  the  Youth  Commission  is  to  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  (social, 
emotional,  educational  and  recreational)  of  the  youth  population  in  Norwood, 
which  are  not  currently  being  met.  This  may  be  either  because  a  service  does 
not  exist  or  because  it  does  not  perform  the  function  it  was  meant  to. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  is  currently  involved  in  a  number  of  community 
activities  which  address  youth  issues.  For  example,  the  Youth  Coordinator 
supervises : 

The  Community  Service  Program,  in  cooperation  with  the  probation  department 
of  the  Dedham  District  Court.  Through  this  program,  juvenile  offenders  make 
reparation  for  acts  such  as  vandalism,  theft  and  minor  possession  of  alcohol 
by  working  a  designated  number  of  hours  for  a  public  agency.  This  affirms 
that  there  are  consequences  for  their  actions  and  that  they  are  responsible 
to  the  community.  Many  Norwood  young  people  between  the  ages  of  11  and  17 
years  of  age  have  completed  community  service  hours  averaging  15  to  35  hours 
per  person  in  this  past  year.  A  special  recognition  and  thanks  goes  to  Mr. 
John  McDonagh,  Building  Custodian  at  the  Town  Hall,  for  his  consistent  and 
patient  on-site  supervision  of  many  of  these  young  people. 

The  Companionship  Program  which  is  run  and  supervised  in  conjunction  with  Mrs. 
Margaret  Reilley  continued  this  year. 

We  have  expanded  the  program  by  broadening  the  interviewing  process  and 
providing  more  regular  supervision  and  ongoing  education  for  the  participating 
high  school  students.  Approximately  thirteen  responsible  high  school  students 
were  matched  with  first-grade  students  in  two  of  Norwood's  elementary  schools. 
The  goal  for  each  high  school  student  was  to  plan  social  and  recreational 
activities  one-on-one,  and  form  a  meaningful  relationship  with  their  young 
companions.  Mrs.  Nancy  Loftus  and  Mr.  Robert  Fitzpatrick  were  the  very 
dedicated  elementary  school  advisors. 

In  addition,  the  Youth  Coordinator  continues  to  be  a  member  of  the  Norwood 
School /Community  Pro-Health/Substance  Abuse  Council  which  sponsors  a  number 
of  activities  including  the  post-prom  party  which  runs  from  12:00  A.M.  to  6:00 
A.M.  the  night  and  morning  following  the  senior  prom. 

Other  activities  include: 

Ongoing  member  of  the  Crisis  Intervention  Team  with  Norwood  School 
Personnel . 

Speaker  at  Norwood  High  School's  Seminar  Against  Violence. 

Member  of  Norwood  Community  Committee,  which  addresses  current 
youth  issues  and  needs. 

Attendance  at  Alliance  Against  Discrimination  meetings  at  Norwood 
High  School 

Participants  in  Fire  Setting  Prevention  Program  with  Norwood  Fire 
and  Police  Departments. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  also  provides  the  following  services  on  a  daily  basis 
while  doing  individual  and  family  work: 

OUTREACH  -  The  flexibility  and  mobility  to  go  to  the  family  as  needed  when 
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dysfunction  and  resistance  makes  it  difficult  or  impossible  for  them  to  come 
to  us . 

COUNSELING  -  Twenty-five  years  of  experience  and  a  Master's  Degree  in 
Counseling  enhance  the  ability  to  take  a  family  history,  assist  the  dynamics 
of  the  family  situation,  identify  needs  and  develop  an  ongoing  rapport  with 
the  client  and  their  family. 

CASEWORK  -  Once  the  needs  of  the  client  and  their  family  are  identified,  a 
treatment  plan  is  formulated.  This  may  include  concomitant  counseling  for 
parents  and  other  family  members,  subsidized  housing,  foster  care  or  emergency 
shelter  placement,  evaluation  with  schools,  medical  referrals,  work  with  court 
probation  officials,  police,  lawyers,  etc. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION  -  This  may  entail  mediation  in  a  parent  and  child 
confrontation,  child  placement  after  runaway  or  abuse/neglect,  and  phone 
discussion  with  a  parent  and/or  adolescent  during  an  emotional  crisis,  a 
hospital  visit,  transporting  an  adolescent  from  jail  to  placement. 

There  is  a  twenty-four  hour  answering  service  and  the  Youth  Coordinator  is 
often  called  at  night  or  on  weekends. 

My  thanks  to  Town  Manager  John  Carroll,  and  all  Town  departments  and  agencies 
for  their  constant  cooperation  and  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

I  am  pleased  to  make  this  Annual  Report  for  the  School  Department  for  the 
1993-1994  school  year.  This  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  ("ERA"  has 
been  exciting  and  challenging.  While  there  have  been  several  reform 
initiatives  spawned  by  the  Massachusetts  General  Court  in  the  past  twenty-five 
(25) years,  none  of  the  laws  previously  enacted  by  the  Legislature  has  been  of 
the  scope,  nor  had  the  impact,  of  the  ERA  passed  on  June  18,  1993. 

While  some  changes  are  immediately  apparent  -  such  as  the  establishment  of 
School  Councils;  the  establishment  of  an  Education  Fund;  and  implementation 
of  new  funding  formula  for  schools  -  other  changes  in  areas  such  as  teacher 
certification,  teacher  performance  standard,  and  professional  development  will 
emerge  more  slowly  because  of  the  enormous  complexity  of  problems  and  issues 
related  to  changing  these  practices. 

In  the  summer  and  fall  of  1993,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  identified  several 
key  initiatives  within  the  ERA  as  goals  to  be  worked  on  during  the  1993-1994 
school  year.  This  report  will  focus  primarily  on  updating  the  School 
Committee  on  progress  in  addressing  those  goals  as  well  as  enacting  specific 
provisions  of  the  ERA. 

Establishing  School  Councils  was  first  among  the  goals  achieved  since  the  law 
required  that  a  School  Council  be  in  operation  at  each  school  within  forty 
(40)  days  of  the  September  opening.  A  time-line  was  established  for 
explaining  the  purpose  and  role  of  the  Councils  to  parents,  teachers  and  the 
public;  for  conducting  parent  and  faculty  elections;  for  selecting  community 
participants;  and  for  holding  the  first  meeting  of  each  School  Council  no 
later  than  October  21,  1993.  Sixty-six  individuals  served  on  School  Councils 
this  past  year  and  the  size  of  individual  councils  ranged  from  a  high  of 
nineteen  (19)  members  at  the  Junior  High  School  to  a  low  of  seven  (7)  members 
at  one  of  the  elementary  schools.  Each  Council  was  involved  in  conducting  a 
Needs  Assessment  and  developing  a  School  Improvement  Plan  for  the  1994-1995 
school  year.  These  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for 
their  review  and  all  were  approved  by  the  Committee  on  June  22,  1994.  Each 
Council  provided  valuable  advice  to  the  principal  on  a  variety  of  issues  at 
their  respective  schools  such  as  building  security,  budgeting.  Foreign 
Language  Programs,  student  achievement,  test  results,  handicapped 
accessibility,  and  procedures  for  selecting  a  new  Principal. 

Principals  are  encouraged  by  the  advice  and  support  of  their  Councils  this 
first  year  and,  in  general,  subscribe  to  the  idea  that  ten  910)  heads  are 
better  than  one  when  trying  to  solve  a  problem.  Principals  are  looking  forward 
to  working  with  their  Councils  next  year  to  begin  implementing  their  School 
Improvement  Plans . 

The  Councils  are  a  major  part  of  the  educational  reform  effort  and  play  a  role 
in  bringing  about  the  concept  of  School  Based  Management  whereby  parents, 
teachers,  and  Principals  work  together  to  improve  a  particular  school.  One 
major  activity  facilitating  School  Based  Management  practices  is  the  hiring 
of  new  professional  staff.  While  teachers  were  previously  hired  by  the  School 
Committee,  on  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  this  past  year  Principals 
did  the  hiring,  subject  to  the  review  of  the  Superintendent.  While  the 
Superintendent  has  issued  some  guidelines  regarding  the  hiring  of  staff  in 
order  to  address  system-wide  needs  for  equity  and  diversity  of  staffing,  the 
Principal's  decisions  to  hire  have  generally  been  supported  by  the 
Superintendent . 

A  second  arena  of  strengthening  School  Based  management  practices  has  been 
that  of  student  disciplinary  procedures,  particularly  at  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools.  Traditionally,  exclusion  of  a  student  from  school  was  the  sole 
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prerogative  of  the  School  Committee.  However,  Chapter  71,  Section  37H  of  the 
ERA  places  authority  for  exclusion  for  certain  weapons,  drugs  or  violence- 
related  violations  in  the  hands  of  the  Principal.  Two  92)  students  were 
expelled  by  Principals  over  the  past  year  -  one  at  the  Senior  High  School  for 
assault  and  one  at  the  Junior  High  School  for  a  weapons  violation.  These 
decisions  by  each  of  the  Principals  places  more  of  the  authority  and 
responsibility  for  maintaining  good  order  at  the  school  site.  Progress  in 
implementing  school  based  decision-making  has  been  going  well  to  date. 

A  third  goal  of  setting  our  sights  on  increasing  parent  and  community 
involvement  was  successfully  addressed  this  past  year  in  a  variety  of  ways. 
First,  and  perhaps  most  significantly,  through  the  publication  of  the  book 
entitled  Inside  Norwood.  In  order  for  parents  and  the  public  to  avail 
themselves  of  municipal  and  school  services,  they  need  to  have  up-to-date 
information  regarding  these  services  and  programs.  Under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  paul  M.  Alberta,  Director  of  Music,  thirty-five  (35)  parents  and 
interested  citizens  collected  information  and  town  services,  school  facilities 
and  programs;  and  developed  a  "smooth  draft"  information  booklet  which  was 
ultimately  refined  into  a  top-quality  publication.  Seven  thousand  seven 
hundred  (7,700)  copies  were  printed  and  made  available  to  municipal  employees 
and  boards,  school  employees  and  the  public  at  large.  Three  prominent 
business  establishments  -  the  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank,  Sansone  Motor  Coach 
and  Boch  Automotive  Sales  and  Service  -  contributed  $5,000  each  to  cover  the 
printing  costs.  This  publication  was  well  received  and  accomplished  two  major 
goals;  namely,  (1)  broader  community/volunteer  involvement  and  92)  community 
building  through  improved  communication  with  the  public  regarding  tow  and 
school  services. 

Several  other  initiatives  to  broaden  parent /volunteer  involvement  were  quite 
successful  this  past  year,  including: 

(a)  A  new  summer  program  for  Even  Start  parents  where  twenty- five  (25) 
parents  came  to  school  with  their  child (ren)  to  improve  their  own 
literacy  and  parenting  capabilities.  Coupled  with  the  parents 
coming  to  school,  we  had  ten  910)  high  school  students  who 
volunteered  two  hours  a  day  to  assist  in  the  pre-school  classroom 
activities,  including  helping  the  children  to  paint,  reading 
books,  and  supervising  outdoor  play. 

(b)  Also,  this  year  has  seen  an  expansion  f  the  "Community  Readers" 
component  of  the  Even  Start  Program  where  eleven  volunteers  came 
in  and  read  to  pre-schoolers.  With  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  administration  and  other  community  leaders  coming  in 
to  read,  students  develop  an  appreciation  and  enjoyment  of  reading 
before  they  are  actually  readers.  These  visitors  make  reading 
something  special  to  the  children  and  this  pays  dividends  later 
on  as  they  begin  more  formal  reading  instruction  in  kindergarten. 
All  community  readers  were  captured  on  videotape  and  these 
videotapes  are  being  edited  and  prepared  for  cable  broadcasting 
as  a  further  outreach  to  families  with  pre-schoolers. 

This  parallels  the  production  of  six  (6)  videotapes  on  topics 
focusing  on  parent  education  programs  which  ere  aired  days  and 
evenings  on  the  local  cable  channel . 

(c)  The  "STV- Parent  Outreach  Program"  was  a  great  success,  which 
involved  all  grade  3  students  in  Norwood  and  Westwood  (including 
St.  Catherine's),  was  done  in  collaboration  with  Boston  College 
and  with  financial  assistance  from  the  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  Higher 
Education  Fund.  Four  science  programs  were  aired  over  the  local 
cable  channel  while  students  and  their  parents  conducted 
experiments  at  home  with  materials  provided  through  our  Elementary 
Science  Center.  Parents  and  students  were  able  to  call  the 
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scientists  during  the  show  to  ask  questions,  or  make  comments, 
regarding  the  experiments.  This  "STV- Parent  Outreach  Program"  had 
a  large  following  and,  through  an  additional  and  larger  grant 
obtained  by  Boston  College,  this  program  will  be  continued  next 
year.  However,  because  of  the  extraordinary  time  involved  in 
training  teachers,  and  in  producing  the  shows,  a  third  partner  - 
the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  -  will  joint  the  collaboration. 
Funding  has  been  increased  from  $50,000  to  $98,000  for  the 
upcoming  year . 

(d)  In  addition,  the  Elementary  Science  Resource  teachers  reached  out 
to  the  community  with  a  program  conducted  at  the  Norwood  Town 
Common  during  the  solar  eclipse.  The  public  had  an  opportunity 
to  see  the  value  of  expensive  scientific  equipment,  such  as  the 
telescope  purchased  by  the  five  (5)  Elementary  P.T.A.'s  and  the 
Women's  Community  Committee,  as  well  as  having  the  opportunity  to 
consult  with  our  two  science  teachers  regarding  the  eclipse. 

(e)  Lastly,  volunteer  parents  have  been  instrumental  in  helping  to 

begin  a  savings  program  entitled  "Save  For  America"  at  the  Balch, 
Callahan  and  Oldham  Elementary  Schools.  The  Norwood  Cooperative 
Bank  provided  educational  materials  for  students  explaining  the 
value  of  savings;  have  provided  software  for  operating  banks  at 
each  school  site;  and  are  training  parents  to  run  the  school 
banks.  The  planning  for  this  program  began  this  year  and  each 
school  bank  will  begin  operating  in  the  fall.  This  "Save  for 

American"  program  was  launched  under  the  cooperative  sponsorship 
of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs,  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education;  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department;  and  the  Norwood 
Cooperative  Bank,  who  is  underwriting  the  start-up  costs. 

This  past  year  has  seen  several  improvements  in  the  use  of  technology  and 
computers  within  the  school  system. 

Each  elementary  library  was  outfitted  with  a  telecommunications  hook-up  -  a 
Macintosh  computer  with  a  modem  and  telephone  line  -  which  allows  access  to 
outside  information  resources.  Elementary  librarians  are  in  the  process  of 
being  trained  in  how  to  use  this  new  capability.  The  Senior  High  library  was 
linked  into  the  Minuteman  system  so  that  our  students  might  access  materials 
from  the  Morrill  Library  or  other  towns  in  the  Minuteman  system.  Ms.  Mary 
Phinney,  Director  of  the  Morrill  Library,  and  her  staff  were  very  helpful  in 
getting  this  system  working. 

At  the  Senior  High  School,  a  new  business  lab  was  installed  which  has  twenty- 
four  (24)  computer  workstations  linked  to  a  central  field  server.  This  is  an 
IBM  system  with  the  most  up-to-date  accounting,  word  processing,  and 

spreadsheet  software,  placing  our  students  in  good  stead  with  the  type  of 
software  being  used  in  most  business  office  settings.  Also,  at  the  Senior 
High  School,  Mr.  Shelton,  a  drafting  teacher,  has  incorporated  computer 

assisted  design  into  the  drafting  curriculum  in  a  project  completed  this 
summer . 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  we  did  some  experimentation  over  the  past  year  with 
different  configurations  of  computers  in  the  classroom  and  different  vendors; 
namely,  Apple  and  IBM,  whereby: 

There  were  four  (4)  classrooms  with  one  (1)  computer  in  each 

classroom  for  one-half  of  the  year;  and 

There  were  two  (2)  classrooms  with  two  92)  computers  in  each 

classroom  for  one-half  of  the  year. 

Results  of  these  two  differing  configurations  were  inconclusive.  In  other 
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technology  initiatives,  the  use  of  the  "Massachusetts  Corporation  for 
Telecommunications  (MCET)  Interactive  Programs"  has  fallen  off  while  demand 
for  "taping"  of  programs  has  increased  slightly.  Part  of  the  potential  of  the 
MCET  technology  goes  unrealized  for  a  variety  of  reasons  -  paramount  among 
these  -  is  the  scheduling  of  the  "Interactive  Programs"  .  This  has  been  an 
issue  across  the  entire  state  and  solutions  will  be  slow  in  coming. 

MCET  is  the  state  agency  authorized  to  establish  the  "Mass.  Ed  On-Line 
Project"  this  fall.  We  are  planning  to  use  this  service  which  calls  for  every 
classroom  in  Massachusetts  to  eventually  be  connected  into  a  voice,  data  and 
video  network  with  the  capability  of  improving  learning,  supporting  teachers 
and  increasing  administrative  efficiency. 

As  a  first  step,  we  are  planning  to  access  a  data  link  being  made  available 
to  Superintendents  and  principals  by  MCET  and  the  massachusetts  Department  of 
Education.  It  appears  that  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  will 
make  the  network  available  to  all  school  systems,  but  will  leave  the 
purchasing  of  hardware  and  phone  hook-ups  to  individual  school  systems. 

Lastly,  Miss  Barbara  Lanzoni  launched  "Technology  for  Girls  Is  Fun 
(T.G.I.F.)",  a  program  which  was  funded  by  a  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  Grant  in  the 
amount  of  $3,075.  This  program  allowed  twenty  (20)  fifth  grade  girls  -  four 
(4)  at  each  school  -  to  meet  one  day  a  week  before  and  after  school  with 
teachers  trained  in  telecommunications  to  research  math  problems  from  "KidsNet 
K-12  Math  Magic",  to  solve  and  bring  back  information  to  their  classrooms 
and/or  other  grade  levels;  send  messages  to  other  schools  by  way  of  the 
computer;  and  to  write  stories  and  newsletters.  This  program  was  very 
successful . 

Another  goal  that  was  accomplished  fully  this  year  by  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent  was  the  offering  of  individual  contracts  for  Principals  and  the 
establishment  of  a  "compensation  and  Benefits  Policy  for  School  Principals". 
The  evolution  of  new  governance  structures  and  the  re-shaping  of  the  roles, 
responsibilities  and  authority  for  decision-making  has  gone  well  this  year. 
The  role  of  the  Principal  has  changed  drastically  as  evidenced  by  some 
comments  made  earlier  regarding  School  Based  Management.  Another  challenge 
for  the  upcoming  year  will  be  to  continue  to  define  and  articulate,  in  clear 
policy  statements,  the  role  of  the  School  Councils,  chaired  by  the  Principal, 
and  their  relationship  to  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent. 

While  the  ERA  called  for  the  massachusetts  Board  of  Education  to  develop 
guidelines  and  a  state-wide  plan  for  professional  development  for  the  1993- 
1994  school  year,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  has  been  working  to  develop 
those  guidelines  and  has  promised  issuance  this  fall.  Accordingly,  the  date 
for  teacher  re-certification  was  pushed  back  so  that  a  full  five-years  would 
be  available  to  meet  new  requirements  for  re-certification. 

While  note  stated  as  a  goal,  it  is  important  to  report  here  that  the  School 
Committee,  Superintendent,  Mr.  Roderick  W.  smith,  Mr.  Stephen  R.  hemman  and 
others  have  spent  a  significant  amount  of  time  and  energy  on  implementing  the 
new  funding  formula  and  "Early  Retirement  Incentive  Program"  for  teachers. 
With  the  "Jacques  Amendment"  of  the  required  minimum  funding  for  FY94  having 
been  granted  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  the  Department  of  Revenue,  as  well  as 
having  started  the  school  year  with  a  budget  $685,000  less  than  the  amount 
necessary  to  operate  our  programs  for  the  1993-1994  school  year,  the  School 
Committee  made  major  adjustments  to  the  FY94  budget  and  still  maintained 
classroom  services  and  extracurricular  programs  while  making  reductions  in 
staff  development,  textbooks  and  utility  accounts,  along  with  reducing 
revolving  account  balances.  In  tandem  with  making  these  adjustments  in  the 
FY94  operating  budgets,  the  second  year  of  the  funding  formula  was  applied 
with  the  Town  of  Norwood  appropriating  the  minimum  required  contribution  of 
$19.1  Million  for  FY95. 
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The  School  Committee  also  submitted  a  revised  Capital  Outlay  Plan  to  the 
Capital  Outlay  Planning  Committee  and,  ultimately,  Town  Meeting  approved 
$35,000  for  architectural  planning  for  the  Callahan  and  Oldham  window 
replacement  project.  previously.  Town  meeting  had  appropriated  $25,000  for 
the  HVAC  design  work  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Both  appropriations  were  made 
to  the  Permanent  Building  construction  Committee  (PBCC) ,  who  are  overseeing 
these  projects  and  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Donovan,  director  of  Buildings,  Grounds  and 
Maintenance,  has  been  working  very  closely  with  the  PBCC  on  these  projects. 
The  Capital  Outlay  Planning  Committee  also  acknowledged  the  School  Committee’s 
FY96  request  for  funds  to  make  renovations  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act.  The  PBCC  presented  a  full  status  report 
regarding  these  projects  in  November  1994,  and  Town  meeting  appropriated  $1.5 
Million  to  complete  both  projects. 

Another  major  goal  for  the  past  year  was  to  develop  and  adopt  a  plan  for  the 
future  use  of  existing  school  facilities.  Our  progress  on  this  goal  was 
limited  to  initial  data  gathering  regarding  the  current  use  of  school 
facilities  and  some  discussions  with  the  administrative  staff  about  future 
space  needs  and  possible  options  for  school  building  use.  The  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  issued  a  comprehensive  survey  of  school  facilities 
which  was  completed  for  each  school  as  of  January  31,  1994,  and  submitted  tot 
he  Department  of  Education. 

it  will  be  important  to  carry  this  goal  forward  into  the  upcoming  year;  to 
update  enrollment  projections;  and  to  adopt  a  long-range  plan  for  school 
housing . 

Major  changes  were  also  initiated  in  the  process  of  collectively  bargaining 
employment  contracts  this  past  year.  The  School  Committee  retained  an 
attorney  to  work  with  the  Superintendent  and  administrative  staff  in 
conducting  negotiations  with  each  of  the  seven  unions.  While  the  School 
Committee  has  maintained  its  Sub-Committee  structure  for  purposes  of 
bargaining  with  each  union,  the  School  Committee's  attorney  has  taken  a  more 
active  role  than  has  traditionally  been  the  case.  As  the  year  concluded, 
negotiations  are  still  on-going  with  all  bargaining  groups. 

As  regards  the  establishment  of  performance  standards  for  teachers,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  Guidelines  for  developing  teacher 
performance  standards  were  delayed  and  are  yet  to  be  released.  We  have  drafted 
some  preliminary  standards  and  will  use  the  state  guidelines  in  further 
development  of  our  own  teacher  performance  standards.  ultimately,  the  School 
Committee,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  will  need  to  conduct  a 
hearing  on  the  teacher  performance  standards  and,  subsequently,  enter  into  a 
reasonable  period  of  bargaining  the  standards  with  the  Norwood  Teachers' 
Association . 

Relative  to  our  goal  to  examine  scheduling  options  and  instructional  time, 
early  in  the  year  Mr.  Roderick  W.  Smith,  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  the 
Elementary  Principals  reviewed  our  elementary  time  allotments  for  the  teaching 
of  different  subjects  and  responded  to  a  Department  of  Education  survey  on  the 
use  of  instructional  time  in  their  respective  buildings. 

In  addition  at  the  Senior  High  School,  Mr.  George  S.  Usevich,  Principal,  and 
several  Department  Heads  had  extensive  discussions  regarding  modifications  of 
the  existing  rotating  schedule  to  meet  the  evolving  demands  of  the  school-to- 
work  initiatives  in  the  ERA;  to  facilitate  school  community/partnerships;  and 
to  facilitate  the  scheduling  of  staff  between  buildings.  The  only  schedule 
modification  currently  being  considered  at  the  Senior  High  School  is  to  freeze 
one  or  two  more  periods  in  the  middle  of  the  day  in  addition  to  the  one  period 
which  is  frozen  now.  This  change,  if  implemented  would  address  the  issue  of 
shared  staffing  between  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  levels,  but  would 
not  address  many  other  issues.  The  restructuring  of  the  Senior  High  School 
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is  an  exceptionally  high  priority  which  must  be  addressed  during  the  upcoming 
school  year. 

At  the  Junior  high  School,  the  trimester  concept  for  the  offering  of  electives 
such  as  wood,  metals,  and  foods  was  instituted  and  went  well.  Further  work 
on  the  issue  of  instructional  time  and  scheduling  will  be  done  once  the 
Department  of  Education  issues  its  findings  and  recommendations  on  "Time  and 
Learning" . 

Another  comprehensive  goal  this  past  year  was  to  examine  several  curricula 
areas  regarding  expectations;  assessment  materials;  and  instructional 
materials  used  in  the  programs.  It  would  be  tedious  to  report  here  on  all 
curriculum  projects,  so  I  will  highlight  just  a  few  of  the  more  significant 
developments . 

At  the  elementary  level,  we  examined  the  use  of  staff,  materials,  etc.,  in 
Remedial  Reading;  the  Elementary  Science  Resource  Program;  the  Elementary 
Gifted/Talented  Program,  and  the  Elementary  Computer  Program.  Planning 
meetings  identified  a  need  for  changing  each  of  those  individual  programs  to 
see  that  they  were  more  complimentary  to  one  another  and  provided  focused 
support  the  elementary  classroom  teacher.  Two  planning  grants  were  written 
and  submitted  to  the  federal  government  for  funding  through  the  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  Discretionary  Grant  Program.  Each  grant  would  provide  funds  for 
better  integrating  these  programs  and  transitioning  to  a  different  service 
model .  We  have  seen  a  reduction  in  the  last  two  years  in  remedial  reading  and 
are  likely  to  see  further  changes  in  that  program  with  remediation  needs  for 
students  being  addressed  through  special  education  services  or  through 
classroom  assistance. 

Using  the  resource  of  a  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  "Strengthening  Pre- 
Referral  and  Integration  Grant  (SPRIG)",  study  teams  were  convened  in  each 
school  consisting  of  2  -  4  members  each  and  were  composed  of  both  regular  and 
special  education  staff.  These  teams  studied  and  addressed  the  issues  related 
to  pre-referral  and  classroom  modifications  for  special  needs  students  unique 
to  the  respective  schools.  In  the  fall  of  1993,  each  team  made  recommendations 
to  their  respective  Principals  and  colleagues. 

Elementary  Principals  have  focused  their  attention  on  developing  a  total 
language  program  -  reading,  writing  and  speaking.  A  survey  of  basic  language 
curriculum  topics  was  distributed  to  each  elementary  teacher  with  directions 
for  them  to  choose  the  topics  which  they  felt  were  important  and  appropriate 
for  their  own  professional  development.  A  fourteen  (14)  session  in-service 
program  for  teachers  in  reading/language  arts  has  been  planned  for  the 
upcoming  year  as  a  result  of  these  meetings  and  related  survey. 

In  the  area  of  math,  we  have  made  changes  that  are  system-wide  as  well  as 
improvements  at  particular  levels.  A  system-wide  team  of  six  (6)  teachers  - 
two  at  the  Elementary;  two  at  the  Senior  High  School;  and  two  at  the  Junior 
High  School  -  have  been  active  in  the  third  year  of  a  math/staff  development 
project  at  the  Education  Development  Center  in  Newton,  Massachusetts.  This 
"National  Science  Foundation  Program"  has  been  designed  to  help  public  school 
teachers  re-align  their  teaching  to  conform  to  the  new  national  math 
standards,  and  new  problem-solving  techniques,  that  require  higher  levels  of 
thinking  and  the  ability  to  use  algebraic  calculations  with  proficiency  by  the 
end  of  grade  8.  Teachers  feel  that  this  program  has  been  of  enormous  benefit 
and  we  will  continue  our  involvement  during  the  upcoming  year. 

Elementary  staff  members  participated  in  six  (6)  workshops  offered  by  Mr. 
Michael  Comer,  of  the  Silver/Burdett  Company,  which  focused  on  the  new  math 
standards  and  the  use  manipulatives  in  the  elementary  classroom.  At  budget 
time,  the  School  Committee  invited  several  teachers,  Mr.  Griffin  and  Miss 
Wall,  to  an  open  meeting  to  explain  their  need  for  trade-books  and  math 
manipulative  kits.  The  School  Committee  subsequently  voted  increased  funding 
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for  Instructional  Supplies/Test  Books  which  puts  us  in  a  good  position  for 
following  through  on  the  math  training  and  total  language  initiatives  outlined 
above . 

For  the  past  couple  of  years,  we  have  pursued  the  goal  of  ensuring  that  our 
programs  address  the  needs  of  a  diverse  population.  We  made  significant 
progress  this  past  year  in  addressing  many  of  the  recommendations  outlined  in 
the  "Summary  of  Proceedings  and  Findings  Reports"  of  the  System-Wide 
Multicultural  Committee  which  was  developed  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Raymond 
Rose,  of  the  New  England  Center  for  Equity  Assistance. 

The  Harmony  in  Schools  Committee,  which  has  parent,  teacher  and  administrator 
representatives  from  each  building,  met  three  (3) times  this  past  year.  Two 
92)meetings  focused  upon  sharing  information  regarding  mul ti -cultural 
initiatives  at  each  of  the  schools.  The  third  meeting  was  an  all-day  training 
session  for  the  entire  Committee  along  with  some  other  staff  members. 
Consultants  from  The  World  of  Difference  Organization  conducted  a  workshop 
which  sensitized  participants  to  acts  of  prejudice  and  discrimination  by 
drawing  upon  the  experiences  of  individuals  in  the  workshop.  Skills  for 
confronting  acts  of  discrimination  and  for  challenging  stereotyping  were 
modeled  by  the  workshop  leaders.  This  training  was  well  planned  and  involved 
role  playing;  the  use  of  videotapes;  small  and  large  group  discussions;  and 
case  studies,  all  of  which  directed  themselves  to  the  spirit  and  specific 
recommendations  of  Mr.  Rose's  "Summary  Report". 

The  staffing  recommendations  in  the  "Summary  Report"  have  been  a  focus  of  our 
entire  administrative  staff  and  we  have  actively  recruited  staff  that  reflects 
the  diversity  of  our  student  population.  We  will  continue  to  hire  minority 
staff  who  meet  our  standards  of  excellence. 

In  regards  to  our  goal  of  accessing  medicaid  reimbursement  for  the  services 
rendered  to  some  of  our  special  needs  students,  this  has  been  accomplished 
under  the  leadership  and  persistence  of  Mr.  Daniel  Needham,  Administrator  of 
Special  Education,  in  cooperation  with  The  Education  Cooperative  (TEC) 
personnel.  TEC  purchased  a  software  package  which  is  used  cooperatively  by 
several  school  districts  to  develop  monthly  billings  for  medicaid  services. 
This  cooperative  invoicing  system  has  gone  well  with  our  having  completed 
billing  for  all  eligible  students  retroactive  to  December  1992. 

Lastly,  we  have  accomplished  a  few  things  that  were  not  spelled  out  as  goals 
but  are  noteworthy  in  this  Annual  Report. 

Mr.  Donovan  has  made  some  tremendous  improvements  in  procedures  and  projects 
under  this  supervision.  With  cooperation  from  Tom  Chevrolet,  Raytheon  and 
Polaroid,  he  has  been  able  to  landscape  the  Willett,  Oldham  and  Cleveland 
Schools.  Playing  fields  have  been  upgraded  for  use  by  the  School  Department, 
Recreation  Department,  Little  League,  and  Pop  Warner  -  particularly  at  the 
Junior  High  School.  Exterior  storage  spaces  have  been  improved  by  getting  rid 
of  useless  equipment  through  a  yard  sale  or  disposal.  Likewise,  interior 
spaces  have  been  audited  and  hazardous  waste  material  has  been  reduced  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Mr.  Donovan's  advice  and  counsel  to  the  ongoing  projects  of  the  PBCC  has  been 
valued  and  is  critical  in  moving  forward  with  the  Junior  High  HVAC  project  and 
the  window  replacement  work  at  the  Oldham  and  Callahan  Schools. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Smith  for  the  work  he  has  done  this  year  in 
engaging  the  many  changes  in  personnel  practices  emanating  out  of  the  ERA. 
Likewise,  Mr.  hemman  has  provided  leadership  in  pursuing  new  competitive  grant 
opportunities,  in  implementing  a  complex  funding  formula  and  in  ensuring  our 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  American  Disabilities  Act.  Members 
of  the  School  Committee  have  set  direction  for  all  the  aforementioned 
activities,  as  well  as  fashioning  and  revising  many  policy  guidelines,  for  the 
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school  system.  I  am  appreciative  of  your  support,  guidance  and  leadership 
over  the  past  year  and  look  toward  the  upcoming  year  with  enthusiasm  and 
optimism.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 


Once  again,  I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1994. 
During  this  year  the  Superintendent's  Office  has  been  active  implementing  the 
"Education  Reform  Act"  with  its  many  nuances  including  the  early  retirement 
incentive  program.  Six  professional  staff  members  were  notified  in  August 
that  they  were  accepted  in  the  ERI  program,  and  would  no  longer  be  employed 
by  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  effective  September  1,  1994. 

New  challenges  face  our  staff  under  this  law  in  the  areas  of  (1)  curriculum 
frameworks,  (2)  recertification/professional  development,  and  (3) 
professional  standards. 


Enrollment  and  Staffing 

The  system-wide  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1994  was  3,669  students  which  is 
an  increase  of  89  students  over  last  year's  October  1  enrollment.  Last  year's 
enrollment  was  67  students  above  the  previous  year's  October  1  enrollment, 
indicating  an  increase  of  156  students  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  elementary  enrollment  is  1,918  which  is  105  students  above  last  year's 
October  1  enrollment.  Kindergarten  and  grade  1  increased  a  total  of  44 
students  over  last  year.  Grade  3  increased  31  students  over  last  year.  The 
Junior  High  School  enrollment  is  798  students,  which  is  only  1  student  over 
last  year's  enrollment.  The  Senior  High  School  enrollment  is  953  students, 
which  is  17  students  less  than  last  year's  enrollment. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  decreased  the  professional  staff  compliment  to 
260.2.  The  reduction  of  1.5  FTE  staff  was  primarily  due  to  maintaining  a 
budget  equal  to  the  "Net  School  Spending"  level.  The  elementary  staff  totaled 
124.7  consisting  of  78.5  classroom  teachers  and  46.2  specialists.  The 
secondary  staff  totaled  135.5  consisting  of  124  classroom  teachers,  guidance, 
and  library  personnel,  and  11.5  special  education  positions. 

The  buffer  zone  concept  was  utilized  by  the  Prescott  School  and  Cleveland 
School,  and  the  Oldham  School  and  Callahan  School.  This  concept  allowed  the 
principals  to  balance  their  enrollments  with  new  registrants. 

Similar  to  previous  reports,  the  school  enrollments  continue  to  increase,  and 
have  placed  a  focus  on  "long-range"  planning,  and  utilization  of  facilities. 
In  this  regard  an  enormous  benefit  was  received  from  the  portable  building 
donated  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  from  Raytheon  Corporation  and  placed  at 
the  Callahan  School. 

Table  I  provides  enrollment  and  professional  staff  information  for  each 
school.  A  five  year  system-wide  enrollment  for  the  secondary  schools  is  also 
presented  as  of  October  1,  1994.  Table  II  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment 
for  boys  and  girls  as  of  October  1,  1994. 
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Specialized  Programs 


Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Department  is  dedicated  to  providing  guidance  services  to  our 
students  and  families  at  the  secondary  level.  Important  aspects  include 
career  information,  vocational  counseling,  job  placement,  course  selection, 
college  admission,  financial  aid,  personal  counseling,  career  counseling,  and 
assessment.  All  of  these  activities  are  designed  to  reach  out  to  students  in 
order  to  help  with  developing  their  insight,  growth  and  understanding  so  that 
future  choices  will  be  more  effective. 

The  graduating  class  of  1994  had  84%  of  the  class  pursuing  further  education; 
62%  of  the  graduates  planned  to  enroll  in  four-year  colleges;  18%  made  choices 
to  enroll  in  two-year  colleges,  and  12%  entered  the  world  of  work. 

School-to-Work  Transition  initiatives  have  received  great  support  from  the 
federal  government  and  state  government.  Although  Norwood  has  had  a  school- 
to-work  prototype  during  the  past  two  years,  more  information  and  funding  will 
be  forthcoming  during  the  next  few  years. 


Health  Protection  Grant 

During  the  past  two  years  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  been  the  recipient  of 
funds  via  a  Health  Protection  Grant.  These  funds  have  allowed  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  to  implement  many  creative  programs: 

o  Revamp  Pre-K  -  12  Health  curriculum 

o  Provide  training,  forums  and  assistance  to  interscholastic,  and 
community  athletic  teams  and  coaches  regarding  the  areas  of  tobacco 
use,  drug/alcohol  use. 

o  Build  model  program  with  police  department  so  that  a  positive 
relationship  will  be  established  between  police  officers  and  students 
at  Norwood  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. 

o  Establish  "drug- free"  clubs  in  all  elementary  schools  and  Junior  High 
School . 

o  Develop  a  smoke-free  policy  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

o  Develop  a  wellness  health  center  for  the  faculty  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools 

o  Implement  smoking  cessation  programs . 

The  main  focus  of  the  grant  is  to  provide  a  smoke- free,  drug- free  environment 
for  our  students  and  faculty.  The  program  has  had  remarkable  success,  and  it 
is  our  hope  that  the  grant  continues. 


Special  Education 

Norwood  Public  Schools  continues  to  maintain  an  outstanding  special  education 
program.  During  the  past  three  years  the  thrust  of  "inclusion"  of  special 
need  students  in  our  regular  classrooms  has  proven  to  be  quite  a  challenge. 
Although  Norwood  has  always  utilized  " integration"  as  standard  procedures  for 
all  handicapped  students,  the  only  way  to  insure  effective  inclusionary 
programs  is  through  training  and  classroom  assistance.  Currently  the 
administration  and  the  School  Committee  are  addressing  this  issue.

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  are  in  a  period  of  increasing  enrollment,  and 
although  the  enrollments  will  never  reach  the  level  reached  in  the  late 
1960's,  the  increases  are  significant  enough  to  warrant  careful  attention.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  September,  1993,  a  total  of  970  students  reported  for  classes  the  first  day 
of  school.  Again,  we  opened  before  Labor  Day  and  it  proved  to  be  a  smooth 
beginning.  Attendance  for  the  first  three  days  was  normal,  and  as  in  1992, 
students  responded  to  the  early  start  in  a  very  positive  manner.

New  members  of  the  staff  were  welcomed  at  the  teacher  orientation  program. 
Ms.  Rosemarie  Camiolo  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Pellissier  were  hired  to  teach  in  the 
foreign  language  department  with  Mr.  John  Casali  being  hired  in  mathematics 
following  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Daniel  McKenna.  Mr.  McKenna  was  a  graduate 
of  our  high  school  in  1959  and  taught  in  the  system  for  a  total  of  twenty-eight 
years.  His  contributions  will  be  missed. 

We  continued  to  review  the  recommendations  of  the  NEASC  evaluation  and 
prepared  to  submit  our  five-year  report  to  the  association.  The  report 
highlighted  progress  made  in  regard  to  recommendations  presented  in  1989. 
Department  chairs,  staff  members  and  administrators  were  asked  to  look  at  all 
recommendations  and  indicate  what  progress  took  place  in  the  last  five  years. 

Our  S.A.T.  verbal  mean  score  for  1993  was  424;  the  Math  mean  was  479.  Our 
total  verbal/math  mean  was  903  in  Norwood,  compared  to  902  in  the  nation.  We 
had  a  participation  rate  of  75%  because  our  educational  philosophy  is  to 
encourage  students  to  challenge  every  opportunity.  We  continued  to  offer  the 
S.A.T.  review  course  in  the  adult  education  evening  school  for  the  benefit  of 
our  students. 

In  September,  the  administration  sponsored  a  "New  Beginning"  night  for  ninth 
grade  parents.  This  was  an  attempt  to  provide  an  orientation  for  parents  and 
describe  the  rules  and  regulations  at  the  high  school  as  well  as  provide  an 
overview  for  activities  that  are  currently  offered  to  the  student  body. 

In  October,  the  P.T.A.  sponsored  two  parent /teacher  conferences.  Letters  were 
mailed  to  each  parent /guardian  and  an  excellent  response  was  observed  on  the 
nights  of  the  conferences.  The  P.T.A.  also  voted  to  honor  more  students  at 
the  Honors  Banquet  in  May.  They  sponsored  a  fund-raising  activity  for  the 
senior  class  (Class  Act  II)  and  awarded  two  scholarships  to  graduating 
seniors.  Also,  they  continued  to  sponsor  the  Academic  Awards  Night  and 
honored  members  of  the  teaching  staff  during  National  Education  Week.  The 
P.T.A.  at  the  high  school  continues  to  be  an  active,  concerned,  vibrant  group 
and  assists  the  administration  with  the  operation  of  the  school. 

Education  Reform  legislation  passed  in  June,  1993,  established  a  School 
Council  at  each  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  home  of 
each  student  inviting  parents  to  run  for  office.  A  total  of  twenty-three  names 
were  placed  on  the  ballot  and  individuals  were  asked  to  state  why  they  wanted 
to  serve  on  the  newly  formed  Council.  Elected  to  the  Council  were  the 
following:  William  Lyons,  teacher;  William  Riley,  counselor;  Patricia  Tilley, 
teacher;  Leonard  Harris,  parent;  Timothy  McCann,  parent;  Paul  Riccardi, 
parent;  Carolyn  Riley,  parent;  and  Henry  Diggs,  community  representative.  In 
addition,  Michelle  Bergeron  was  appointed  student  representative  and  Principal 
George  Usevich  was  named  co-chair.  All  Council  meetings,  according  to  the 
law,  are  open  to  the  public  and  scheduled  once  per  month. 

Multiculturalism  activities  continued  to  be  a  priority.  Black  History  Month 
featured  Mrs.  Delores  Staton,  a  former  teacher  and  department  chair  in  foreign 
languages,  as  a  guest  speaker.  Class  forums  were  arranged  to  get  input  from 
the  student  body  relative  to  student  concerns  at  the  high  school .  Class 
officers  conducted  these  sessions  with  a  question  and  answer  time  allowed  for 
members  of  the  class.  In  March  a  series  of  forums  was  presented  to  make  the 
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student  body  more  aware  of  sensitivity  issues  and  resolving  conflicts. 
Community  members,  clergy  and  staff  were  involved  in  these  discussions.  The 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice  was  also  invited  for  a  staff  sensitivity  training 
session. 

Department  chairs  reviewed  curriculum  and  voted  to  include  a  computer 
requirement  for  graduation  beginning  with  the  incoming  freshman  class. 

The  adoption  of  the  P.A.C.E.  committee  recommendation  for  eligibility  for 
extra-curricular  activities  was  as  follows: 

Eligibility  for  extra-curricular  activities  and  athletics  will  be 
interpreted  and  enforced  according  to  the  same  standards.  Specifically, 
a  student  must  pass  the  equivalent  of  four  English  classes  at  the  end 
of  each  term  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  next  term;  and  the  final 
grades  for  the  year  must  reflect  those  same  standards  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  the  first  term  of  the  next  academic  year. 

Special  student  activities  for  the  year  included:  Blood  Drive,  Care  Nurses 
assembly,  Navy  Band,_  Activity  Fair,  Student  Government  Day,  "Up  All  Night" 
sponsored  by  the  sophomore  class  and  the  introduction  to  the  high  school 
newspaper  to  the  community  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Daily  Transcript. 

Norwood  High  School  is  well -supported  by  the  community  and  continues  to  be 
sensitive  to  their  generosity. 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Norwood  High  School,  national  honors  were 
awarded  to  two  student /artists  in  the  annual  Scholastic  Art  Competition.  A 
drawing  by  Joan  Addley  and  a  painting  by  Donna  Seery  have  been  displayed  at 
the  Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  received  gold  key  awards 
at  the  state  level  and  honorable  mention  at  the  national  level.  In  addition, 
a  gold  key  award  was  given  to  Theresa  Thompson;  a  silver  key  award  and 
honorable  mention  were  given  to  Catherine  Hogan;  and  an  honorable  mention  was 
given  to  Joshua  Glennon,  along  with  having  his  portfolio  nominated  for 
scholarship  consideration. 

Under  the  capable  leadership  of  president  Libbie  Smith  and  vice¬ 
president/secretary  Caroline  Bane,  the  Art  Honor  Society  increased  its 
membership  to  35.  New  members  this  year  are  Laura  Sheehan,  Karin  Goodfellow, 
Damon  Lang,  Danielle  Early,  Michael  Zervas,  Sergio  Pineiro,  Sara  Alialhessabi , 
Jill  O'Connell,  Patricia  Robinson,  Shaun  Inman,  Georg  Pedersen,  Jaime  Kullich, 
Jacqueline  Levesque,  Stephanie  Parks  and  Jennifer  Trovato .  Raising  money  with 
monthly  bake  sales  helped  defray  the  cost  of  the  annual  New  York  City  museum 
trip.  This  year,  the  society  went  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  and  then 
enjoyed  the  Radio  City  Christmas  Show.  Most  members  were  available  to  help 
the  Honor  Society  in  decorating  spoons  during  the  holiday,  which  helped  raise 
money  for  Project  Bread. 

Culminating  in  an  impressive  end-of-the-year  display  in  Kline's  window,  art 
work  was  viewed  in  a  number  of  locations  throughout  the  year.  Regularly 
showing  art  in  the  front  display  areas  at  the  high  school  and  rotating  pieces 
on  a  regular  basis  in  the  school  committee  meeting  room  at  the  Willett,  the 
department  also  mounted  a  display  at  the  annual  Norwood  Scholarship  Foundation 
dinner,  held  at  the  Nicholas  Restaurant. 

After  undergoing  a  fairly  intensive  application  process,  Elise  DeFlaminis  and 
Joseph  Rabbi tt  were  chosen  to  represent  Norwood  High  School  at  the  annual  Art 
All-State  weekend  in  Worcester  in  May.  Juniors  from  all  over  the  state  met 
to  work  on  and  discuss  art. 

The  department  was  enhanced  this  year  by  two  practice  teachers:  Robin  Hall 
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from  Bridgewater  State  College,  who  was  with  the  department  during  the  first 
semester;  and  Jodi  Parrott  from  Massachusetts  College  of  Art,  who  was  with  the 
department  during  the  second  semester.  Both  added  immeasurably  to  the 
curriculum  as  well  as  the  personal  attention  given  to  the  students.  We  feel 
strongly  that  they  will  be  an  asset  to  our  profession. 

Anthony  Susi  was  honored  by  the  department  at  the  annual  awards  assembly  in 
June.  His  talent  and  attitude  made  him  the  perfect  recipient  for  this 
recognition. 

Enriching  the  art  experiences  of  our  students,  a  selection  of  movies  and 
videos  was  shown  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  a  political  cartoonist 
from  Brandeis  gave  students  a  demonstration,  and  an  assortment  of  art  schools 
and  colleges  sent  representatives  to  discuss  careers,  schools,  and  finances 
with  our  students. 

Faculty  members  participated  in  a  number  of  conferences  to  add  to  their  own 
expertise.  Advanced  Placement  art,  computer  graphics,  and  designing 
interdisciplinary  curricula  were  the  topics  of  study. 

Winning  first  place  in  the  poster  contest  sponsored  by  the  South  Shore 
Alliance  for  the  Handicapped  was  Christi  Harris. 

The  department  also  aided  the  school  in  displays  for  Student-of-the-Month  and 
the  Unsung  Hero  award;  decorations  and  t-shirt  designs  for  the  post-prom 
party;  participation  in  the  exhibit  for  the  superintendents'  convention; 
inscribing  awards  for  the  athletic  department,  administration,  and  social 
studies  department;  and  lectures  to  the  music  classes. 

Advanced  students  drew  "outdoors"  in  the  fall.  A  field  trip  to  the  Worcester 
Art  Museum  was  enjoyed  with  the  help  of  a  grant  by  Margo  Mancinelli.  Three 
students  (Catherine  Hogan,  Nicole  Pelaggi,  and  Anthony  Susi)  were  involved  in 
the  lengthy  process  of  submitting  a  portfolio  for  Advanced  Placement 
consideration.  And  slides  for  approximately  a  dozen  students  were  taken  by 
the  art  faculty  to  help  with  portfolio  submissions  to  colleges. 

For  the  second  year,  Joshua  Glennon  ably  led  two  groups  of  students  in 
philanthropic  activities.  Painting  the  "Santa's  House,"  in  addition  to 
Joshua,  were  Maureen  Farrell,  Catherine  Hogan,  Joseph  Rabbitt,  and  Theresa 
Thompson.  Joshua  also  led  a  group  in  painting  windows  at  Norwood  Hospital. 
Members  of  that  group  included  Heather  Campisano,  Catherine  Hogan,  and  Donna 
Seery . 

For  most  of  the  year,  a  computer  with  printer  was  available  in  the  department. 
Hopefully,  a  new  one  will  take  its  place  this  coming  year,  as  student  and 
faculty  become  familiar  with  today's  technology. 

Due  to  prohibitive  costs,  the  much-desired  move  to  the  North  building  has  not 
been  effected  as  yet.  However,  it  still  remains  a  hope  for  the  future. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

In  January  16  students  attended  the  Massachusetts  Distributive  Education  Clubs 
of  America  District  IV  Career  Development  Conference  held  at  the  Radisson 
Hotel  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts.  Accompanying  the  students  was  Mr.  William 
Ryle,  substitute  for  Mr.  John  Sullivan,  teacher /coordinator . 

The  two  students  who  won  awards  and  became  eligible  for  state  competition  were 
senior  Joseph  Gillis  and  junior  Ann  Whitston.  Students  from  high  schools  in 
Arlington,  Dorchester,  Revere,  Somerville,  Stoneham,  and  Wakefield,  as  well 
as  the  Horace  Mann,  Humphrey  Center,  and  Minuteman  schools  competed  for 
awards . 
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In  March  award  winner  Ann  Whitston  attended  the  Massachusetts  Distributive 
Education  Clubs  of  America  Career  Development  Conference,  which  was  held  at 
the  Sea  Crest  Resort  in  Falmouth,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Peter  Centola  of  the 
Business  Department  and  her  parents. 

At  this  conference  Miss  Whitston  was  evaluated  on  a  16  page  written  event 
competition.  She  underwent  two  and  a  half  days  of  interviews,  presentations, 
and  evaluations.  Ann  placed  fourth  overall  in  this  stage  competition,  just 
missing  the  national  level  by  five  points. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  guest  speakers  to  make  presentations  in  the 
accounting,  keyboarding,  and  marketing  classes.  Representatives  from  Bay 
State  College,  Burdette  College,  Katharine  Gibbs  School,  Aquinas,  Johnson  and 
Wales  University,  Bay  Bank,  and  graduating  accounting  students  from 
Northeastern  University  made  these  presentations. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  an  active  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Business  Education 
Directors '  Association  and  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the 
school  year  1994-1995.  He  attended  meetings  in  Boston,  Mansfield,  and 
Randolph.  He  was  also  the  occupational  education  representative  for  the  town 
of  Norwood  and  for  the  State  Department  of  Occupational  Education. 

At  Class  Day  ceremonies  the  Business  Department  presented  the  John  Hancock 
Award  to  Senior  Madeline  Aoude.  The  John  B.  Kelley  Award  was  presented  to 
Senior  Kathleen  M.  Milbauer,  a  young  lady  who  overcame  many  personal  obstacles 
in  order  to  complete  her  high  school  education. 

At  the  awards  day  ceremonies,  Mrs.  Thomas  presented  certificates  of 
achievement  to  the  outstanding  accounting  and  keyboarding  students. 

Two  DECA  and  Business  students  won  scholarships:  Joseph  Gillis  to  Johnson  and 
Wales,  and  Kathleen  Milbauer  to  Aquinas. 

The  new  Business  Department  IBM  computer  lab  was  installed  in  October. 
Members  of  the  department,  Mr.  John  Sullivan,  Mr.  Peter  Centola,  and  Mrs.  Sue 
Thomas,  along  with  Mr.  Robert  Smith  and  Mr.  Louis  Buscone,  spent  many  after¬ 
school  hours  with  IBM  representatives  training  on  the  use  of  the  new 
equipment . 

Mr.  John  Sullivan,  Mr.  Peter  Centola,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Thomas  worked  to  revise  all 
business  courses  in  order  to  utilize  the  new  computer  lab.  Mr.  Sullivan's 
DECA  students  used  a  review/ test  program  to  help  prepare  them  for  DECA 
competitions.  Mr.  Centola  and  Mrs.  Thomas  used  Automated  Accounting  to 
supplement  problems  in  the  accounting  textbook.  Mrs.  Thomas'S  Accounting  2 
and  Accounting  3  students  spend  one  term  completing  a  full  accounting  project 
using  the  integrated  Accounts  Payable,  Accounts  Receivable,  and  Payroll 
features  of  Automated  Accounting. 

Mr.  Sullivan,  Mr.  Centola,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  also  revised  the  Keyboarding  I, 
Keyboarding  II,  and  Office  Technology  courses  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
computer  lab.  In  addition,  a  new  course  was  developed  for  the  student  who 
would  like  an  introduction  to  several  software  applications.  This  new  course. 
Software  Survey,  will  give  students  an  overview  of  a  least  five  software 
applications . 

This  August,  Mrs.  Sue  Thomas  will  be  working  at  the  Senior  High  School  in  a 
continuing  effort  to  reinforce  and  refine  performance  of  the  new  IBM  computer 
lab.  Additionally,  Mrs.  Thomas  will  be  attending  software  application  courses 
as  an  ongoing  professional  development  effort. 

Mrs.  Thomas's  Office  Technology  class,  in  cooperation  with  Ms.  Christine 
Focht,  worked  on  a  Physical  Fitness  data  base  program  involving  all  physical 
education  students  at  the  senior  high  school.  Mrs.  Thomas's  students  were 
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first  required  to  learn  the  software  application.  Then  personal  data  was 
entered  for  every  student  at  the  school,  along  with  test  results  of  various 
physical  activities.  Individual  personal  physical  fitness  reports  were  then 
printed  for  each  student.  These  results  can  be  kept  in  the  data  base  and  then 
compared  on  a  year-to-year  basis  until  the  student  graduates. 

Two  students  in  Mrs.  Thomas's  Office  Technology  class  also  worked  closely  with 
Miss  Cynthia  Eastman  in  publishing  the  school  newspaper. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1993-1994  school  year,  the  English  Department  worked  on  several 
projects.  First,  the  objective  portions  of  final  exams  for  freshmen, 
sophomores,  and  juniors  were  reviewed  using  an  item  analysis.  After  a 
discussion  on  each  question  which  seemed  to  have  been  missed  by  many  students, 
a  decision  was  made  to  rewrite  the  question,  to  eliminate  the  question,  or  to 
leave  the  question  unchanged.  Essay  questions  were  also  reviewed  for 
appropriateness.  A  second  project  was  the  development  of  60-minute  senior 
final  exams.  Three  groups  of  teachers  worked  on  exams  for  AP,  college 
preparatory,  and  standard  levels.  The  summer  reading  was  another  project  for 
the  Department.  Summer  reading  tests  were  reviewed  and  revised.  Additions 
to  the  list  were  made,  and  tests  were  developed  for  the  new  books. 

The  Diagnostic  Tests  for  freshmen  and  sophomores  were  administered  in 
September  and  June.  These  tests  help  teachers  focus  on  areas  in  which  students 
show  a  weakness. 

In  September  the  librarian  presented  an  introduction  to  the  library  to  all 
freshmen  classes.  To  reinforce  the  information  presented,  teachers  assigned 
a  project  for  which  students  would  need  to  use  the  library. 

The  Mid-Year  Composition  Exam  continues  to  be  an  excellent  tool  for  evaluating 
both  student  performance  and  the  core  composition  curriculum.  Test  results 
are  used  by  each  teacher  to  remediate  individual  students. 

The  Department  would  like  to  incorporate  the  use  of  computers  into  the  English 
curriculum.  To  achieve  this,  Mr.  Louis  Buscone  gave  three  presentations  after 
school  for  the  Department.  In  addition,  Miss  Brady  and  Mrs.  Flemer  led  an 
In-Service  program.  Computers  and  Your  English  Classes,  which  all  members  of 
the  Department  attended.  Both  presentations  were  extremely  helpful,  and  many 
teachers  did  incorporate  some  of  the  ideas  presented. 

The  TV  classes  continue  to  produce  excellent  programs.  The  morning  news  is 
broadcast  each  day  to  all  homerooms  and  the  community.  During  the  football 
and  basketball  seasons,  students  produced  a  weekly  show  called  "Round  Up." 
Norwood  was  selected  as  the  remote  location  for  the  show  "Student  Forum, " 
which  is  an  MCET  program.  Erica  King  hosted  the  show,  and  David  Minsky 
directed.  David  co-ordinated  the  student  crews  throughout  the  area  and  the 
satellite  truck.  Both  Erica  and  David  did  an  outstanding  job.

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1993-94  school  year,  two  new  staff  members  joined  the  Foreign 
Language  Department.  Patricia  Pellissier,  a  graduate  of  Penn  State  and 
Simmons,  taught  French,  and  Rosemarie  Camiolo,  a  University  of  Massachusetts 
graduate,  taught  French  and  Spanish.  We  also  welcomed  a  student  teacher  from 
Suffolk  University,  Paul  Vieira,  who  taught  three  Spanish  classes,  and  a 
student  from  Barcelona,  Pablo  Barredo,  who  was  a  member  of  the  senior  class. 

During  Foreign  Language  Week,  the  school  was  decorated  with  colorful  posters 
and  displays  of  flags,  clothing,  and  artifacts  from  Europe,  Africa,  Asia,  and 
South  America.  Greetings  and  announcements  in  French,  Italian,  and  Mandarin 
were  heard  on  the  morning  news.  The  French  Club  sold  imported  jewelry.  An 
international  luncheon  featured  delicious  specialties  from  around  the  world. 

In  the  area  of  professional  development,  Cheryl  Brown,  Lucille  Brady,  and 
Patricia  Pellissier  attended  the  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association 
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Annual  conference  in  Sturbridge,  Massachusetts.  Ms.  Brown  was  responsible  for 
the  exhibits  at  the  conference.  Ms.  Brown  also  attended  a  workshop  for 
teachers  at  the  French  Library  in  Boston,  and  served  as  a  consultant  for  the 
Wellesley  Public  Schools  during  their  Foreign  Language  Program  Review. 
Cynthia  Eastman  attended  a  seminar  on  new  Foreign  Language  methodology.  Ms. 
Eastman  is  currently  enrolled  in  a  M.  Ed.  program  at  Bridgewater  State 
College . 

Classes  continued  to  make  extensive  use  of  the  Sony  Language  Lab.  We  would 
like  to  thank  our  lab  aide,  Debbie  Fruci,  for  her  excellent  work.  Classes 
also  participated  in  televised  interactive  foreign  language  broadcasts  through 
MCET.  Several  teachers  used  the  Macintosh  computer  which  was  added  to  the 
department,  preparing  tests  and  organizing  activities,  as  well  as  learning  the 
Class  Manager  grading  program. 

Sixteen  students  took  the  French  or  Spanish  Achievement  Tests  with  Listening, 
given  for  the  second  year  in  our  Language  Lab.  Scores  ranged  from  520-670  in 
French,  and  450-760  in  Spanish.  Many  students  also  participated  in  the 
National  French  and  Spanish  contests.  Highest  scorers  in  French  were  Mollie 
Young  (Level  3)  and  Debbie  Fruci  (Level  4).  In  Spanish,  Maria  Cerquiera  and 
Elizabeth  Rodriguez  (Level  1-Outside  Experience)  ,  and  Molly  Donohue  (Level 
4-Regular) ,  were  honored  by  the  state  organization  for  their  outstanding 
performance . 

This  year's  winners  of  the  Department  Awards  for  outstanding  achievement  were: 
Michelle  Bergeron  (French  5)  ,  Debbie  Fruci  (French  4)  ,  Vanessa  Wade  (French 
3),  Alicia  Krol  (Spanish  5),  Molly  Donohue  (Spanish  4),  and  Matthew  Tenanty 
(Spanish  3).  We  congratulate  these  exceptional  students. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time  counselors. 
Students  are  assigned  on  an  alphabetical  basis  to  each  counselor  and  remain 
with  that  counselor  for  four  years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  counselors 
that  a  growing  rapport  will  develop  between  each  student  and  counselor  so  that 
by  grade  twelve  students  will  be  ready  to  make  career  choices  that  are 
challenging  and  productive. 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students.  An  informational 
evening  was  held  for  St.  Catherine's  parents  in  October  at  St.  Catherine's 
Elementary  School.  An  evening  meeting  was  held  in  March  for  grade  eleven 
families  to  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning. 
Also,  to  review  curriculum  offerings,  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  January 
for  grade  eight  parents.  Regionally  planned  Higher  Education  Nights  were  held 
at  Wayland  High  School  in  October  and  at  Waltham  High  School  in  April.  Through 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Educational  Cooperative,  financial  aid  information 
nights  were  held  at  Norwood  High  School,  Natick  High  School,  Dedham  High 
School,  and  Wellesley  High  School  during  December  and  January. 

A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  in  the  counseling  center  twenty  nights  each 
semester  of  the  year  to  make  available  the  resources  in  the  department  for  all 
citizens  in  the  community.  Any  interested  person  could  call  the  counseling 
center  for  an  appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describing  post-high 
school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational  information.  A  computer 
information  system  is  located  in  the  counseling  center,  and  students  are  able 
to  instantaneously  receive  computer-based  information  in  regard  to  the 
following:  relating  of  individual  interests  and  goals  with  appropriate 
careers;  descriptions,  bibliographies,  and  required  preparation  for  some  three 
hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  a  course  of  instruction  at 
a  specific  level  in  a  geographic  area;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specific 
varsity  sports  areas;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support 
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facilities  for  handicapped  students;  and  information  concerning  financial  aid 
for  education  or  training  which  might  match  an  individual's  needs,  abilities, 
preferences . 

A  TV  -  Video  Center  is  available  for  use  by  parents  and  students  in  the 
Norwood  High  School  Guidance  Department .  One  hundred  seventy  one  videos  are 
available  for  viewing  by  parents  and  students  to  help  in  the  college  selection 
process . 

Between  second  semester  of  grade  eleven  and  first  semester  of  grade  twelve  an 
invitation  was  offered  to  parents  of  junior  students  to  participate  in  a 
counselor/parent/student  conference  in  order  to  review  post-high  school 
planning.  Also,  an  invitation  was  extended  in  semester  one  to  parents  of 
freshman  students  to  participate  in  a  counselor/parent/student  conference  in 
order  to  examine  educational  programs  and  extracurricular  activities  available 
at  the  high  school . 

In  January,  Frank  Walsh,  Staffing  Specialist  with  Factory  Mutual  Engineering 
and  Research,  conducted  a  Job-Seeking  Skills  Seminar  for  seniors  seeking 
full-time  employment.  Included  in  his  topics  were  proper  completion  of 
application  forms,  preparation  of  a  resume,  techniques  in  conducting  a  job 
search,  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Several  mock  interviews  were  critiqued  by 
the  group . 

Through  the  cooperation  of  T.E.C.  a  number  of  speakers  made  career 
presentations  to  various  classes  in  the  home  economics,  business,  social 
studies,  and  science  departments. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  involved  in  a  school  -  to  -  work  transition  program 
sponsored  by  the  Educational  Cooperative  and  Polaroid  Corporation  for  students 
attending  the  alternative  classroom  at  the  Willett  School.  Some  positions 
filled  by  students  were  in  the  areas  of  security,  clerical,  electrical,  and 
air  conditioning.  This  work  opportunity  is  competitive  for  students,  and 
those  chosen  will  be  rotated  in  various  occupational  areas.  Students  with 
special  needs  are  offered  a  similar  but  more  closely-monitored  transitional 
program. 

This  year  Norwood  High  School  participated  in  the  T.E.C.  world  Class  Program, 
which  allowed  students  to  take  courses  beyond  regular  curriculum  offerings  in 
Japanese,  Russian,  Robotics,  Pacific  Rim  Economics,  and  Biotechnology. 

Eighty-four  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1994  has  indicated  definite  plans  to 
continue  their  education  after  graduation.  The  following  is  a  profile  of  the

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  at  Norwood  High  School  continues 
to  be  involved  in  constant  evaluation  and  subsequent  curriculum  revision 
whenever  needed. 

Physical  fitness  and  wellness  still  receives  major  emphasis  in  the 
department's  curricular  efforts.  Once  again,  the  "Fitnessgram, "  a  health 

related  fitness  test,  was  administered  to  all  physical  education  students. 

This  was  the  first  year  we  changed  over  to  the  IBM  computer  system  to  print 

out  the  test  results.  This  project,  which  was  done  in  conjunction  with  the 

Business  Department  and  their  office  practice  classes,  was  highly  successful. 

Due  to  the  increasing  interest  brought  on  by  step  aerobics,  the  industrial 
arts  department  built  us  20  more  step  boards,  bringing  the  total  up  to  40.  We 
can  now  accommodate  the  larger  classes  we  have.  The  purchase  of  30  new 
exercise  mats  has  also  helped  add  another  dimension  to  our  aerobic /step 
program . 

Two  new  games,  Ultimate  Frisbee,  and  Kwik  Cricket,  have  been  added  to  the  list 
of  electives  for  students.  Both  new  games  have  been  met  with  much  enthusiasm. 

Other  activities  that  were  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Physical 
Education  Department  are  as  follows: 

vision  screening 

heights  and  weights 

postural  screening  for  freshmen 

bus  evacuation  -  in  accordance  with  state  mandate.  A  presentation  was 
given  twice  a  year  by  Sansone  Motors  concerning  safety  factors. 

Due  to  monies  received  from  the  Health  Protection  Grant,  we  were  able  to 
purchase  and  incorporate  the  Health  Waves  curriculum  into  our  existing 
curriculum.  Our  department  was  able  to  spend  time  making  various  curricular 
changes . 

Through  the  Health  department,  some  of  the  activities  that  have  taken  place 
this  year  are  as  follows: 


1.  Cardiovascular  Risk  Screening  program  for  Seniors. 
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Students  were  tested  and  learned  about  their  own  personal  risk 
factors  for  heart  disease.  Those  students  with  high  blood 
pressure  and/or  elevated  cholesterol  levels  had  notes  sent  home 
to  the  parents  by  the  school  nurse. 

2.  CARE  nurses  from  Framingham  (cancel  alcohol  related  activities). 

These  emergency  room  nurses  gave  an  impressive  assembly  program 
to  the  entire  student  body  relative  to  alcohol  related 
emergencies . 

3.  Drinking,  driving  and  the  law. 

A  special  presentation  given  to  all  Junior  Health  classes  by 
officer  Peter  Kelly  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department. 

4.  CPR  training  and  certification  for  seniors. 

This  program  continues  to  be  highly  successful.  This  year,  218 
seniors  were  certified  through  the  American  Red  Cross. 

5.  Domestic  violence  and  abuse  program  for  sophomores. 

Students  were  involved  in  a  special  2  week  program  which  dealt 
with  abuse  and  domestic  violence.  This  most  worthwhile  program 
was  sponsored  by  New  Hope,  which  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

6.  Special  needs  students. 

During  the  year,  two  students  with  significant  disabilities  were 
included  in  the  regular  Health  class.  The  Health  teacher  and  the 
Special  Education  teacher  from  the  T.E.C.  collaborative  worked 
together  in  creating  a  worthwhile  experience  for  all  of  the 
students  involved.

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

A  total  of  98  students  subscribed  to  the  five  most  popular  food  course 
offerings:  2  sections  of  Holiday  Entertaining/Gourmet  Foods,  2  sections  of 

Foreign  Foods/Regional  Foods,  and  1  section  of  Basic  Foods/Meal  Planning. 
Each  class  consisted  of  a  mix  of  males  and  females  with  a  mix  of  grade  levels 
in  every  class.  Of  the  total  enrollment,  57  were  females  and  41  students  were 
male . 

In  December,  a  speaker  from  Johnson  and  Wales  addressed  interested  students 
regarding  a  career  in  Culinary  Arts.  Five  students  applied  and  were  accepted 
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to  Johnson  and  Wales  and  plan  to  attend  in  September  1994. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS /TECHNOLOGY  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

We  end  this  year  with  a  "Back  To  The  Future"  feeling  concerning  this  year's 
goal  accomplishments  vs.  last  year's.  Those  goals  last  year  and  this  year 
continue  to  focus  primarily  on  the  expansion  of  Computer  Aided  Drawing  (CAD) 
activities  and  the  implementation  of  The  New  England  Secondary  Schools  & 
Colleges  (NEASC)  evaluation  recommendations.  What  seemed  like  a  "done  deal" 
last  year  concerning  these  goal  accomplishments  proved  premature  and  therefore 
our  repeated  focus  this  year. 

Our  CAD  instruction  continues  its  advance  on  two  fronts.  First  we  have 
up-graded  to  the  professional  version  of  Generic  CAD  software  in  all  of  our 
drawing  classes-f irst  year  level  and  advanced  electives  should  see  a  reduced 
"basic  instruction"  start-up  time  "kick  in".  Secondly  we  finally  received 
approval  for  the  new  college  level  CAD  course  outlined  last  year  at  this  time. 
The  course  will  be  taught  in  the  Macintosh  computer  lab,  enabling  each  student 
the  use  of  a  computer.  Currently  the  CAD  component  in  our  standard  level 
courses  represents  a  fragmented  15-20%  of  the  students'  activities.  This 
limitation  is  the  result  of  student  "rotation"  on  the  four  classroom  computers 
and  the  on-going  need  for  teaching  "traditional  drafting"  methods.  The  new 
CAD  course  will  give  the  college-bound  engineering  student  the  opportunity  to 
gain  a  much-needed  drawing  background  without  the  sacrifice  in  class  rank. 

We  have  continued  our  efforts  in  the  implementation  of  the  NEASC  evaluation 
recommendations  (concerning  technologically  updating  course  content  and 
awarding  college  credit  to  some  courses)  and  met  with  only  partial  success. 
The  new  CAD  course  mentioned  above  is  a  major  step  in  the  compliance  direction. 
Also  on  the  plus  side,  our  Electronics  classes  have  been  working  in  a  pilot 
program  building  new  Intel  based  486  computers  on  a  component  sub-assembly 
basis.  These  are  assembled,  tested  and  programmed  by  our  students.  The 
finished  product  costs  the  town  slightly  less  than  similar  complete  computer 
products  and  is  of  better  quality  based  on  a  component  comparison  inspection. 
Our  students  gain  real  world  assembly/diagnostic  experiences,  and  the  school 
system  gets  the  finished  product  for  its  computing  needs.  Electronics 
students  have  also  been  working  with  computers  in  a  simulation  circuitry 
program.  This  has  allowed  them  to  design,  build  and  test  circuits  on  screen 
prior  to  building  them.  Testing  of  the  real  circuits,  using  conventional 
practices,  is  then  compared  to  the  computer  model  for  analysis.  Interest  has 
been  very  high. 

On  the  down  side,  however,  our  efforts  to  change  leveling  for  both  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Electronics  course  so  that  both  would  include  college  and  general 
level  classes  were  tabled  for  further  study  and  discussion  next  year.  We  will 
continue  to  pursue  this  issue  for  the  betterment  of  both  the  student  and  the 
department  as  technology  continues  to  grow  in  importance  for  the  future  of  our 
students . 

In  the  Graphic  Arts  areas  we  have  purchased  a  "Radius  Full  Page  Pivot"  monitor 
to  complement  our  "Desk  Top  Publishing"  activities.  This  has  made  working  in 
our  "In  House  Printing"  projects  (handbooks,  Adult  Education  catalog  flier, 
Graduation  Program  etc.)  a  much  more  manageable  task. 

A  fitting  conclusion  to  the  year,  the  highlight  for  us,  were  the  many 
compliments  we  received  as  a  result  of  our  projects  displayed  at  the  Norwood 
Scholarship  Foundation  Century  Club  Dinner  fund  raiser.  The  Wood,  Metal  and 
Graphic  Arts  classes  displayed  both  personal  and  production  projects  including 
an  oak  desk,  car  model,  clock,  ceramic  table,  trouble  light,  small  barbecue 
and  the  "Brinks"  robbery  book.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  the  results  of  our 
efforts  so  nicely  presented. 
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LIBRARY 

In  the  Norwood  High  School  Library  the  following  programs  were  accomplished 
in  1993-1994: 

Library  Instruction  -  Individualized  instruction  as  well  as  orientation 
classes  for  all  freshman  and  workshops  for  all  sophomores;  specialized 
instruction  for  all  grades  at  the  request  of  teachers. 

Communication  with  Staff  -  Bulletins  on  library  holdings,  new  additions, 
gifts,  exhibits  and  special  events. 

Additions  to  Books  and  Magazines  -  Suggestions  from  staff,  students  and 
library  reviews;  emphasis  on  books  in  Science,  Art,  Social  Studies  and 
Professional  Library. 

Computer-aided  Research  -  Inaugurated  the  computer  "port"  joining  Norwood  High 
School  with  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  affording  us  the  capacity  to  search 
the  collections  of  the  Minuteman  Network.  Instructional  workshops  for 
Department  Chairs,  Administrators  and  Librarians  were  provided. 

Audio-Visual  Collection  -  Expanded  use  of  Video  Encyclopedia  of  the  20th 
Century;  added  to  video  collection,  especially  in  the  Social  Studies  area. 

Exhibits  -  Commemorated  holidays,  celebrations,  gifts,  Black  History  Month, 
Women's  History  Month,  Earth  Day,  current  events  such  as  the  Israeli- 
Palestinian  Peace  Accord  and  the  establishment  of  democracy  in  South  Africa; 
emphasized  multiculturalism. 

Use  of  Library  -  Library  research  assignments  increased  two-fold.  Many  more 
classes  were  assigned  to  the  Library  by  teachers. 

Computer  Services  -  Grolier's  Electronic  Encyclopedia  with  print-outs  of 
articles  augmented  student  research. 

The  computerization  of  the  Library  circulation  makes  for  the  efficient 
delivery  of  library  notices. 

Summary  -  To  continue  to  supplement  the  curricula  and  to  respond  to  the 
research  needs  of  students  and  faculty,  the  Library  needs  adequate  funding  to 
add  to  its  print  computer  and  video  software  collections. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Students  of  the  year  are  Annie  Powell  (grade  9),  Erin  Myers  (grade  10),  Burak 
Alsan  and  Jianing  Carlisle  (grade  11),  and  Alicia  Krol  (grade  12). 

Winner  of  the  Rensselaer  Medal  for  the  Junior  with  the  highest  combined 
average  in  math  and  science  is  Molly  Donohue. 

The  Macintosh  Lab  has  50  computers  with  other  electronic  devices,  including 
printers,  CD  ROMs,  removable  disk  drives,  and  a  modem.  Students  in  Advanced 
Computer  Applications  have  produced  reports,  certificates,  programs,  and 
brochures  using  advanced  computer  software.  Students  have  also  been 
telecommunicating  with  other  students  locally,  nationally,  and 
internationally. 

Mr.  Mario  Ranalli  and  Mrs.  Paula  DeCoste  are  participating  in  the  Educational 
Development  Center  program.  They  are  in  the  second  of  three  years.  Meetings 
are  held  every  other  week  with  faculty  from  many  surrounding  towns.  The 
teachers  work  on  enhanced  teaching  and  learning  techniques .  Four  engineers 
from  industry  cover  their  classes. 

The  math  department  hosted  one  Framingham  State  College  student  during  her 
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prepracticum  experience.  Kristen  Nickerson  observed  math  classes  for  one  day 
per  week  for  12  weeks.  The  department  also  hosted  Carrie  Embleton,  a  graduate 
student  from  Boston  College,  as  she  completed  her  8-week  practice  teaching 
experience . 

Members  of  the  department  observed  at  least  2  other  math  teachers  in  an 
intra-departmental  plan  to  glean  new  ideas  for  presenting  mathematical  ideas. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

A  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  science  department  include  articulation 
days,  in  school  activities,  and  professional  development. 

Thomas  Burbridge  and  Evelyn  Hardiman  served  as  the  mentor  of  Marie  Plunket,  a 
practicum  student  teacher  from  Framingham  State  College.  Ms.  Plunket  student- 
taught  biology  during  the  first  semester.  Paul  Frost,  Science  Department 
Chair,  attended  monthly  meetings  of  ASDHAM,  participated  in  curriculum 
development  for  the  advanced  placement  chemistry  curriculum,  and  attended  the 
annual  meeting.  Joyce  Gleason  attended  regular  meetings  of  the  Mass  Biology 
Teachers  Roundtable  and  was  a  presenter  at  the  NSTA  and  the  MASS  conventions. 

Articulation  between  the  elementary,  junior  high  school,  and  the  high  school 
to  attempt  to  set  the  foundations  for  a  K-12  science  curriculum  has  occurred. 
This  will  be  a  major  goal  of  the  science  department  for  the  upcoming  school 
year . 

At  the  annual  awards  assembly  87  underclass  students  received  Achievements 
Awards  in  the  areas  of  Biology,  Chemistry,  Earth  Science,  and  Physics.  The 
Dino  Fiore  and  Everett  Learnard  Science  Awards,  were  presented  to  graduating 
seniors  Amy  Goss  and  Michael  McCarthy. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

This  annual  report  of  the  social  Studies  Department  will  outline  the  many 
achievements  and  activities  of  department  members  over  the  last  year. 

In  September,  1993,  the  spotlight  Program  began  at  Bentley  College.  Mrs. 
Reilley,  once  again,  has  been  active  in  recruiting,  planning,  participating 
in  the  program  and  arranging  transportation  for  Norwood  Senior  High  students. 
This  year,  twelve  students  from  our  high  school  benefited  from  this  program. 

Mrs.  Reilley  continues  to  serve  a  Vice-Chairperson  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association  committee  for  law-related  education.  Mrs.  Reilley  was  also 
elected  President  of  the  South  Shore  Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  Under 
her  supervision  nine  Norwood  students  participated  in  Law-Day  activities  held 
at  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court  on  May  6 . 

Mid-term  exams  were  given  in  January,  1994,  and  were  evaluated  for  the  seventh 
consecutive  year  according  to  the  department  assessment  standards.  The  staff 
continues  to  analyze  and  evaluate  the  results  of  these  tests  with  respect  to 
stated  goals  and  objectives  as  outlined  in  the  curriculum  guides  provided  for 
each  course. 

In  January,  Mr.  MacDonough  took  nineteen  seniors  to  Framingham  State  College 
to  participate  in  the  Massachusetts  State  History  Conference.  At  the  same 
time  he  chaired  a  panel  discussion  on  Soviet  History. 

In  February,  1994,  the  Social  Studies  Department  commemorated  Black  History 
Month  by  presenting  an  assembly  featuring  Mrs.  Delores  Staton,  former 
department  head  in  foreign  languages  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School .  Mrs . 
Staton's  theme  was  entitled  "My  Perspectives."  In  addition  to  this  assembly, 
a  series  of  presentations  on  famous  black  Americans  was  done  on  cable  TV  for 
the  student  body  and  the  community  at  large.  The  Art  Department  and  the 
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Library  cooperated  by  providing  displays  throughout  the  building  relating  to 
black  history. 

In  March,  Mrs.  Reilley  coordinated  a  school-wide  program  on  the  life  of  Amelia 
Earhart  in  commemoration  of  Womens'  History  Month. 

Again  this  year,  the  department,  in  its  efforts  to  encourage  students  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  government,  organized  a  Student  Town  Government  Day. 
Prior  to  the  April  vacation,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshman  students  held  an 
election  for  positions  in  town  government.  Town  Government  Day  was  May  18, 
1994,  and  students  who  had  won  office  or  who  had  an  appointed  position  spent 
the  day  with  their  respective  officials  gaining  insights  into  the  workings  of 
town  government.  Teachers  responsible  for  the  success  of  this  day  were  Mr. 
Giles  Parker  and  Mr.  Stephen  Shinnick,  members  of  the  Student  Town  Government 
Day  Committee. 

This  spring,  the  department  held  a  number  of  tests  to  determine  the  most 
outstanding  scholars  currently  studying  history  and  other  social  studies 
courses.  The  winners  of  the  1994  history  awards  are  as  follows:  United  States 
History  Medal,  Tony  Susi;  American  History  Award,  Burak  Alsan;  Sophomore 
History  Award,  Sarah  Minkin;  Freshman  History  Award,  Paul  DeGeorge;  National 
Women's  History  Month  Essay  Contest,  Lee  Goldstein. 

The  economics  classes  continue  to  participate  in  the  Junior  Achievement 
Program  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Giles  Parker.  This  year,  the  following 
professionals  were  Junior  Achievement  advisors:  Mr.  Frank  Daley,  Northrop 
Corporation;  Mr.  Stephen  Skoglung,  Bank  of  Boston;  Ms.  Karen  Chalker,  Junior 
Achievement . 

The  following  is  a  list  of  speakers  who  have  addressed  our  classes  during  the 
school  year:  Alice  Salemme  of  the  Young  Mothers  Program;  State  Representative 
John  Rogers;  Tim  Ahearn,  Esq.,  Law  Day;  Michael  Reilley,  Esq.,  Teacher  for  a 
Day;  John  Huyler,  FBI  Agent;  Det.  Sgt.  Brooks,  Search  and  Seizure  Issues; 
Officer  Kelly,  Positive  Influence  Program  Visit;  Officer  Borroni,  Career  Week; 
Sheldon  Stern,  JFK  Library  -  Cuban  Missile  Crisis;  Bill  Ryle,  Group  Dynamics 
of  Special  Forces;  Michael  Smeglin,  Forensics  Lab  Experiments,  and  Ted 
Mulvehill,  Teacher  for  a  Day  Program. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  thirty-five  students  took  the  A.P.  test  in  American 
History  and  seventeen  students  took  the  A.P.  test  in  European  History,  a 
significant  percentage  of  the  students  enrolled  in  these  courses  and  a 
substantial  increase  over  1993. 

The  department  hosted  several  student  observers  from  surrounding  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  year.  These  students  were  enriched  by  observing 
many  of  the  professionals  in  the  social  studies  department.  Two  student 
teachers  spent  twelve  weeks  teaching  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  MacDonough, 
Mr.  Toll,  and  Mr.  Smelstor. 

I  am  pleased  to  write  that  the  department  has  acquired  more  than  a  dozen  new 
professional  videos  and  an  equal  number  of  new  titles  for  the  library  to 
augment  our  collection. 

Over  150  students  participated  in  field  trips  to  Dedham  District  Court  and  the 
Norwood  Police  facilities.  More  than  300  students  viewed  the  film  Schindler ' s 
Li?t  in  connection  with  their  Western  Civilization,  European  and  American 
History  classes. 

This  year,  three  department  members  have  been  honored  for  their  dedication  and 
devotion  to  their  respective  disciplines:  Mrs.  Margaret  Reilley  was  named 
"Superior  Teacher  of  Law-Related  Education"  by  the  Norfolk  County  Bar 
Association.  She  was  also  one  of  fifty  teachers  chosen  nationally  to 
participate  in  the  Legacy  Partnership  Program. 
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Mr.  Giles  Parker  was  named  Girls'  Basketball  "Coach  of  the  Year." 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  MacDonough  presented  two  seminars  on  Japanese  History  and 
Culture.  The  first  was  at  the  National  Honor  Society  State  Leadership 
Conference  at  Holy  Cross  College,  Worcester,  and  the  second  at  the  Twenty- 
Fifth  Northeast  Regional  Council  on  the  Social  Studies  in  Boston.  He  also 
served  as  a  judge  for  the  Southeast  Regional  History  Day  and  the  Massachusetts 
History  Day  contests.  In  April,  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Social  Studies. 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Ralph  Toran  and  Mr.  Roderick  Smith  for  their  continued 
support  and  assistance.

NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  September,  1993,  we  welcomed  797  students  to  the  Norwood  Junior  High 
School.  The  academic  year  started  off,  as  usual,  at  a  quick  pace  with  the 
administering  of  the  California  Achievement  Tests  to  grade  7.  This  is  the 
second  time  we  assessed  the  seventh  grade  with  the  C.A.T.'s  and  were  very 
pleased  with  the  results. 

Two  teachers  from  our  Mathematics  Department  continued  their  participation  in 
a  yearlong  National  Science  Foundation  Grant,  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Faye 
Roupp,  on  teaching  pre-algebra  and  algebra  concepts  to  more  students  in  grades 
7  and  8,  respectively.  Eileen  Heneberry  and  Allan  Whitty  found  the  program, 
which  met  every  other  Thursday  from  8:00-12:00,  exciting  and  challenging. 
Most  importantly,  they  brought  back  many  of  the  innovative  ideas  to  their 
classes.  All  mathematics  teachers  in  grades  7  and  8  have  now  participated  in 
the  program  with  Ms.  Ruopp.  In  addition,  a  mathematics  committee  has  been 
established  between  junior  and  senior  high  school  staff,  chaired  by  Louis 
Buscone,  Director  of  Computers  and  former  Head  of  the  Mathematics  Department 
at  our  senior  high.  As  a  result  of  this  committee,  junior  and  senior  high 
staff  have  developed  an  exchange  program  to  better  appreciate  and  understand 
the  issues  at  each  level.  In  addition,  we  have  decided  to  offer  an 
Introduction  to  Algebra  Course  to  the  majority  of  eighth  graders  beginning  in 
the  fall  of  1994.  This  program,  which  will  continue  at  the  senior  high  in 
1995,  will  attempt  to  provide  a  mastery  of  algebra  for  these  students. 

Our  Drug  and  Alcohol  Free  School  Program,  in  which  students  agree  not  to  use 
alcohol  or  drugs  and,  in  exchange,  receive  a  card  entitling  them  to  discounts 
from  merchants  continued  this  year. 

We  continued  our  highly  successful  "Citizen  of  the  Month  Program"  which 
recognized  6th,  7th,  and  8th  graders  who  make  positive  contributions  to  our 
school.  Also,  under  the  direction  of  Ann  Keegan,  a  peer  counselling  program, 
developed  two  years  ago,  was  presented  to  all  students  by  juniors  from  our 
senior  high  school .  This  year  the  program  was  expanded  to  include  peer 
counselling  on  A.I.D.S.  awareness.  In  addition,  an  excellent  assembly 
sponsored  by  the  Health  Grant  from  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  dealt 
with  how  advertising  affects  teenagers. 

Other  annual  events  this  year  were  Spelling  Bee,  the  National  Geographic 
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Geography  Bee  and  our  School  Book  Fair,  which  raised  over  $800  for  our  library. 

We  have  completed  the  third  year  where  all  grades  are  involved  in  required 
summer  reading.  It  is  a  highly  successful  program  and  will  be  revised  and 
updated  by  staff  when  needed. 

I  met  with  every  team  in  grades  6,  7  and  8  and  stressed  the  need  to  respect 
other  students  and  the  property  of  others. 

A  Multicultural  Committee  continued  this  year,  and  I  am  extremely  pleased  at 
the  programs  and  activities  developed  by  this  group  which  included:  Rosemarie 
DeRosa,  Chair;  Alice  Axelrod,  School  Psychologist;  Sharon  Steih,  Physical 
Education  teacher;  Susan  Benson,  Sixth  Grade  teacher;  William  O'Brien,  Social 
Studies  Department  Head;  Margaret  Ransom,  Reading  teacher;  and  Doris  Howard, 
Fine  Arts  Department  Head.  Speakers  for  students  and  staff  were  invited  to 
the  junior  high  including  Dr.  Vanderpol,  who  spoke  on  the  Holocaust. 

LANGUAGE  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Language  Arts  Department  enjoyed  a  productive  year.  The  curriculum 
continues  to  be  fundamentally  sound.  This  year  marks  the  second  full  year  of 
the  implementation  of  our  own  school -based  assessment  test.  The  writing 
component  has  been  completed  and  scored;  however,  the  results  have  not  been 
analyzed  as  of  this  writing.  We  are  pleased,  though,  with  the  overall  quality 
of  the  students'  writing.  When  analysis  is  finished,  we  will  be  able  to 
determine  areas  of  weakness  to  focus  on  for  next  year  and  compare  the  results 
with  those  of  last  year.  The  remainder  of  the  test  will  be  given  in  mid- June. 

Our  department  also  gave  great  attention  to  preparing  our  eighth-grade 
students  for  the  biennial  State  Assessment  Test,  focusing  particularly  on  the 
area  of  open-ended  questions.  We  expect  that  our  students  will  have  done  well 
when  the  results  are  made  known  in  the  fall. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  continues  to  be  successful.  One  title  was  deleted; 
we  will  discuss  replacing  it  with  another  choice.  Most  importantly,  the  tests 
given  in  September  indicate  that  the  vast  majority  of  our  students  take  the 
program  seriously  and  perform  well. 

The  Department  oversaw  many  varied  activities  this  past  year.  In  our  annual 
Spelling  Contest,  Scott  Clinton  was  the  school  champion  and  represented  our 
school  in  the  Patriot  Ledger  contest  in  April.  Also,  the  department  organized 
the  annual  seventh  grade  trip  to  A  CHRISTMAS  CAROL  at  the  North  Shore  Theater 
in  Beverly.  Lastly,  our  yearly  Writing  Contest  is  currently  in  progress.  A 
winner  in  each  grade  will  be  declared  in  mid-June  and  will  be  recognized  at 
our  Awards  Assembly. 

Finally,  we  welcomed  Doris  Claypool  to  our  department  this  year  as  our  new 
Study  Skills  teacher.  Mrs.  Claypool  quickly  won  the  respect  of  both  students 
and  teachers  for  her  fine  work  in  the  classroom. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

In  what  have  become  annual  events,  a  number  of  students  participated  in 
different  mathematics  contests.  Over  200  students  were  involved  in  the 
Continental  Mathematics  League,  with  one  of  our  sixth  grade  students,  Jay 
Pendse,  being  a  regional  winner.  Approximately  the  same  number  of  students 
also  participated  in  the  New  England  Mathematics  League.  Both  of  these 
involved  students  from  all  three  grades.  For  the  first  time,  some  of  our 
eighth  graders  participated  in  a  national  algebra  contest. 

Two  mathematics  teachers,  Mrs.  Eileen  Heneberry  and  Mr.  Allan  Whitty, 
participated  in  the  second  of  a  three-year  program  at  the  Educational 
Development  Center  in  Newton.  This  program's  main  focus  is  increasing  the 
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algebra  experiences  of  middle  school  students  in  light  of  the  increased 
emphasis  placed  on  teaching  algebra  by  the  national  standards. 

In  fact,  in  attempting  to  respond  to  the  current  trend  towards  more  algebra 
at  the  middle  school  level,  we  are  adjusting  our  curriculum  next  year.  The 
most  significant  aspect  of  this  will  be  in  the  eighth  grade  where  more  students 
will  be  experiencing  more  algebra.  This  will  be  done  with  a  new  course, 
Introduction  to  Algebra. 

Last  summer  Mr.  Decareau,  along  with  Mrs.  Regan  from  our  guidance  staff, 
attended  a  workshop  at  Smith  College  called  Current  Students /Future  Scientists 
and  Engineers.  The  focus  of  this  workshop  was  on  encouraging  more  young  women 
into  more  math  and  science  courses  during  high  school  and  beyond.  A  plan  was 
prepared  to  have  successful  women  in  math-  and  science-related  occupations 
come  and  talk  to  our  students  as  both  informative  adults  and  positive  role 
models.  This  summer  two  senior  high  school  teachers,  one  math  and  one  science, 
are  going  to  attend  this  workshop. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  science  curriculum  has  remained  consistent  with  its  emphasis  being  placed 
upon  hands-on  laboratory  experiences. 

The  seventh  grade  students  study  Life  Science  in  the  non-accelerated  level  and 
Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.)  in  the  accelerated  program.  In  the 
eighth  grade  program,  the  accelerated  students  elect  Earth  Science,  whereas 
the  non-accelerated  course  is  Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.) . 
Learning  by  "hands-on"  experimentation  is  emphasized  allowing  students  to 
become  involved  with  the  process  of  the  scientific  method  thus  leading  to  a 
better  appreciation  of  the  subject  matter  while  preparing  them  to  be 
scientifically  literate. 

To  better  prepare  our  eighth  grade  students  for  the  Massachusetts  Educational 
Assessment  test  (M.E.A.P.)  administered  this  spring,  a  mini  unit  on  earth 
science  was  taught  to  all  Grade  8  Introductory  Physical  Science  (I.P.S.) 
students,  and  a  mini  unit  in  Life  Science  was  taught  to  the  accelerated  Grade 
8  Earth  Science  students.  This  year  in  Grade  7  one  life  science  class  (Mr. 
Lauzon's)  piloted  a  textbook  having  an  integrated  approach  to  science,  using 
it  in  parallel  with  the  current  life  science  text. 

Our  staff  worked  throughout  the  year  to  acquire  professional  development  hours 
toward  meeting  their  state  mandated  requirements  in  this  area.  All  members 
of  the  department  attended  one  or  two  after  school  presentations  regarding  new 
textbooks  or  curricula.  In  October,  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Stanton  attended  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Science  Teachers  (M.A.S.T.)  convention  at 
Framingham  State  College.  In  May  Mrs.  Hill  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Science  Supervisors  (M.A.S.S.)  convention  in  Marlboro.  Mr. 
Robert  Baker  received,  training  on  I.B.M.  computers  in  October  of  1993  and 
integrated  their  use  into  several  of  his  classes  during  the  first  two  terms. 
Mrs.  Hill  continued  her  co-sponsoring  of  the  S.T.I.M.S  (Students  Interested 
in  Mathematics  and  Science)  club  which  met  monthly.  This  year's  membership 
was  comprised  of  any  interested  seventh  grade  students.  Two  Eisenhower  grants 
helped  to  defray  costs  for  manipulatives ,  career  materials,  and  other 
expenses.  The  membership  participated  with  the  club  sponsors  in  an  inservice 
presentation  for  Norwood  elementary  school  teachers,  as  well  as  an  open  house 
evening  for  interested  sixth  graders  and  their  parents /guardians . 

The  science  staff  of  the  junior  high  school  met  on  one  occasion  with  the  senior 
high  science  staff,  elementary  science  center  staff,  and  elementary  staff  (2) 
to  begin  a  K-12  articulation  focusing  on  the  scope  and  sequence  of  the  science 
curriculum. 

Mrs.  Hill  continues  her  efforts  in  reducing  gender  bias  in  science  and  was  a 
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co-presenter  at  the  spring  meeting  in  May  of  the  M.A.S.C.D.  (Massachusetts 
Association  of  Supervision  Curriculum  Development)  at  Bridgewater  State 
College  giving  this  presentation  as  a  Peter  Farrelly  award  recipient.  In 
November,  1993,  Mrs.  Hill  participated  in  a  session  for  the  1993  Project  SEED 
members  at  Northeastern  University,  as  part  of  her  follow-up  requirements  to 
the  N.S.F.  Project  SEED  summer  program  of  July  1993. 

Two  of  our  staff  members  (Mr.  Baker  and  Mrs.  Hill)  attended  a  Teacher's  Night 
at  the  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston  to  assess  and  familiarize  themselves  with 
the  museum's  educational  resources.  Mr.  Lauzon  attended  several  sessions  on 
understanding  hyperactive  students  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Hospital. 

In  the  area  of  science-related  field  trips--one  sixth  grade  team  (Princeton) 
visited  the  Museum  of  Science  in  the  fall  of  1993.  In  May,  one  eighth  grade 
team  (Lions)  visited  the  New  England  Aquarium  and  the  new  Everglades  exhibit 
along  with  visiting  at  another  time  the  National  Seashore  Site  in  Eastham, 
Massachusetts,  where  science  activities  were  pursued.  On  June  1  the 
S.T.I.M.S.  membership  participated  in  a  hands-on  problem-solving  session  at 
the  Museum  of  Science,  generously  funded  by  Analog  Devices  of  Norwood. 

Many  sixth  graders  representing  all  of  the  teams  participated  in  a  Science 
Sleuths  activity  sponsored  by  the  Jimmy  Fund.  A  total  of  $992.84  in 
contributions  was  presented  to  the  Jimmy  Fund  on  behalf  of  the  participating 
students.  Several  sixth  grade  students  submitted  science  related  poems  to  the 
Massachusetts  Science  Poetry  contest.  Several  seventh  grade  classes  attended 
a  presentation  by  Ms.  Wendy  Snyder  of  the  U.S.  Navy,  the  focus  of  which  was 
science/math  careers  in  the  Navy.  In  May,  Ms.  Meg  Tabascko  of  the  M.W.R.A. 
(Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority)  presented  a  program  titled  "Down  the 
Drain"  to  several  other  seventh  grade  classes.  In  October,  all  seventh  grade 
classes  attended  presentations,  given  by  Ms.  Marcia  Estabrook,  depicting  Marie 
Curie-  her  life  and  contributions  to  science.  Students  did  research  prior  to 
the  presentation  in  order  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  content  more  fully. 
In  May  all  seventh  graders  attended  the  annual  World  of  Snakes  assembly  with 
its  focus  on  live  animals--primarily  snakes. 

Future  plans  include  the  preparation  of  open-ended  questions  for  assessment 
purposes  by  several  members  of  the  science  staff. 

The  1993-94  school  year  saw  two  new  appointments/reassignments  within  the 
science  department.  Mr.  William  Mazurek,  Science  Department  Head  since  1969, 
retired  in  June.  In  August,  Mrs.  Irene  Hill,  a  teacher  in  the  department  since 
1968,  was  appointed  as  Science  Department  Head.  Mrs.  Sandra  Stanton  was 
appointed  as  a  science  teacher  on  the  seventh  grade  Celtics  team. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  Social  Studies  Department  course  curriculum  for  1993-1994  included 
teaching  World  Geography  and  cultures  to  7th  graders  and  U.S.  History  to  8th 
graders.  Within  those  courses,  the  department  has  tried  to  be  as  innovative 
as  possible  by  incorporating  programs  to  meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of 
students  and  the  expanding  role  of  education  today.  Some  of  those  programs, 
as  well  as  other  activities  that  the  students  were  exposed  to  within  the  Social 
Studies  Program,  will  be  listed  in  this  report. 

In  terms  of  staff  changes,  Mr.  Mark  Breen  filled  in  beautifully  for  Richard 
Giordano  who  was  ill  and  did  not  return  until  January.  Christopher  Armour  is 
a  second  year  teacher  who  has  been  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  staff. 
Veteran  teachers  Alvin  Crowell  and  Mary  King  continue  to  do  a  fine  job. 

As  the  year  began,  the  department  reviewed  assessment  test  scores  of  the 
previous  year  and  determined  which  areas  showed  weakness.  The  department, 
throughout  the  year,  has  put  special  emphasis  on  those  areas  and  has  had 
numerous  meetings  to  update  and  change  certain  questions  on  the  assessment 
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test.  Teachers  in  the  department  set  as  our  goal  to  put  more  emphasis  on 
writing  and  analytical  skill,  reports  and  research  work.  The  department  is 
always  stressing  character,  values,  responsibility,  concern  and  respect  for 
others,  using  examples  throughout  history  of  people  who  have  risen  above  the 
crowd . 

Department  members  attended  various  conferences  to  upgrade  our  teaching 
methods.  Mr.  Crowell  and  I  attended  a  two-day  "Facing  History"  conference  in 
Brookline  in  December  in  order  to  incorporate  the  holocaust,  multiculturalism 
and  the  issue  of  prejudice  into  our  curriculum.  Also,  Mr.  Crowell,  Mr.  Armour 
and  Mr.  Giordano  attended  various  conferences  dealing  with  the  geography 
curriculum  and  U.S.  History.  I  also  met  with  a  gentleman  from  Northrop 
Corporation  with  the  goal  of  incorporating  into  the  curriculum  their  program 
of  "Responsibility  in  the  Work  Place." 

The  following  are  some  of  the  other  programs  that  are  a  regular  part  of  the 
Social  Studies  curricula: 

1.  Collaboration  between  the  Social  Studies  and  English  Departments 
on  teaching  the  American  Revolution  -  e.g.  assigned  report  topics 
related  to  the  American  Revolution  with  both  departments  analyzing 
content  and  grammar;  related  English  reading  on  Johnny  Tremain, 
etc . 

2.  A  follow-up  8th  grade  all  day  trip  (8:30  a.m.-7:30  p.m.)  to 
Lexington-Concord  and  Boston;  meeting  our  state  Representative  and 
Senator  and  visiting  numerous  historic  sights. 

3.  Assembly  "Franklin  Alive"  where  Ben  Franklin  spent  the  day  with 
the  students. 

4.  Daily  news  reports  in  all  classes;  students  divided  into  news 
teams  and  quizzed  weekly. 

5.  Students  participated  in  a  Women's  History  Month  Essay  contest  and 
a  Boston  Herald  sponsored  writing  contest  with  one  of  our  students 
among  numerous  winners . 

6.  A  two-week  unit  for  both  7th  and  8th  graders  on  the  Holocaust, 
propaganda,  prejudice  and  multiculturalism  featuring  materials, 
eyewitness  accounts,  and  films  provided  in  cooperation  with 
"Facing  History." 

7.  Holocaust  speaker  -  Dr.  Maurice  Vanderpol 

8.  Classroom  group  discussions  on  prejudice  and  treating  people  with 
respect  in  conjunction  with  the  "World  of  Difference"  program. 

9.  Unit  on  the  role  of  Martin  Luther  King  and  the  Civil  Rights  era. 

10.  Follow-up  films  for  8th  graders:  "Long  Walk  Home"  (Montgomery  Bus 
Boycott)  and,  later,  showing  of  "Glory"  during  our  unit  on  the 
Civil  War.  This  film  depicts  the  exploits  of  the  54th 
Massachusetts  Regiment,  the  first  Black  regiment  in  the  Civil  War. 

11.  Essay  and  Poem  contest  on  Multiculturalism  -  8th  graders. 

12.  Extended  units  on  slavery,  the  Native-Americans  and  immigrants. 

13.  Poster  contest  on  multiculturalism  for  7th  graders. 

14.  Extended  unit  on  Government  as  part  of  the  8th  grade  U.S.  History 
curriculum. 
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15.  Annual  8th  grade  four-day  Washington,  D.C.,  trip. 

16.  8th  grade  trip  to  J.F.K.  Library  where  students  were  supplied  by 
library  personnel  with  questions  to  research. 

17.  7th  grade  historical  trolley  trip  of  Boston. 

18.  7th  grade  Battleship  Cove  trip  and  related  research  questions. 

19.  Norwood  policemen  speaking  in  class  on  issues  related  to 
youngsters  and  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Social  Studies  department  is  trying  to  work  within  a  limited  budget  to 
replace  older  textbooks,  especially  in  World  Geography.  We  will  need  to 
replace  older  U.S.  History  texts  in  the  near  future.  The  textbook  situation 
is  presently  in  good  shape.  The  department  is  also  gradually  building  a  film 
library  by  taping  television  documentaries. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  organized  several  activities  to  heighten 
students'  cultural  awareness  and  enhance  their  language  skills.  In  May,  43 
eighth  graders  journeyed  to  Quebec  City  where  they  spent  three  nights  in  the 
Chateau  Frontenac.  New  to  the  Spanish  program  this  year,  43  eighth  grade 
Spanish  students  enjoyed  three  days  of  sightseeing  in  New  York  City. 

Day  trips  to  Boston  were  also  organized  by  the  Foreign  Language  Department. 
To  help  students  develop  a  better  awareness  and  understanding  of  the  world 
around  them,  the  Language  Department  invited  all  seventh  graders  to 
participate  in  a  multi-cultural  extravaganza  held  at  the  Bayside  Expo's 
"International  Festival".  Eighth  graders  attended  French  and  Spanish 
performances  of  Moliere's  Le  Malade  Imaainaire  and  Calderon's  Mananas  de  Abril 
Y  Mavo  at  the  Berklee  Performance  Center. 

Students  and  staff  observed  Foreign  Language  Week  in  March.  Posters,  mystery 
voice  and  trivia  contests  highlighted  the  week's  activities.  The  Language 
Department  hosted  a  breakfast  of  "Churros  y  Chocolate"  for  the  winning 
homeroom  in  each  grade . 

In  the  area  of  professional  development,  Miss  Hellas  Assad  and  Mrs.  Yvette 
Parks  attended  the  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association  Conference  held 
in  Sturbridge  and  also  a  special  workshop  given  by  the  well-known  Foreign 
Language  educator,  Conrad  Schmitt.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Parks  presented 
workshops  on  "Teaching  for  Proficiency"  to  the  Foreign  Language  staff  at 
Framingham  High  School,  Silver  Lake  Regional  High  School  and  Sedwick  Middle 
School  in  Hartford,  CT. 

Thirteen  eighth  grade  students  received  awards  on  the  National  French  Exam 
this  year.  Norwood  has  achieved  top  honors  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year. 
Peenesh  Shah  took  first  place  in  Massachusetts,  second  in  New  England  and 
fourth  in  the  nation.  Eve  Nicolaou  and  Nicholas  Stepanek  placed  second  in 
Eastern  Massachusetts,  sixth  in  New  England  and  eighth  on  the  national  level. 
Gregory  Zavracky,  Benjamin  Ewing  and  Joseph  DaSilva  ranked  third  in  Eastern 
Massachusetts  and  seventh  in  New  England.  Thomas  Young  received  fourth  place 
in  Eastern  Massachusetts  and  eighth  in  New  England.  Tied  for  fifth  place  in 
Eastern  Massachusetts  were:  Alison  McCarthy,  James  Aborn,  Timothy  Scott  and 
Sarah  Rabbitt.  Michelle  Bradbury  placed  sixth  and  Erin  Cahalane  ranked  eighth 
in  the  state.  Felicitations  to  all. 

Ten  students  competed  on  the  National  Spanish  Exam  held  in  March.  Sarah 
Gazillo  received  the  highest  score  for  the  school  and  was  awarded  an  honorable 
mention  plaque  for  her  fine  achievement. 
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The  Language  Department  extends  very  warm  wishes  to  its  dear  colleague,  Mrs. 
Sally  Peter,  for  a  happy  retirement. 

CAREER  EDUCATION 

With  the  introduction  of  the  trimester  program  we  are  now  meeting  the  needs 
of  all  students.  Our  trimester  curriculum  now  includes  every  boy  and  girl  in 
grades  seven  and  eight.  It  evolves  around  three  (3)  twelve  week  cycles.  In 
grade  seven  all  students  take  electricity,  printing  and  clothing.  In  the 
eighth  grade  all  students  take  basic  woodworking,  metal  work  and  foods 
classes . 

All  curricula  are  exploratory  in  concepts  and  related  carry-overs. 

The  three  instructors  involved  feel  the  program  has  worked  well  and  look  upon 
its  results  as  successful. 


ART  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Junior  High  Art  Department.  Naoko 
Suzuki,  our  intern  from  Japan,  finished  up  her  9 -month  program  with  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  at  the  Junior  High.  Banners  of  peace  and  friendship, 
written  in  eight  languages,  hung  in  the  front  lobby  during  the  month  of 
December.  A  "PEACE  TREE"  was  decorated  with  origami  ornaments  made  by  the 
students.  Naoko  literally  touched  all  in  the  school  when,  on  January  13th, 
every  student  made  and  wore  a  "School  Spirit"  headband  with  their  team  name 
written  in  Japanese  characters.  During  February  and  March,  the  School 
Committee  Room  at  the  Willett  School  was  a  gallery  of  art  work  and  cultural 
information  accumulated  during  her  stay.  Naoko  will  be  missed  by  all  who  knew 
and  worked  with  her. 

April,  1994,  marked  the  20th  Annual  K-12  Art  Exhibit  in  Norwood!  Works  from 
over  80  students  at  the  Junior  High  level  alone  were  on  display. 

Our  Computer-In-The-Art-Room-Program  is  now  underway  with  students  in  all 
grades  working  on  computer  graphics  lessons.  The  May  School  Committee  Room 
exhibit  was  a  display  of  art  graphics  from  grades  K-8. 

Several  competitions  were  entered  by  our  students  this  school  year:  ART  BY 
KIDS  at  the  Wang  Center;  Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission  Poster 
Contest  (Colleen  Parks  won  third  place) ;  the  44th  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Awards 
(Ian  Fuentes  won  an  Honorable  Mention) ;  and  the  Boston  Water  Resources  Poster 
Competition. 

No  one  on  the  way  to  the  Junior  High  could  miss  the  "rainbow  colored  children" 
that  decorate  the  front  of  the  Hawes  Pool  bath  house.  Art  students,  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Howard,  head  of  the  Art  Department,  painted  the  mural  as 
part  of  a  group  effort  with  the  South  Norwood  Beautification  Committee. 

In  June  art  students  will  repaint  the  mural  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
Cottage  Streets.  The  new  painting's  theme  was  selected  by  our  Multicultural 
Committee  from  a  winning  student  poster  design. 

The  colorful  "balloons"  hanging  from  the  ceiling  in  the  I.M.C.  are  poster 
designs  promoting  good  reading.  Three  years  ago  they  were  created  by  all  the 
sixth  graders.  In  June  they  will  be  replaced  by  "tee  shirt"  designs  made  by 
our  current  sixth  grade  class  and  will  hang  for  the  next  three  years.  June  is 
also  the  month  for  our  fourth  annual  exhibit  of  stamp  designs  by  seventh 
graders  to  be  on  display  at  the  Norwood  Post  Office. 
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HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Physical  Education  classes  worked  closely  with  the  after  school  intramural 
programs  by  introducing  many  of  their  activities  in  class.  A  wide  variety  of 
co-educational  activities  proved  to  be  the  norm  rather  than  the  exception. 

Once  again,  the  bus  evacuation  drills  were  conducted  through  the  Physical 
Education  classes.  For  the  past  two  years,  these  drills  have  been  conducted 
twice  a  year  -  once  in  the  fall  and  once  in  the  spring. 

The  Postural  Screening  Tests  were  also  conducted  in  the  Physical  Education 
classes . 

Students  in  all  three  grades  participated  in  the  "Fitness  Challenge",  which 
was  introduced  in  1991,  and  has  gradually  expanded  as  the  interest  level  has 
increased.  This  past  year  the  unit  was  expanded  to  include  some  fitness 
activities  in  the  spring  session,  due  in  large  part  to  the  high  interest  level 
of  the  students. 

Conventional  units  such  as  football,  field  hockey,  basketball,  volleyball, 
tennis,  track  and  softball,  as  well  as  many  others,  are  still  enthusiastically 
enjoyed  by  our  students. 

The  Health  Program  continues  to  be  challenged  to  remain  up-to-date  with  so 
many  new  areas  of  change  taking  place  in  the  health  field. 

The  system  wide  Health  Program  addresses  a  full  approach  to  the  chief  areas 
of  concern  during  each  current  school  year,  and,  as  in  the  past  at  the  junior 
high  level,  such  units  as  first  aid,  nutrition,  fitness,  drugs  and  AIDS 
receive  the  most  emphasis. 

Working  with  a  limited  number  of  classes,  and  these  often  being  missed  due  to 
articulation  days,  in-service  meetings,  team  and  subject  field  trips,  guidance 
testing,  music  rehearsals,  assemblies  and  Aspire  classes,  our  students  are 
required  to  work  very  hard  to  complete  the  curriculum. 

This  is  a  difficult  task  for  both  students  and  teachers,  and  they  must  work 
in  a  co-operative  effort,  as  this  situation  has  escalated  over  the  past  three 
years . 


GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  counselors  registered  51  new  students: 

20  in  grade  6, 

17  in  grade  7,  and 
14  in  grade  8. 

There  were  37  students  who  transferred  out  of  the  system: 

16  from  grade  6, 

12  from  grade  7,  and 
9  from  grade  8 . 

The  Guidance  Department  continues  to  upgrade  the  5th  grade  orientation  to  the 
junior  high  school.  The  program  incorporates  a  current  video  of  the  school 
highlighting  the  programs  and  showing  present  6th  grade  students  in  classes 
going  through  a  regular  school  day.  The  video  was  updated  by  Mr.  John  Tolman, 
the  audio  visual  specialist  from  Norwood  High  School.  Also  included  are  a 
tour  of  the  building  and  a  classroom  visitation.  We  believe  this  greatly 
assists  the  5th  graders  in  their  transition  from  the  elementary  schools  to  the 
junior  high.  The  counselors  follow  up  this  program  with  a  visit  to  each 
elementary  school  to  answer  questions  from  the  5th  graders.  Fifth  grade 
teachers  meet  with  the  counselors  to  share  information  that  will  assist  the 
counselors  in  their  work  with  the  students.

REPORT  OF  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


The  California  Achievement  Tests  and  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills  were 
administered  to  students  in  grades  6  and  7  on  October  19  -  25.  October  27  was 
a  make-up  day  for  students  who  missed  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills.  The  tests 
were  administered  in  the  cafeteria.  The  students  were  very  cooperative. 
Results  were  explained  to  the  students. 

Mr.  John  Hartshorn  represents  the  department  on  the  Faculty  Advisory  Board. 
Mr.  Richard  Dunn  continues  to  represent  the  junior  high  school  on  the  Board 
of  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Education  Consortium  which  meets  bi-monthly  at  NORCAP. 
The  entire  department  attended  a  workshop  presented  by  the  New  England  College 
Board  Testing  Service  in  Waltham  on  March  14.  The  Citizen  of  the  Month 
Program,  chaired  by  Mr.  Maher,  is  in  its  third  year  of  recognizing  students 
for  their  involvement  in,  and  commitment  to,  excellence. 

Mrs.  Regan  attended  a  summer  workshop  at  Smith  College  entitled  Current 
Students/Future  Scientists  and  Engineers.  As  a  follow-up  to  the  summer 

program,  Mrs.  Regan  arranged  for  two  guest  speakers  for  Grade  7  classes - 

Wendy  Snyder,  Construction  Engineering  Aide,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  Meg  Tabacsko  of 
the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority.  Mrs.  Regan  also  continues  to  be 
one  of  the  advisors  of  the  STIMS  club. 

Programming  for  the  94-95  school  year  began  with  the  January  25  Guidance  Night 
presentation  to  parents;  meetings  with  5th  grade  teachers;  assemblies  with 
6th,  7th,  and  8th  grade  students;  and  individual  conferences  with  each  student 
completed  the  schedule. 

The  counselors  have  met  throughout  the  year  with  individual  students  to  review 
both  progress  reports  and  term  grades.  Individual  meetings  with  parents, 
counselors  from  outside  agencies,  and  case  workers  from  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  have  been  ongoing.  Daily  homework  sheets,  weekly  progress 
reports,  and  arranging  for  parent  meetings  with  Team  teachers  were  continuous. 


On  November  2,  a  presentation  was  arranged  for  our  eighth  grade  students*  to 
hear  about  course  offerings  at  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  High  School. 
Students  interested  in  their  programs  toured  Blue  Hills  on  November  23.  The 
guidance  counselors  from  Norwood  High  School  met  with  the  8th  grade  students 
at  the  Junior  High  on  February  8  to  discuss  curriculum  and  course  offerings 
available  at  Norwood  High  School.  The  students  went  to  the  high  school  on 
June  9  for  an  orientation  program. 


The  guidance  department  coordinated  and  administered  the  Massachusetts 
Educational  Assessment  Program  for  grade  8  students.  The  testing  program 
began  on  Tuesday,  March  22.  The  results  are  expected  in  the  Fall.  Individual 
student  scores  will  not  be  available.  Further,  members  of  the  department 
administered  and  proctored  both  the  National  French  Exam  and  the  National 
Spanish  Exam. 

The  major  goal  of  the  department  is  to  continue  to  encourage  each  student  to 
perform  to  his  highest  capability,  for  students  to  accept  themselves,  and  to 
appreciate  the  differences  in  their  schoolmates.  For  the  future,  the  guidance 
department  is  developing  a  career  awareness  program.  The  goal  is  to  invite 
speakers  to  the  school  to  inform  the  students  of  career  opportunities  and  the 
necessary  educational  requirements  of  the  professions. 

LIBRARY 

In  preparation  for  the  1993-1994  school  term,  in  July  of  1993  at  Wellesley 
College  Club,  the  librarian  attended  a  week-long  course,  designed  by  John 
Saphier,  which  was  conducted  by  Mary  Ann  Haley.  Sponsored  by  Research  for 
Better  Teaching,  the  activities  offered  alternative  methods  for  reaching 
students  as  well  as  evaluation  processes  to  rate  my  success  in  application  of 
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students  as  well  as  evaluation  processes  to  rate  my  success  in  application  of 
those  methods.  Two  follow-up  sessions  (Oct.  6  and  Nov.  10)  assured  support 
for  incorporating  the  new  techniques . 

In  addition  to  the  usual  library  access  activities  for  all  6th,  7th  and  8th 
grades,  the  librarian  also  met  all  eleven  sections  of  6th  graders  once  a  week, 
with  few  exceptions,  from  October  through  May,  in  order  to  instruct  them  and 
to  provide  practice  in  proper  use  of  all  library  facilities.  Sample  lessons 
included:  using  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  and  the  card  catalog;  overviewing 

the  shelving-system  in  the  IMC;  using  encyclopedias,  periodicals  and  reference 
books.  All  grades  were  exposed  to  using  the  electronic  magazine  retrieval 
system  (Info-Trac)  and  consulting  Grolier's  Electronic  Encyclopedia  via  the 
Macintosh  computer.  Again  this  year,  the  project  of  allowing  students 
practice  in  running  the  library  served  20  student  volunteers. 

Coordinating  with  the  7th  grade  Science  Department  in  a  study  unit  on  radium, 
our  librarian  engaged  Marcia  Estabrook  to  present  her  dramatic  biographical 
interpretation  of  Madame  Sklodowska-Curie  as  scientist  and  Nobel  Prize  winner. 
Funds  for  this  project  came  from  sponsoring  two  book  fairs  this  term.  These 
fairs  updated  students'  exposure  to  new  publications.  Another  supplement  to 
library  activities  was  our  Multicultural  Committee  project  and  being  the 
liaison  for  the  visit  of  over  15  Japanese  college  students  from  the  Showa 
Women's  University  of  Tokyo  through  Showa  of  Boston.  They  sat  in  on  Social 
Studies  classes  and  interacted  with  our  students  there.  Another  7th  grade 
project  tied  the  use  of  IMC  electronic  reference  material  with  the  Study 
Skills  course,  culminating  in  each  student's  writing  a  1,000  word  paper  on  a 
subject  of  interest. 

The  usual  yearly  attendance  at  professional  conferences  included  the 
Massachusetts  School  Library  Media  Association  meeting  in  Sturbridge,  MA,  in 
the  fall.  The  librarian,  Ms.  Wlodkoski,  also  attended  the  development  seminar 
"Indigenous  Peoples  of  Central  America"  at  the  Commonwealth  Museum,  sponsored 
by  the  World  Affairs  Council  of  Boston  on  October  22,  1993.  Between  September 
23  and  December  16,  Ms.  Wlodkoski  audited  the  technology  course  "Using  the 
Computer  for  Teacher  Productivity"  offered  from  Technical  Educational 
Cooperative.  Bi-monthly,  Ms.  Wlodkoski  attended  meetings  of  the  North  Shore 
School  Librarians'  Association.  During  February  vacation  she  visited  an 
elementary  and  a  high  school  library  in  Manchester,  N.H.,  to  witness  their  use 
of  electronic  equipment.  Indeed,  it  has  been  a  full  and  productive  year! 

CONCLUSION 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and  inducted  seventh 
and  eighth  graders  this  year.  The  daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this 
year.  Every  morning  students  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This 
relaxing  and  enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day,  as  well  as 
giving  students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

I  am  reluctant  to  end  my  report  on  a  sad  note.  However,  the  untimely  death 
of  one  of  our  most  popular  eighth  graders,  Thomas  Hynes,  in  April  of  this  year, 
left  a  feeling  of  emptiness  that  will  remain  for  a  long  time.  Tommy,  brought 
a  genuine  warmth  to  our  school  and  will  be  sadly  missed.  Requiescat  in  pace. 

This  year  also  brought  two  retirements.  Carolyn  Ciccarelli,  Vice  Principal 
of  our  school  and  Sally  Peter,  of  our  Foreign  Language  Department,  closed  out 
long  and  distinguished  careers  in  Norwood. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Ralph  A.  Toran,  Mr.  Roderick  Smith  and  the 
entire  Central  Administration  for  their  continual 
support  and  assistance.

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EUREKA  PROGRAM 

At  the  Balch  School,  the  EUREKA  Program  included  both  a  pull-out  component  for 
academically  capable  students;  and  a  classroom  component.  Classroom  lessons 
for  all  students  at  the  first,  second  and  third  grade  emphasized  both  critical 
and  creative  thinking  skills,  problem  solving  and  test  preparation  skills.  In 
addition,  several  lessons  were  given  to  fifth  graders  to  prepare  for  the 
National  Geographic  Geography  Bee. 

In  the  pull-out  portion  of  the  program,  selected  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grade 
students  met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Martha  Colamaria  for  a  period  of  about 
45  minutes  per  week.  Units  of  study  included  "Using  the  Library  as  a 
Resource",  Winter  Olympics  "94"  in  Norway,  Hats  Off,  "Whale  of  a  Job", 
Remembering  Our  Native  American  Heritage,  Detectives  and  Cryptology,  "Gifted 
Sampler",  Celebrating  Our  Past-Westward  Ho,  Math,  and  "Consumerism  with 
Marshmallows",  Environment  and  Endangered  Species,  and  A  Study  in  Humor. 

Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5, 
Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip  for  grade  four,  Adopt -a-Whale,  and  the 
Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition,  Flower  arranging  and  a  Japanese  Tea 
Ceremony  with  a  Japanese  Exchange  Teacher.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Colamaria  was  a 
coordinator  for  Eisenhower,  Part  A.  Big  MACC  Grant  for  the  fourth  grade 
teachers.  Math  Challenge  Centers  were  developed  for  use  in  the  classroom. 


INTEGRATION  OF  ART  IN  THE  CURRICULUM 

Computer  art  technology  was  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Fifth  Grade  National 
Stock  Market  Competition.  Each  team  developed  company  names  and  designed 
logos  representing  the  team.  The  computer  art  was  part  of  the  language  arts 
and  social  studies  in  the  fifth  grade.  Original  books,  stories  and  pictures 
were  written  and  designed,  facilitated  with  the  rapid  cut  and  paste  technology 
of  the  computer. 

Conestoga  wagons,  pioneer  cabins  and  Indian  dwellings  were  researched  and 
drawn  on  the  computer  for  part  of  students '  reports  on  the  Expansion  of  the 
American  West. 

Grade  three  designed  a  mural  for  the  Science  Cable  Television  Program  on 
Mealworms . 

Grade  one  students  did  murals  on  the  sea  combining  their  science  and  art 
lessons.  Art  and  the  Rain  Forest  Unit  was  another  integrated  unit  allowing 
for  verbalization  and  conceptualization,  reinforcing  both  subjects  as  well  as 
language  ski 11s. 

Multi-cultural,  art  from  many  lands,  is  an  on-going  part  of  the  curriculum 
utilizing  many  media  and  inclusive  of  all  grades. 


OTHER  EVENTS 

1.  The  Balch  School  sponsored  a  drive  to  raise  money  for  the  unfortunate 
families  displaced  by  the  California  earthquake.  A  total  of  four  hundred 
fifty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents  was  collected  and  sent  to  the 
American  Red  Cross,  earmarked  California  Earthquake.  Our  appreciation  is 
extended  to  Mrs.  Barbara  Guisti  for  her  leadership  role  in  this  wonderful 
endeavor . 

2 .  9th  Elementary  Knowledge  Master  Open 

The  Norwood  Elementary  School  Team  has  been  designated  Massachusetts  State 
Champion  in  the  5th  Grade  Division  of  the  Knowledge  Master  Open,  held  January 
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19,  1994.  The  team  scored  636  points  and  came  in  30th  out  of  172  schools  with 
similar  enrollment.  The  5th  grade  mean  score  was  541. 

The  9th  Elementary  Competition  provided  some  educational  excitement  for  the 
team  of  ten  5th  graders  from  the  Norwood  Elementary  Schools.  The  Elementary 
Computerized  Academic  Competition  originated  in  1988,  and  this  is  the  6th  time 
that  Norwood  entered  the  competition.  The  Balch  School  hosted  the  National 
competition . 

The  Knowledge  Master  is  the  largest  contest  of  this  type  with  more  than  13,000 
students  from  47  states,  Japan,  Singapore,  Saudi  Arabia,  Korea  and  United  Arab 
Emirates  participating. 

One  hundred  challenging  questions  cover  the  Elementary  curriculum  and  required 
higher  level  thinking  skills  using  knowledge  of  geography,  art,  literature, 
and  other  areas  of  the  curriculum.  The  teams  faced  tough  questions  and  vied 
for  top  scores  based  on  speed  and  accuracy. 

Categories  in  which  they  scored  100  percent  were:  Recent  Events,  Biology, 
Health,  Art  &  Music  and  Trivia;  and  scores  of  83  percent  and  above  were 
attained  in:  American  History,  Government,  Geography,  Literature,  and 
Physical  Science. 

The  competition  gave  students  the  experience  of  a  large-scale  academic 
experience,  and  was  designed  to  stimulate  interest  and  recognition  for 
academic  accomplishments.  Considering  the  scope  of  the  material,  the 
difficulty  of  the  language  used,  and  the  higher  level  thinking  skills,  and 
cooperation  required.  PrincipalA  Andrew  Ciarletta  and  Academic  Coaches, 
EUREKA  teachers  Joan  Zwible  and  Martha  Colamaria  were  thrilled  with  this 
year's  1st  place  Championship! 

Representing  Norwood  were  Balch  School:  Stephen  Bonda  and  Adam  Keister;  C.M. 
Callahan  School,  Darren  Keady  and  Kristen  Zilfi;  Cleveland  School,  James 
Martinho  and  Elizabeth  Sweeny;  Oldham  School,  Hameer  Thatte  and  Maggie  Wyche; 
and  C.J.  Prescott,  Michael  Kim  and  You-Jin  Lee. 

3.  Mrs.  Mary  Burnell,  Balch  School  Librarian,  instituted  a  Reading  Club.  A 
group  of  eight  grade  five  pupils  met  once  a  month  in  the  school  library  during 
lunch  and  discussed  a  variety  of  types  of  stories  read,  such  as  adventure  and 
historical  fiction.  Each  month  a  member  of  the  staff  was  invited  to 
participate  in  the  readings  and  discussions. 

4.  On  Wednesday,  May  4,  1994,  students  in  the  instrumental  music  program 
attended  a  Youth  Concert  performance  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  at 
Symphony  Hall.  The  highlight  of  the  program  involved  a  tour  of  Symphony  Hall 
and  individual  performances  by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony. 

5.  In  September,  1994,  the  Balch  School  through  the  auspices  of  the  Norwood 
Cooperative  Bank,  will  pilot  the  "Save  for  America"  Program.  Adult  volunteers 
will  be  at  the  school  two  mornings  weekly.  Interested  students  will  make 
weekly  deposits  on  the  school's  Apple  Computers.  The  data  disk  will  then  go 
to  the  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank  for  processing  where  a  special  program  checks 
the  disk  for  accuracy  and  prepares  the  deposits  to  be  sent  to  the  bank's 
mainframe  computer  or  service  bureau. 

While  the  program's  objective  is  to  give  pupils  the  rudiments  of  financial 
planning,  parents  can  become  more  economically  literate  through  their 
children .

REPORT  OF  THE  C.M.  CALLAHAN  SCHOOL 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  C.  M.  Callahan  School  annual  report  for  the 
1993-94  school  year.  It  was  our  first  year  working  under  the  mandates  of  the 
Education  Reform  Law  of  1993.  A  School  Council  was  elected  in  the  Fall.  It 
consisted  of  the  principal  (Robert  M.  Griffin),  two  teachers  (Mr.  Robert 
Fitzpatrick  and  Mrs.  Kathy  Cotter),  the  P.T.A.  President  (Mr.  Gary  Wilson), 
two  other  parents  (Mrs.  Sandra  Brady  and  Mrs.  Sue  Morse),  and  a  community 
member  at  large  (Mrs.  Sandra  Sansone) .  The  Council  met  seven  times.  We 
submitted  a  School  Improvement  Plan  with  goals  and  recommendations  to  be 
approved  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee.  We  also  formulated,  distributed, 
and  tabulated  results  from  a  Callahan  School  Survey  that  went  home  to  every 
family  in  the  school.  The  results  were  extremely  positive  and  the  suggestions 
will  be  used  in  preparing  next  year's  improvement  plan.  We  continue  to  expand 
our  literature  based  materials  and  we  are  implementing  a  new  "hands-on" 
approval  to  mathematics  using  the  1994  Silver  Burdett  math  program.  We  are 
organizing  and  expanding  our  multicultural  literature  and  we  have  expanded  the 
Reach  Out  to  Schools  Conflict  resolution  program  into  grades  one  and  five. 
Our  California  Achievement  Test  scores  were  consistently  impressive  in  all 
three  grades  that  participated.  Grade  three  scored  76%  n.p.  in  reading,  78% 
n.p.  in  math,  and  a  77%  n.p.  total  battery.  Grade  four  scored  a  72%  n.p.  in 
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reading,  an  82%  n.p.  in  math,  and  a  77%  total  battery.  Garde  five  scored  a  68%  n.p. 
in  reading,  a  73%  n.p.  in  math,  and  a  77%  n.p.  total  battery. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

We  began  the  year  with  292  students  and  we  ended  with  302  distributed  from  grades 
K-5.  A  summer  influx  of  first  graders  required  the  addition  of  a  third  first  grade 
classroom.  We  added  a  number  of  new  staff  members  to  our  school  this  year.  Bob 
Fitzpatrick  came  over  from  the  Cleveland  to  teach  fifth  grade  and  become  our  new 
Head  Teacher.  Carolyn  Donovan  was  new  to  our  A.S.P.I.R.E.  Program,  Charlene  Kaplan 
became  our  reading  specialist  three  days  per  week  while  Joan  Giardello  did  the  same 
for  grades  4  and  5  two  afternoons  each  week.  Mary  Sweeney  became  the  third  first 
grade  teacher  and  Julie  Preskenis  was  hired  as  an  instructional  aide  in  our 
kindergarten.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  Wendy  Laws  (U. Mass-Boston) ,  Bill  Plasko 
(Curry) ,  and  Karen  Lusher  (Lesley)  as  student  teachers  this  year. 

We  wish  the  very  best  to  Pat  McCue  (Nurse)  who  will  be  leaving  us  to  work  full  time 
at  Faulkner  Hospital,  Martha  Colamaria  (Eureka)  who  is  retiring,  and  Bill  Kenny 
(Cleveland  School  Principal)  who  is  retiring  after  an  illustrious  thirty-seven  year 
career  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Our  school  is  staffed  with  a  secretary,  nurse,  twelve  classroom  teachers,  a  reading 
specialist,  speech  therapist,  one  learning  center  teacher,  an  adjustment  counselor, 
art  teacher,  vocal  and  instrumental  music  teachers,  a  librarian,  two  lunchroom 
workers  and  two  custodians.  Many  of  these  positions  are  shared  with  other  schools 
on  a  weekly  basis. 

GRADUATE  AWARDS 

The  Callahan  P.T.A.  Graduate  Award  was  presented  to  Libbie  Smith.  The  Norwood 
Teachers'  Association  Callahan  Scholarship  was  presented  to  Jessica  Paradise.  We 
congratulate  both  recipients  and  wish  them  the  best  in  their  future  endeavors  at 
The  University  of  Richmond  and  Tufts  University. 

PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

The  Callahan  School  belongs  to  the  National  Parent-Teacher  Association.  Due  to  the 
fiscal  restraints  imposed  upon  the  school  department  this  year,  the  P.T.A.  assumed 
responsibilities  that  were  crucial  to  the  school's  programs,  activities,  and  day  to 
day  operations.  They  provided  the  thousands  of  dollars  necessary  for  the 
continuance  of  field  trips,  educational  programs,  and  supplies  necessary  to  complete 
worthwhile  projects. 

Executive  Board  officers  Gary  Wilson,  Andrea  Sullivan,  Ellen  Schnelle,  and  Peggy 
D' India  are  joined  by  a  group  of  special  project  coordinators  that  give  unselfishly 
of  their  time  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  school.  Kathy  Arthur,  Sue  Morse,  Maria 
Henry,  and  Mary  Cantarow  are  constantly  in  the  building  trying  to  raise  funding  for 
our  programs.  Sandy  Ryle  (Newsletter),  Kathy  Dugan  (Hospitality),  Gail  Vardaro 
(Head  Room  Mother) ,  Leah  McKinnon  Howe  (Programs)  ,  and  Kris  Parks  (Library  Aides) 
are  also  contributing  members  of  the  P.T.A.  Executive  Board  who  coordinate 
activities  and  lend  their  help  to  the  staff  of  the  school. 

Our  P.T.A.  is  an  integral  and  irreplaceable  component  of  the  educational  process. 
THE  LEARNING  CENTER 

The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  School  services  children  who  require  a 
modification  of  the  classroom  material  or  a  more  specific  breaking  down  of  tasks. 
Some  of  the  children  require  a  slower  pace  for  work  production  or  a  more  direct 
teacher  explanation  with  several  demonstrations.  Children  may  also  need  a  very 
structured  work  area  free  of  extraneous  distractions  due  to  their  difficulty  with 
maintaining  attention.  These  demands  dictate  when  a  child  will  benefit  from  large 
group  inclusive  instruction  within  the  regular  classroom  or  small  group  instruction 
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within  the  Learning  Center.  The  kindergarten  classes,  two  of  the  first  grade 
classes  and  the  third  grades  have  been  involved  in  the  inclusion  program  this 
past  school  year.  This  inclusive  service  worked  well  for  students,  mainstream 
teachers,  and  the  specialist.  This  program  provided  more  insight  into  the 
individual  needs  of  the  student  within  the  least  restrictive  environment. 
Second, fourth  and  fifth  grade  students  worked  within  the  Learning  Center  as  a 
result  of  needing  direct  instruction  and  homework  assistance. 

For  the  school  year  1994-1995,  a  more  extensive  inclusion  program  is  planned 
to  involve  all  grade  levels  when  possible. 

CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 

Chapter  I,  known  as  A.S.P.I.R.E.  Program,  stands  for  Added  Special  Programs 
(for)  Intensive  Remedial  Education.  The  program  benefits  children  who  may  be 
experiencing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math. 

Children  are  selected  for  eligibility  to  the  program  through  recommendation 
from  the  classroom  teachers  and  scores  on  the  CAT's.  Permission  from  the 
parent  is  necessary  in  order  for  the  children  to  participate  in  ASPIRE. 
Children  may  be  taken  out  in  groups  not  exceeding  six  students  or  the  Chapter 
I  teachers  will  aid  these  children  in  the  classroom  using  the  inclusion  model 
in  full  cooperation  with  the  classroom  teachers. 

ASPIRE' s  purpose  is  to  reinforce  skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the 
classroom.  Much  of  the  instruction  utilizes  a  hands-on  approach  in  developing 
critical  thinking  skills.  Manipulatives  are  used  at  all  levels  with  the 
students  to  define  concepts.  The  Chapter  I  teachers  have  time  designated  each 
week  for  Unannounced  Parent  Conferences.  They  are  also  available  to  meet  with 
parents  during  Parent  Conference  Nights . 

An  integral  part  of  the  ASPIRE  Program  at  the  Callahan  is  the  fostering  of  the 
student's  self-esteem  through  positive  reinforcement  and  continuous 
encouragement.  We  believe  that  each  and  every  child  in  our  program  is  special 
and  should  know  this. 

LIBRARY 

A  new  program  that  began  in  the  library  this  year  was  a  reading  club.  Two 
groups  of  eight  children  each  from  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  met  once  a  month 
in  the  library  for  lunch  with  the  librarian.  A  novel  that  the  whole  group 
read  was  discussed  while  lunch  was  eaten.  Usually  another  teacher  or  the 
principal,  Mr.  Griffin,  joined  the  group.  The  program  was  quite  successful, 
all  the  children  stated  they  enjoyed  it  and  would  like  to  continue  the  program 
next  year . 

Many  skills  were  practiced  in  the  library  this  year.  Kindergarten  students 
are  learning  how  to  "read"  a  picture  book  and  how  to  select  books  from  the 
shelves;  first  graders  are  learning  how  to  care  for  library  books  and  how  to 
distinguish  fiction  from  non-fiction  books;  second  graders  enjoyed  fairy  tales 
and  poetry;  third  graders  are  learning  how  to  use  the  card  catalog;  fourth 
graders  are  developing  their  research  skills  and  fifth  graders  are  becoming 
acquainted  with  many  reference  books  before  going  on  to  junior  high. 

Unfortunately,  due  to  budget  cuts,  not  as  many  new  books  and  audio-visual 
materials  were  acquired  this  year.  However,  a  new  computer  with  a  CD-Rom  and 
modem  was  purchased  for  the  library.  Hopefully,  next  year,  new  materials  will 
be  purchased  to  use  with  the  computer. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM 

At  the  Callahan  School,  the  EUREKA  Program  included  both  a  pull-out  component 
for  academically  capable  students;  and  a  classroom  component.  Classroom 
lessons  for  all  students  at  the  first,  second,  and  third  grades  emphasized

both  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills,  problem  solving  and  test 
preparation  skills.  In  addition,  several  lessons  were  given  to  fifth  graders 
to  prepare  for  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee. 

In  the  pull-out  portion  of  the  program  selected  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  grade 
students  met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Martha  Colamaria,  for  a  period  of  about 
45  minutes  per  week.  Units  of  study  included  "Using  the  Library  as  a 
Resource, "  "Winter  Olympics  94  in  Norway, "  "Hats  Off, "  "Whale  of  a  Job,  " 
"Remembering  Our  Native  American  Heritage,"  "Detectives  and  Cryptology," 
"Gifted  Sampler, "  "Celebrating  Our  Past-Westward  Ho, "  "Math,  and  Consumerism 
with  Marshmallows,"  "Environment  and  Endangered  Species,"  a  multi-cultural 
unit:  A  Celebration  of  Winter  Holidays  Around  the  World,  and  A  Touch  of  Humor. 

Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5, 
Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip  for  grade  four,  Adopt-a-Whale ,  the  Knowledge 
Master  Computer  Competition,  Flower  arranging,  and  a  Japanese  Tea  Ceremoney 
with  a  Japanese  Exchange  Teacher. 

In  addition,  Mrs.  Colarmaria  was  a  coordinator  for  Eisenhower,  Part  A,  Big 
MACC  Grant  for  the  fourth  grade  teachers.  Math  Challenge  Centers  were 
developed  for  use  in  the  classroom. 

S  PEECH / LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

Speech  and  Language  therapy  services  at  the  Callahan  School  addressed  student 
needs  utilizing  a  variety  of  techniques.  As  in  the  past,  early  identification 
of  Speech  and  Language  impairment  is  critical.  Kindergarten  screening 
procedures,  teacher,  parent,  team  consultations,  thorough  evaluations  and 
individualized  remediations  were  implemented. 

Students  exhibited  speech  difficulties  in  the  following  areas:  articulation 
errors,  voice  and/or  fluency  problems.  Some  students  required  assistance  in 
the  following  language  areas:  low  receptive  and  expressive  vocabulary  skills, 
difficulties  with  verbal  or  written  directions,  difficulties  with  the 
expression  of  ideas-either  verbal  or  written,  topic  maintenance  during 
conversations  and  difficulty  with  the  meaning  and  structure  of  language. 

Activities  such  as  worksheets,  board  and  computer  games, and  class  work  were 
used  to  help  remediate  areas  of  weakness 

As  part  of  the  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  (SNAP) ,  third  grade  students 
were  given  an  in-service  on  Hearing  and  Hearing  Impairment  by  the 
Speech/ Language  Pathologist.  Students  were  shown  a  videotape  of  a  hearing 
impaired  student  their  age.  The  videotape  demonstrated  that  hearing  impaired 
students  enjoy  the  same  activities,  such  as  sports,  and  may  have  difficulty 
with  the  same  subjects  in  school,  such  as  social  studies.  Also,  explored  was 
hearing  conversation  and  how  to  protect  their  hearing.  The  third  grade 
students  received  this  information  well  and  also  enjoyed  learning  some  sign 
language . 

The  children  serviced  during  the  1993-1994  school  year  were  friendly  and 
cooperative  and  worked  hard  to  make  progress.  It  was  an  enjoyable  year. 

READING  PROGRAM 

Nineteen  ninety-four  marked  the  first  time  that  the  C.  M.  Callahan  School 
received  the  services  of  two  Reading  Specialists--Mrs .  Kaplan,  working  three 
days  per  week  with  grades  one  through  three,  and  Mrs.  Giardello,  working  two 
afternoons  each  week  with  grades  four  and  five. 

Developing  and  sustaining  a  love  of  reading  and  writing,  as  well  as 
strengthening  the  connection  between  them  is  a  primary  goal  of  the  Callahan 
Reading  Program.  The  children  are  provided  with  many  opportunities  to  enjoy 
reading/writing  and  to  practice  their  literacy  skills  using  a  variety  of 
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materials . 

This  year,  the  children  participated  in  the  D.E.A.R.  Program  (Drop  Everything 
and  Read),  the  National  Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-a-Thon,  and  the  B.E.A.R.S. 
Program  (Be  Excited  About  Reading  Stories) .  They  also  took  part  in  three  Book 
Swaps,  whereby  children  were  encouraged  to  bring  in  their  "used"  books  to 
exchange  for  books  brought  in  by  other  children.  All  of  these  reading 
incentive  programs  proved  to  be  highly  successful  and  motivating. 

The  integration  of  reading /writing  across  the  curriculum  is  an  on-going  goal 
of  the  Callahan  Reading  Program.  Cooperative  learning  and  the  continued 
development  of  critical  thinking  skills  have  been  the  focus  of  classroom 
instruction.  Classroom  teachers  supplement  their  basal  program  with  multiple 
copies  of  trade  books,  big  books,  and  newspapers. 

The  Reading  Specialist  works  with  the  staff  to  diagnose,  evaluate  and 
prescribe  appropriate  remediation  for  students.  The  Reading  Specialists  are 
members  of  the  "766"  Evaluation  Team 

SING-A-LONG  PROGRAM 

The  1993-94  Sing-A-Long  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gail  Leonard, 
(for  grades  2-5),  just  completed  its  7th  year. 

On  December  20,  1993  the  Sing-A-Long  students  from  the  Callahan  School  sang 
at  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home.  Once  again  a  very  cordial  welcome  from  the 
residents  of  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home.  A  short  skit  took  place  along  with  dances 
by  the  students  and  various  songs  of  multi-cultural  nature  were  sung. 

Also,  on  April  11,  1994  the  Sing-A-Long  visited  the  residents  of  the  Charwell 
Nursing  Home.  Many  songs  and  dances  were  performed  by  the  students.  A  very 
warm  welcome  was  received. 

A  special  thank  you  to  Mr.  Robert  Griffin,  our  principal  at  the  Callahan  and 
Mr.  Alberta,  our  director  of  Music.  Also  to  the  Callahan  P.T.A.  that  support 
us . 

CONCLUSION 

I  must  acknowledge  and  thank  several  people  for  their  constant  support.  Dr. 
Ralph  Toran,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Rod  Smith,  Assistant 
Superintendent,  are  always  readily  available  to  help  me  with  any  problem  that 
might  arise.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  F. A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  Twenty  Third  Annual  Report  as  Principal  of  the 
F.  A.  Cleveland  School.  As  in  the  past,  the  report  will  include  an  assessment 
of  our  total  school  operation  that  is:  student  programs,  instructional 

materials  and  curriculum  appropriateness  with  reference  to  balance  and 
relevance . 

This  year  a  significant  part  of  the  report  will  summarize  the  activities  of 
the  School  Council  relative  to  the  development  of  the  School  Improvement  Plan 
as  mandated  under  the  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1993 . 

STAFF.  ENROLLMENT  AND  PLANT 

Staff 

Teachers  with  a  strong  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  and  the  ability  to 
relate  to  children  are  prerequisites  for  a  good  school.  We  believe  we  are 
most  fortunate  to  have  a  highly  capable  professional  team.  There  are 
seventeen  and  one-half  regular  classroom  teachers  and  three  additional  full 
time  specialists  -  one  responsible  for  our  intensive  reading  program,  one 
assigned  to  our  Learning  Center  and  the  third  a  teacher  of  speech  and 
language.  The  other  specialists  assisting  the  classroom  teachers  include 
Physical  Education,  Art,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  music.  Library,  Gifted  and 
talented,  as  well  as  the  Adjustment  Counselor  and  the  School  Psychologist.

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  of  439  is  an  increase  of  37  children  over  last  year  and  is 
indicative  of  an  accelerating  trend  in  the  student  body.  This  increase  is 
significant  when  we  consider  238  students  are  in  our  kindergarten  and  grades 
1  and  2.  There  are  75  students  registered  for  the  September  kindergarten  class 
as  of  May  1,  1994.  Next  year  an  additional  class  at  the  primary  level  is 

projected  to  accommodate  the  increased  enrollment.

PLANT 


The  Cleveland  School  was  opened  in  1958  and  an  addition  was  completed  in  1966. 
There  are  20  classrooms  and  two  large  rooms  designed  for  the  Kindergarten. 
The  building  is  a  comprehensive  structure  consisting  of  a  library,  gymnasium, 
cafetorium,  primary  activity  area,  art  room  health  suite,  and  two  small  group 
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instruction  areas  for  speech,  reading  and  conference  room.  This  year  18  rooms 
were  used  for  regular  instruction.  The  four  additional  rooms  were  used  for 
the  pre-school  Diagnostic  Center,  Chapter  I  Program,  and  two  for  town-wide 
Resource  Rooms.  Instrumental  Music,  counseling  physical  therapy  and 
psychological  services  did  not  have  a  permanent  location.  Vocal  music  was 
taught  in  the  classroom. 


EDUCATION  REFORM 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  a  School 
Council  was  elected  in  September.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held 
on  October  13,  at  :00  P.M.  in  the  school  auditorium.  Mr.  Kenny,  the  School 
Principal,  presided.  The  agenda  for  the  evening  was  as  follows:

4.  Reviewed  the  goals  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  school  year  1993-1994, 
and  the  long  range  goals  for  1993-1997. 

5.  Discussed  the  Council's  four  major  areas  of  responsibility. 

6.  Elected  Mrs.  Virginia  Ceruti  as  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  Carole  Riley  as 
Co-Chairperson . 

The  primary  objective  of  the  first  meeting  was  a  discussion  of  the  four  major 
areas  of  responsibility  of  the  Council:  identify  the  educational  needs; 

reviewing  the  budget;  adopting  educational  goals  and  formulating  a  School 
Improvement  Plan. 

The  major  focus  of  the  monthly  meetings  that  followed  emphasized  the 
development  of  a  Plan.  After  initial  discussions  regarding 

high  priority  items,  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  parents  and  teachers  to 
survey  contributions  and  opinions  regarding  the  plan.  The  final  plan 
included:  Reading,  Math,  Writing  Skills,  Critical  Thinking,  Ability  Grouping, 
Safety,  Space  and  Inclusion. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

CALIFORNIA  ACHIEVEMENT  TEST 

The  California  Achievement  Test  is  a  comprehensive,  district-wide  testing 
program  providing  diagnostic  information  regarding  individual  needs  and 
curriculum  information  about  the  school. 

The  test  compares  a  student's  score  with  those  of  his/her  classmates  and 
children  of  the  same  age/grade  in  other  schools.  They  help  to  identify  what 
a  child  can  do  and  is  doing  in  relation  to  others  in  the  same  grade.

The  results  of  the 

California 

Achievement  Test 

in  all  grade 

were  very 

favorable.  The  achievement  scores  for  the  three  grades  were  all  high  above 
the  average  grade  level  (norm) . 

We  are  particularly  pleased  to  report  that  in  every  major  and  sub  heading  the 
attained  scores  were  greater  than  the  anticipated  scores . 

Portfolios,  teacher-made  test,  chapter  tests  in  Arithmetic  and  unit  tests  in 
Reading  and  Social  Studies  are  also  used  to  measure  pupil  growth  and  program 
effectiveness . 


BUDGET 

The  Budget  Allocation  over  the  last  three  years  has  decreased.  The  total 
amount  of  the  reduction  is  not  significant,  however,  the  cost  of  Instructional 
Supplies  and  Text  Books  continues  to  increase  and  this  year  there  was 
considerable  growth  in  the  enrollment  There  were  additional  expenses  as  we 
added  a  second  grade  classroom.  The  enrollment  is  projected  to  increase  next 
year,  and  again  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  another  additional  classroom  to 
the  organization. 

No  funds  have  been  allocated  for  new  equipment  in  three  years,  however,  three 
computers  and  a  Risograph  machine  were  purchased  by  tAhe  Extended  Day  Program 
and  they  were  available  for  classroom  instruction  and  clerical  use. 

EUREKA  (GIFTED  AND  TALENTED) 

At  the  Cleveland  School,  the  Eureka  Program  included  both  a  pull-out  component 
for  academically  capable  students;  and  a  classroom  component  concentrated  on 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving  in  grades  one,  two, 
and  three. 

In  the  pull-out  portion  of  the  program,  selected  Kindergarten,  second,  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  grade  students  met  with  the  EUREKA  Teacher,  Joan  Zwible, 
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for  period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week.  Units  of  study  included:  The  Polar 
Regions",  "Deserts",  "Glorious  Mexico",  Using  the  Library  as  a  Resource", 
"Whales",  "Clothing  through  the  s",  "Gifted  Sampler",  "Unexplained  Mysteries", 
and  "Independent  Study".  An  inclusion  enrichment  math  group  was  held  for 
fifth  graders  in  their  classroom. 


Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5, 
Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip,  Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition,  TEC 
Spring  Challenge  on  space  exploration,  TEC  Museum  of  Science  Project  on 
problem  solving,  New  Math  League  Competition  for  grade  five,  MCET's 
"Quintalingual  7"  for  grade  three.  An  independent  Study/Project  Fair  was  held 
for  parents  and  students.  A  speaker  on  Japanese  culture  was  arranged  for 
grades  four  and  five.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Zwible  was  a  coordinator  for  the 
Eisenhower  Grant  for  the  fourth  grade  teachers.  Math  Challenge  Centers  were 
also  developed  for  use  in  the  classroom 

VOCAL  MUSIC 

The  Vocal  Music  Department  has  a  strong  curriculum  in  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.  Each  class  is  scheduled  for  two  -  30  minute  periods  each  week.  The 
program  includes  singing,  listening,  performing  and  note  reading.  Several 
vocal  musicals  were  performed  throughout  the  year  including  a  full  scale 
musical  production  in  the  Spring.  Ms.  LaRiviere,  in  addition  to  teaching  a 
full  schedule,  voluntarily  organized  and  directed  a  fifth  grade  choral  group. 
The  chorus  practiced  before  school  and  performed  at  the  Charwell  House  Nursing 
Home  during  the  holidays. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  Instrumental  Music  Program  continues  to  be  very  popular  at  the  Cleveland 
School.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  or 
conventional  instruments,  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  children  playing 
sophisticated  instruments  such  as  the  viola,  cello,  trombone,  baritone  horn, 
french  horn  and  oboe . 

This  year  there  were  30  students  in  the  String  Program  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Raphalian.  The  Beginners'  Band  and  the  Intermediate  Band  had  a  combined 
membership  of  66  students  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Troderman.  All  third 
graders  participated  in  the  Recorder  Program  under  the  direction  of  Ms. 
LaRiviere . 

An  addition  to  the  band  program  was  an  open  rehearsal  by  the  Beginners'  Band 
for  parents.  The  concert  took  place  at  the  end  of  March  during  the  regular 
band  period  with  a  sizeable  amount  of  parents  attending.  The  intent  was  to 
explain  to  the  parents,  by  performance,  what  is  expected  at  home  by 
encouragement  and  practice. 

There  was  an  Assembly  Program  for  the  Winter  holidays.  The  three  major  groups 
all  performed  for  the  Spring  Instrumental  Music  Evening,  the  all  String 
Orchestra  Night  and  the  Annual  Pops  concert. 


This  March,  the  High  School  Jazz  Band  presented  a  concert  at  each  elementary 
school.  It  was  interesting  to  note  the  large  number  of  former  Cleveland  School 
students  represented  in  the  High  School  group.  In  May,  for  the  second  time, 
all  of  the  elementary  music  students  attended  a  youth  concert  performed  by  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  The  event  was  inspiring  to  all  and  will  be 
continued  next  year. 


COMPUTER  PROGRAM 

The  Computer  Program  continues  to  change,  expand  and  improve.  A  Mackintosh 
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Computer  and  Printer  has  enabled  us  to  add  an  exciting  dimension  to  our  Art 
Program.  Students  in  grades  3,  4,  5  were  able  to  work  on  individual  projects 
throughout  the  school  year.  Our  library  now  has  a  computer,  CD-ROM  drive,  and 
a  modem.  Extensive  technology  training  sessions  were  provided  for  the 
librarian  and  the  aide.  After  school  workshops  for  teachers  were  also  held 
for  telecommunication  program  information. 

A  special  computer  program  for  fifth  grade  girls  was  implemented  called 
T.G.I.F.  (Technology  For  Girls  Is  Fun.).  The  girls  learned  to  use  a  modem, 
send  and  receive  E-Mail,  and  work  on  projects  involving  problem  solving. 

Grades  one  and  two  participated  in  Mass  Learn  Net  On-Line  projects  called  "Our 
Pets"  extending  classroom  projects  including  Language  Arts,  Graphing,  and 
Geography . 

THE  ART  PROGRAM 


The  Art  Program  continues  to  provide  exciting  hands  on  activities  as  well  as 
cultural  experiences  to  promote  art  appreciation. 

The  materials  used  included  clay,  paints,  crayons,  pipe  cleaners,  yarn  and 
re-cycled  items.  This  year  the  Art  Curriculum  was  expanded  to  include 
Mackintosh  Computer  activities. 

The  programs  that  were  explored  were  Kid  Pix,  Easy  Color  Paint  and  Creative 
Artists.  Children  were  also  introduced  to  various  artists  and  crafts  people 
with  the  Discovery  Art  series  which  includes  text  and  beautiful  prints. 

The  students  art  work  was  exhibited  in  store  front  windows  during  the  April 
vacation  and  in  the  School  Committee  Room  throughout  the  year. 

EXTENDED  DAY  PROGRAM 

The  Norwood  Extended  Day  Program  served  103  individual  children  throughout  the 
school  year  1993-1994  from  six  elementary  schools  (31  from  Cleveland)  and  Jr. 
High  (4)  .  The  average  daily  attendance  was  65  children.  Besides  a  variety 
of  daily  activities,  special  events  included  Hawaiian  Day,  New  Year's  Party, 
relay  races,  Bubble  Day  and  Design  Your  Own  Shirt  on  the  computer.  The  staff 
consists  of  the  Director,  2  certified  teachers  and  4  aides. 

P.T.A  PARENT  TEACHERS  ASSOCIATION 

Mrs.  Diane  Rodger  our  P.T.A.  President  summarized  the  activities  of  the 
Association  in  a  News  Letter  to  the  parents.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
quoting  from  the  News  Letter. 

"I  am  extremely  proud  of  the  P.T.A.  Organization,  its  many  programs  and 
especially  the  Board  and  Membership.  The  effort  and  involvement  of  those  who 
gave  of  their  time,  talent  or  money  is  enormously  appreciated.  You  are  all 
to  be  commended  for  assisting  in  making  our  programs  so  valuable  for  the 
current  development  of  children. 

Funds  raised  from  dues,  school  store,  the  popular  Ice  Cream  Social,  Sally 
Foster  Giftwrap,  the  Book  Fair,  the  Cleveland  Open  House,  Bake  Sale,  Breakfast 
with  Santa,  Game  Night  and  the  Spring  Fair /Earth  Day  Celebration  have 
supported  many  activities  this  year.  The  Cultural  and  Enrichment  Programs 
included  appearances  by  Bruce  Schwoegler,  Meteorologist,  Jerry  Pallotta, 
Author,  Sumner  McClain,  Storyteller,  "Save  the  Earth",  Circus,  the  Animal 
Rescue  League,  Native  American  Indians,  and  Brian  Gillie,  Song  and  Dance.  The 
P.T.A.  also  sponsored  the  parent  workshop  "Keeping  our  Kids  O.K.",  T.V. 
Blackout,  the  School  Calendar,  "Going  for  the  Gold"  reading  program,  Library 
Gift  Books,  the  School  Recycling  and  the  Community  Read-Aloud  Program. 
Volunteers  also  assisted  the  faculty  and  staff  in  the  classrooms,  library  and 
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school  store,  as  well  as  Teacher  Appreciation  Day.  We  provided  our  teachers 
with  stipends  and  allowed  them  to  purchase  unfunded  items  which  enhance  the 
learning  process,  funding  for  seminars,  subsidized  each  grade's  field  trip, 
and  purchased  books  for  the  school  library.  Additionally,  we  are  in  the 
process  of  awarding  scholarships  to  two  high  school  seniors  and  have 
contributed  to  many  town  wide  activities.  As  you  can  see,  we  have  had  many 
accomplishments  and  have  worked  hard  together  to  make  this  year  successful. 

This  is  my  final  Annual  School  Report  as  I  am  retiring  in  June  1994  after  36 
years  as  an  employee  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  It  was  with  feelings  of 
ambivalence  that  I  submitted  my  letter  of  resignation  as  I  have  thoroughly 
enjoyed  the  responsibility  and  challenge  of  the  principalship . 

I  feel  fortunate  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  work  with  Dr.  Ralph  Toran  at 
the  end  of  my  career,  and  I  would  thank  him  for  his  continual  guidance  and 
support.  I  would  also  thank  Mr.  Roderick  Smith,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Administrators,  the  Teachers  and  other  support  staff  for  their 
help,  cooperation  and  companionship.  As  a  member  of  the  professional  staff, 
I  am  proud  of  the  programs  and  tradition  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  and  I 
leave  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  and  accomplishment.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 


ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 


This  year  we  enrolled  3  81  children  of  which  65  were  in  kindergarten.  All  grade 
levels  were  constant  with  good  class  ratios  with  the  exception  of  our  first 
grades,  which  were  unusually  impacted.  Classroom  aides  were  added  to  help 
alleviate  this  overcrowding  situation. 

This  year's  kindergarten,  reflecting  a  more  realistic  enrollment,  and  with  the 
addition  of  our  portable  has  meant  our  Library  once  again  has  been  utilized 
as  a  Library. 

With  a  staff  of  17  full-time  classroom  teachers,  we  are  also  complemented  by 
Speech,  Reading,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In  addition,  we  house  a 
primary  generic  class  in  which  placement  is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program 
is  geared  to  assist  children  with  special  needs,  and  where  and  when  possible, 
mainstreaming  of  students  into  regular  classrooms  is  provided. 

The  Oldham  School  is  devoted  to  the  development  of  boys  and  girls  of  character, 
understanding,  and  skill.  Here  children  learn  together  and  take  their  first 
basic  steps  toward  useful  and  rewarding  citizenship. 

Because  of  the  individual  differences  each  child  brings  to  the  classroom, 
programs  have  been  developed  which  have  been  designed  to  help  meet  his/her 
individual  needs . 


TESTING  -  CURRICULUM 

CAT ' S  -  The  California  Achievement  Tests,  fifth  edition  (CAT'S)  measures  the 
skills  and  concepts  generally  taught  in  today's  schools  in  the  areas  of 
Reading,  Langugage,  Mathematics,  Spelling,  Study  Skills,  Science,  and  Social 
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Studies.  Each  parent  is  given  a  Home  Report  which  gives  information  about  the 
student's  progress  in  acquiring  these  basic  skills. 

The  National  Percentile  is  the  best  single  score  for  describing  achievement 
test  results  in  a  meaningful  way.  The  NP  represents  the  percentage  of  students 
in  the  norm  group  whose  scores  fall  below  a  given  student's  scale  score.  For 
example,  a  student  whose  NP  is  65  scored  higher  than  65  per  cent  of  the 
students  in  the  norm  group.  The  50th  percentile  represents  the  "national 
average"  at  the  time  of  the  norming;  half  of  the  norming  sample  scored  above 
this  point  and  half  below. 

GRADE  LEVEL  -  the  Grade  Equivalent  indicates  the  year  and  month  of  school  for 
which  a  student's  level  of  performance  is  typical.  A  Grade  Equivalent  of  5.2, 
for  example,  means  that  the  student  is  achieving  at  a  level  that  is  typical 
of  students  who  had  completed  the  second  month  of  grade  5  at  the  time  the  test 
was  normed. 

Extreme  GE ’ s  -  generally  those  that  are  two  or  more  years  above  or  below  the 
student's  actual  grade  level  -  must  be  interpreted  with  caution.  A  GE  of  6.6 
obtained  by  a  student  in  grade  3,  for  example,  does  not  mean  that  the  student 
is  ready  to  do  sixth  grade  work.  It  means  only  that  the  student  is  performing 
well  above  the  average  for  grade  3.  GE '  s  are  most  appropriately  used  for 
describing  comparative  levels  of  achievement  in  the  elementary  grades,  when 
there  are  fairly  regular  gains  in  the  development  of  those  skills. 

GRADE  3  -  A  review  of  our  scores  would  show  that  we  exceeded  our  anticipated 
scores  in  all  areas  (reading,  language,  mathematics) .  The  total  battery 
showed  a  3.7  anticipated,  achieving  4.2  with  a  national  percentile  of  71.5. 

GRADE  4  -  Reviewing  our  4th  grade  scores  would  show  that  we  exceeded  all  our 
anticipated  scores  with  the  total  battery  anticipated  scores  of  5.2  and  an 
achieved  of  5.3. 

The  total  battery  showed  a  national  percentile  of  72.5 

GRADE  5  -  All  areas,  reading,  language,  mathematics,  were  at  least  one  year 
above  grade  level,  all  above  anticipated  scores  and  a  national  percentile  of 
75.8 

MASS  STATE  ASSESSMENT  1992  -  Our  last  assessment  scores  showed  that  our  4th 
graders  scored  higher  on  all  the  subtopic  areas  (reading,  math,  science, 
social  studies),  than  did  the  Norwood  district  on  average. 

The  KOC  (2)  (kind  of  community)  in  which  Norwood  is  compared  to  shows  that  we 
did  better  in  two  areas  --  math  and  social  studies.  In  reading  and  science, 
we  stayed  par  with  the  KOC.

MASSACHUSETTS  EDUCATION  REFORM  ACT  OF  1993 

This  Act  provides  for  the  creation  of  School  Councils  at  each  elementary, 
secondary,  and  independent  vocational  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  purpose 
of  this  council  will  be  to  advise  the  Aprincipal  on  a  variety  of  areas  ranging 
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from  budget  to  curriculum.  This  organization  differs  markedly  from  the 
traditional  PTA  board.  The  Council  will  be  comprised  of  professional  staff, 
parents,  and  individuals  from  the  community. 

On  October  14,  1993,  the  newly  created  Oldham  School  Council  held  its  first 
meeting . 

The  parent  members  are:  Marion  Sullivan,  Carol  Sargent,  Charlene  Lyons  and 
Co-chair  Maurine  Grasso. 

Representing  the  professional  staff  are:  Becky  Bryant,  Ann  Malachowski  and 
Ted  Ryan;  community  representative  Bill  Egan  and  Oldham  School  Principal 
Richard  Talanian. 


NORWOOD  ECUMENICAL  FOOD  PANTRY 

Once  again,  Mrs.  Keegan's  4th  grade  class  raised  over  $100  for  the  Food  Pantry 
by  donating  either  their  allowances,  earned  money,  or  a-la-carte  money  toward 
the  Food  Pantry.  The  class  studied  Nutrition  and  learned  which  foods  were 
important  for  the  most  nourishment.  The  purchased  items  were  brought  to 
school,  where  the  children  tabulated  the  results. 

At  a  celebration  in  Mrs.  Keegan's  room,  parents  and  children  were  addressed 
by  Louise  Steegstra,  Outreach  Chairperson  of  the  Pantry,  about  the  wonderful 
accomplishments  the  children  achieved.  Certificates  of  appreciation  were 
awarded  to  the  children. 


GLOBE  SANTA 

Once  again,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Ted  Ryan,  the  Oldham  School  raised  money 
for  the  Globe  Santa  fund.  This  fund  raising,  in  lieu  of  gifts  to  teachers, 
raised  the  highest  amount  ever,  a  total  of  $1,016.81  for  Globe  Santa. 

GO  FOR  THE  GOLD 

The  PTA,  Faculty,  and  Administration  of  the  Oldham  School  teamed  up  to  present 
a  new  and  exciting  challenge  for  the  students  of  the  school.  This  venture 
incorporated  a  combination  library  card  drive  and  reading  program.  The  goals 
of  this  program  were  to  generate  a  greater  interest  in  reading  and  to  promote 
use  of  the  Norwood  Morrill  Library  by  the  Oldham  School  students  and  their 
families . 

As  a  result  of  this  program,  over  191  children  participated  and  completed  the 
program. 

Special  awards  were  given  to  all  the  children  who  participated,  and  special 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Kaplan  and  Mrs.  Ashapa,  who  helped  coordinate  this  reading 
program. 

MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  SUMMER  READING  PROGRAM 

Last  year  56  Oldham  children  signed  up  for  the  Summer  Reading  Program.  This 
year,  one  hundred  children  participated  in  the  statewide  reading  incentive 
program  "Sail  on  a  Sea  of  Books". 

Hope  Anderson,  the  Children's  Librarian,  coordinated  the  program,  and 
certificates  were  awarded  to  the  children  who  completed  the  program.  Those 
that  did  not  complete  the  program  were  only  one  or  two  books  short.  Many  of 
the  children  visited  the  Library  because  of  this  endorsement  program. 

Mrs.  Sandra  Waxman  of  the  Norwood  Historical  Society  visited  the  Oldham 
School's  5th  grades  in  a  pilot  program  on  discussing  the  foundation  and 
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history  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  students  worked  with  maps,  town  directories,  and  other  materials  to 
discover  information  about  different  individuals  who  lived  in  Norwood  in  its 
early  years.  Classroom  visits  by  Mrs.  Waxman  were  followed  up  by  a  tour  of 
the  "Day  House"  to  get  a  firsthand  look  at  some  of  the  artifacts  that  were  on 
display  there.  The  students  then  did  additional  research  at  the  Day  House 
library. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible,  the  Oldham  School  EUREKA  program 
included  both  a  pull-out  component  for  academically  capable  students  and  a 
classroom  component  concentrating  on  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and 
problem  solving  in  grades  1,  2,  &  3 . 

Special  projects  included  the  National  Geography  Bee  and  the  Knowledge  Master 
Computer  Competition  for  grade  5;  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip  and  Adopt- 
A-Whale  for  grade  4  and  a  speaker  on  Japanese  culture  for  both  the  fourth  and 
fifth  grade  groups. 

Projects  and  work  were  exhibited  on  the  bulletin  boards  in  the  cafeteria  and 
in  the  Library  display  case,  as  well  as  in  the  classrooms. 


GRANDPARENT'S  DAY 

Now  completing  our  12th  year,  this  special  day  for  our  first  grades  has  become 
one  of  our  school's  most  memorable  events. 

Instituted  by  Miss  Jan  Baker,  one  of  our  first  grade  teachers,  this  event  has 
attracted  grandparents  from  all  over  the  country. 

A  special  event  this  year  was  a  Science  lesson  done  by  Mr.  Charles  Haffey,  our 
Science  Center  teacher,  on  aerodynamics  in  which  our  guests  joined  in  to  make 
flying  machines. 

Another  special  event  for  this  day  was  a  concert  by  Mr.  Tom  Dugan,  our  first 
grade  Music  teacher,  who  led  the  children  in  singing  a  rousing  collection  of 
songs  that  were  to  be  broadcast  on  Cable  TV  at  a  later  date . 

HOME /SCHOOL  RELATIONS 

The  strength  of  a  school  is  measured  not  only  by  its  staff  and  students,  but 
also  by  the  support  it  receives  from  its  parents.  It  is  here  that  our  PTA  has 
excelled  in  whatever  endeavor  it  has  aspired  to. 

From  support  for  enrichment  and  cultural  programming  to  a  joint  cooperative 
effort  in  support  of  our  portable  classrooms,  the  PTA  has  been  a  great  source 
of  encouragement  and  support. 

We  indeed  have  been  fortunate  through  the  years  to  not  only  have  an 
enthusiastic  and  supportive  PTA,  but  also  excellent  leadership  that  has  led 
the  charge  for  whatever  improvement  the  school  needed. 

The  Oldham  Zebra 

A  new  school  newspaper  was  created  named  the  "Oldham  Zebra" .  The  Zebra  is  a 
newsletter  published  by  the  PTA.  The  goals  is  to  create  an  informational 
resource  for  parents,  teachers,  and  students  of  the  Oldham  community.

In  response  to  many  of  the  concerns  of  parents  and  teachers,  the  Oldham  School 
PTA  sponsored  a  "Pull  the  Plug"  program.  That  meant  that  there  would  be  no 
television  or  video  games  for  the  entire  family  for  one  whole  day .  This  was 
a  huge  success  and  carried  on  monthly. 

Parent  Volunteers 

A  new  chapter  in  home/school  relations  was  instituted  when  parents  volunteered 
to  help  with  recess  duties.  At  all  recess  periods  --  before  school, 
midmorning,  lunch  recess  --  parents  are  asisting  the  staff  in  their 
supervisory  duties.  Mrs.  Patterson  has  coordinated  this  service  and  has  done 
an  excellent  job.

PLANT  /  GROUNDS 

This  year  with  the  addition  of  our  new  portable  classroom,  our  mobile  Library 
located  in  the  cafeteria  was  relocated  to  its  original  space. 

A  new  dimension  in  Community  Partnership  was  reached  when  the  Oldham  School 
received  an  Environmental  Grant  from  the  Polaroid  Corporation.  This  grant  of 
$1,000  provided  money  to  beautify  the  front  of  the  building  and  the  flagpole 
area.  Also  received  was  a  series  of  environmental  books  that  were  presented 
by  Kate  Stewart  of  the  Polaroid  Corporation. 

Another  presentation  was  by  the  Norwood  Recycling  Committee,  a  book  titled  "In 
Honor  of  Earth  Day  1994".  All  these  books  were  a  welcome  addition  to  our 
school  library. 

Other  improvements  to  our  school  grounds  that  are  being  contemplated  are  more 
hardtop  and  further  landscaping.  Also,  Town  Meeting  has  authorized  a 
committee  to  look  into  the  replacement  of  our  school  windows,  which  are  in 
serious  disrepair.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  C.J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School.  The  1993-1994  school  year  was  a  busy  and 
productive  year.  The  parents,  teachers  and  students  worked  together  to  carry 
out  the  goals  and  the  mission  of  the  Prescott  School. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

On  October  1,  the  Prescott  enrollment  was  283  students.  The  teaching  staff 
consisted  of  12  classroom  teachers,  and  a  resource  room  teacher.  Mrs.  Corinne 
McKenzie  was  appointed  as  an  instructional  aide  to  the  third  grade  classes. 
This  year  the  Prescott  School  was  able  to  successfully  expand  its  inclusion 
model  for  resource  room  children  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Mary  Kelley,  who 
was  assigned  to  the  Prescott  School  as  an  aide.  The  classroom  teaching  staff 
is  assisted  in  providing  for  the  instruction  and  the  individual  needs  of  the 
Prescott  children  by  a  full  time  learning  center  teacher,  and  part  time 
support  staff  which  include  a  speech  and  language  specialist,  reading 
specialist,  adjustment  counselor,  chapter  one  teachers,  and  an  E.S.L.  tutor. 

EDUCATION  REFORM  ACT  OF  1993 


A  major  task  this  year  was  to  begin  the  implementation  of  the  Education  Reform 
Act  of  1993.  A  school  council  consisting  of  7  members  was  elected.  The  first 
meeting  was  held  on  October  25,  1994.  Miss  Evelyn  L.  Wall,  principal,  and 

Mrs.  Gail  McGloin,  parent,  served  as  co-chairs  of  the  council.  Mrs.  Elaine 
Perry  and  Mrs.  Susan  Zeitz  were  teacher  representatives.  Mrs.  Linda  Carta  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Hackett  were  the  parent  members.  Ms.  Jacqueline  Drouillard  was  the 
community  member.  The  primary  goal  of  the  school  council  was  to  develop  the 
Prescott  School  Improvement  Plan  which  was  approved  by  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  in  June.  The  Council  identified  ten  goals  and  developed  an  action 
plan  for  implementing  these  goals.

The  mission  of  the  P.T.O.  is  to  work  to  develop  programs  and  activities  that 
will  enrich  and  expand  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  Prescott  School 
children.  The  primary  goal  of  the  P.T.O.  president,  Janet  Keegan,  was  to 
encourage  parent  involvement  in  the  school .  A  parent  volunteer  data  base  was 
developed  and  computerized  by  Gaye  Cocchiara,  P.T.O.  vice  president.  The 
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will  enrich  and  expand  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  Prescott  School 
children.  The  primary  goal  of  the  P.T.O.  president,  Janet  Keegan,  was  to 
encourage  parent  involvement  in  the  school .  A  parent  volunteer  data  base  was 
developed  and  computerized  by  Gaye  Cocchiara,  P.T.O.  vice  president.  The 
P.T.O.  under  Janet  Keegan's  leadership  played  an  active  role  in  the  daily 
activities  of  the  Prescott  School.  Beverly  Hunter,  editor  of  "The  Prescott 
Press",  published  the  monthly  newspaper  announcing  and  reporting  the 
educational  programs  and  events.  The  children  enjoyed  writing  articles  and 
reading  "The  Prescott  Press".  The  principal  and  teachers  appreciated  the 
unending  support  of  the  P.T.O.  that  enabled  them  to  implement  and  expand  their 
educational  programs.

This  award  is  given  in  recognition  of  academic  excellence  and 
high  standards  of  citizenship.  The  Prescott  community  wishes  Jennifer  and  Lee 
success  in  their  academic  pursuits. 

MATHEMATICS 


Implementation  of  the  new  math  standards  developed  by  the  National  Council 
Teachers  of  Mathematics  was  a  priority  at  the  Prescott  School  this  year. 
During  the  summer  of  1993  and  throughout  the  school  year,  the  Prescott 
Teachers  attended  workshops,  and  enrolled  in  math  courses  designed  to  increase 
their  knowledge  and  expand  their  mathematical  teaching  strategies. 
Participation  in  these  programs  provided  the  teachers  with  new  ideas,  support 
for  curricular  change,  and  opportunities  to  communicate  with  teachers  across 
the  grades.  A  large  portion  of  the  school's  budget  was  expended  in  purchasing 
the  new  Silver  Burdett  textbooks,  teacher  resource  materials,  and  math 
manipulatives .  The  kindergarten,  and  second  grade  teachers  made  many  teaching 
materials  needed  to  implement  the  ideas  and  teaching  strategies  that  they 
acquired  in  their  course  work.  These  new  materials  and  knowledge  were  shared 
with  the  other  primary  grade  teachers  on  in-service  days.  On  February  7,  1994, 
the  second  graders  celebrated  the  100th  day  of  school.  Many  hands  on 
mathematical  activities  were  integrated  across  the  curriculum.  The  activities 
were  planned  collaboratively  by  the  second  grade  teachers  Mrs.  Sandra  Barner, 
Mrs.  Brianne  Killion,  and  Ms.  Linda  Scollins. 

For  the  past  two  years  Mr.  George  Putnam  and  a  team  of  Norwood  teachers  have 
participated  in  the  "Teachers,  Time  and  Transformations  Project"  at  the 
Educational  Development  Center,  Inc.  in  Newton.  The  purpose  of  the  program 
is  to  provide  professional  development  for  teachers  enabling  them  to  teach 
algebraic  thinking  to  children  in  grades  K-12,  through  critical  and  creative 
thinking,  problem  solving,  and  the  use  of  manipulative  materials. 

Miss  Patricia  McGuire  and  Mr.  John  Willinski  participated  in  an  Eisenhower 
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Grant  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Martha  Colamaria  and  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible.  The 
program  was  entitled,  "Creating  math  activity  challenge  centers  for 
gifted/talented  students  at  the  grade  four  level".  The  teachers  participated 
in  professional  Development  workshops  on  the  infusion  of  critical  and  creative 
thinking  skills,  problem  solving  and  the  use  of  manipulatives  in  the  teaching 
of  math.  Miss  McGuire  and  Mr.  Willinski  developed  a  Challenge  Center  on 
teaching  fractions.  The  activities  were  designed  to  show  how  fractions  are 
used  to  solve  problems  in  daily  life.  The  Challenge  Center  is  available  for 
use  with  all  students  in  grades  three,  four  and  five. 


TECHNOLOGY 


Expanding  the  use  of  technology  to  assist  classroom  instruction  was  a  goal 
this  year.  The  Prescott  teachers  and  students  took  advantage  of  many  MCET 
programs.  Several  fifth  grade  girls  participated  in  T.G.I.F.  Technology  For 
Girls  is  Fun.  This  program  was  funded  by  an  Eisenhower  Grant.  The  students 
learned  about  telecommunication  through  the  use  of  computers.  Each  week  the 
children  from  the  five  Norwood  elementary  schools  sent  and  received  messages 
to  each  other.  The  .T.G.I.F.  group  used  the  computers  to  solve  math  problems 
and  then  had  the  other  students  in  their  classrooms  solve  the  problems  as  well. 
The  Prescott  T.G.I.F.  group  was  led  by  Mrs.  Brianne  Killion.  The  art 
department  and  the  library  each  received  a  new  Macintosh  Computer  with  a 
C.D.Rom.  The  art  teacher  and  librarian  expanded  the  use  of  computers  to  assist 
instruction.  Through  the  use  of  cable  T.V.  the  third  grade  students  and  their 
parents  participated  in  3  hands  on  science  programs  designed  to  integrate  math 
and  science.  The  program  was  developed  by  Mr.  Michael  Czyryca  and  Mr.  Charles 
Haffey  of  the  Norwood  Elementary  Science  Department  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
George  Ladd  from  Boston  College. 


LITERACY 

Literacy  instruction  this  year  focused  on  the  reading  and  writing  connection. 
Children  were  provided  with  increased  opportunities  to  respond  in  writing  to 
material  read  and  to  authentic  reading  and  writing  experiences.  Paperback 
books  were  purchased  for  classroom  libraries  and  multiple  copies  of  trade 
books  were  purchased  for  classroom  instruction.  A  large  number  of  children 
participated  in  the  Young  Authors  Program,  the  Massachusetts  Science  Poetry 
Contest,  the  Newspaper  and  Education  Program  and  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Read- 
a-thon.  Developing  a  love  of  reading  is  a  primary  goal  of  the  Prescott  Reading 
Program. 


HEALTH 

During  the  1993-1994  school  year  the  children  at  the  Prescott  Community 
participated  in  programs  designed  to  increase  their  personal  safety,  promote 
self-esteem,  and  learn  strategies  to  resolve  conflicts  and  reduce  stress. 
These  programs  were  funded  by  grants . 

Ms.  Linda  Scollins  and  her  class  participated  in  Reach  Out  to  Schools:  A 
Social  Competency  Program  sponsored  by  the  Stone  Center  at  Wellesley  College 
and  Roche  Brothers.  This  program  enables  teachers  and  students  to  better 
understand  themselves  and  their  peers,  to  develop  self-esteem  and  to  learn 
strategies  for  resolving  conflicts  peacefully. 

The  kindergarten,  first,  and  second  grade  teachers  and  their  classes 
participated  in  Kids  and  Company:  Together  for  Safety,  a  personal  safety 
program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Children's  Trust  Foundation.  The 
program  is  designed  to  develop  safety  competence  and  high  self-esteem  in 
children.  The  children  gain  skills,  information  and  confidence  to  help  them 
be  less  vulnerable  to  abuse  or  abduction.  The  health  teacher,  Mrs.  Susan 
Krupski,  presented  the  program  to  the  kindergarten  and  first  grade  children. 
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The  Prescott  Drug  Free  Club,  led  by  Mrs.  Victoria  Henry,  consisted  of  3  0  active 
fourth  grade  members.  The  club  met  once  a  week.  The  program  provided  the 
children  with  an  opportunity  to  receive  and  share  information  about  the 
serious  effects  of  tobacco,  drugs  and  alcohol  use.  During  the  month  of 
February  the  students  made  posters.  The  theme  was  "Hearty"  reasons  not  to 
smoke.  The  pictures  and  captions  emphasized  how  smoking  effects  lifestyles, 
work,  family,  and  individual  good  health.  April  12-15,  1994  was  Drug  Free 
Week.  The  children  created  and  designed  original  messages  for  250  grocery 
bags.  The  bags  were  distributed  to  customers  at  Shaws  and  Star  Market.  Judy 
Mara,  a  representative  from  Norfolk  County-Newton  Lung  Association,  gave  a 
presentation  on  "Lungs  At  Work",  The  children  under  Mrs.  Henry's  direction 
developed  a  video  consisting  of  original  skits  and  "info-commercials"  on  the 
effects  of  the  use  and  abuse  of  tobacco,  drugs,  and  alcohol.  The  video  was 
televised  on  Norwood  Cablevision  at  the  end  of  June  and  in  early  July.  The 
club's  culminating  activity  was  a  field  trip  to  the  Aquarium  sponsored  by  the 
Norwood  Police  Department's  D.A.R.E.  Program.  The  Prescott  Drug  Free  Club  was 
a  very  productive  and  successful  group.  The  children  learned  a  great  deal 
from  their  active  participation  and  hard  work. 

Arts  in  Motion:  Moving  with  the  Masters  was  a  special  program  designed  for 
the  third  grade  students  at  the  Prescott  School  by  Elaine  Sisler,  fine  arts 
coordinator  for  TEC/Talents  Unlimited.  The  classes  were  designed  to  help 
students  develop  a  sensitivity  and  appreciation  for  the  arts  in  daily  life 
while  striving  to  achieve  physical,  emotional  and  mental  well  being.  This 
unique  program  emphasized  that  health  and  wellness  rely  on  the  interdependence 
of  mind  and  body.  The  lessons  were  designed  to  help  students  to  understand 
the  specific  physical  and  thinking  skills  that  work  together  while  enjoying  a 
variety  of  fine  arts  activities  including  music,  movement,  and  creative  drama. 
Ann  Malachowski,  coordinator  of  elementary  art  collaborated  with  the  classroom 
teachers  and  principal  in  developing  this  program.  The  program  was 
enthusiastically  received  by  the  children.  The  children  learned  strategies 
for  improving  communication,  reducing  stress  and  resolving  conflicts. 

Fostering  Self-Esteem  in  Children  and  Adolescents  was  a  parent  outreach 
program.  Dr.  Robert  Brooks,  a  nationally  known  psychologist  and  author  was 
the  speaker.  Dr.  Brooks  presented  realistic  and  specific  ways  for  parents  and 
teachers  to  foster  self-esteem  and  resilience  in  children.  Ann  Keegan,  Health 
Grant  Coordinator,  made  the  arrangements  for  this  town-wide  program  for 
parents  and  teachers  in  grades  K-12 . 


ART 

Naoko  Suzuki,  from  Japan,  was  a  cultural  ambassador  to  the  Prescott  School 
during  the  month  of  November.  She  taught  the  children  Japanese  art.  In 
addition,  she  visited  each  classroom  presenting  aspects  of  Japanese  culture 
to  the  children.  The  children  were  delighted  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
experience  Japanese's  music,  art,  dance,  literature  and  media.  Miss  Suzuki ' s 
visit  was  made  possible  by  the  elementary  art  teachers  who  hosted  her  in  their 
homes  and  the  International  Internship  Program.  It  was  a  positive  experience 
for  the  children,  staff,  and  Miss  Suzuki.  It  was  difficult  for  the  children 
to  say  goodbye  to  their  Japanese  friend. 

LIBRARY 


The  children  at  the  Prescott  School  began  the  academic  year  in  a  very  positive 
way.  More  than  100  students  participated  in  the  summer  reading  program  at  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Since  one  of  the  goals  of  the  library  program  is 
to  encourage  children  to  be  lifelong  readers,  we  were  off  to  a  great  start! 

The  library  program  is  integrated  into  the  curriculum  at  all  grade  levels. 
All  students  were  exposed  to  a  wide  variety  of  literature  during  the  year. 
The  library  program  offers  both  traditional  resources  and  new  technologies  for 
information  retrieval.  This  year  the  addition  of  a  computer  in  the  library 
allowed  students  to  begin  to  work  with  CD  Rom  encyclopedias  and  atlases. 
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Students  in  grades  1-5  participated  in  the  fifth  annual  Massachusetts  Science 
Poetry  Contest.  Thirty-five  entries  were  submitted  to  the  Boston  College 
review  committee.  Five  students  were  awarded  ribbons  and  eight  honorable 
mentions  were  received.  Each  child  who  wrote  a  poem  received  a  "Certificate 
of  Excellence"  at  the  end  of  the  year  awards  assembly. 

Jana  Dillon  was  our  guest  author  this  year.  Jana  spoke  to  students  in  grades 
K-5.  Her  book,  Jeb  Scarecrow's  Pumpkin  Patch,  was  the  focus  of  her  program. 
Following  a  reading  of  her  book  and  a  detailed  talk  on  the  writing  profession 
Jana  answered  questions.  The  students  were  very  enthusiastic  about  this 
event.  This  program  was  supported  by  the  Norwood  Cultural  Council,  a  local 
agency,  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council,  a  state  agency,  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts . 

The  library  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Paula  A.  Clifford  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Mary  Pudsey.  The  librarian  is  grateful  to  a  very  dedicated  parent 
volunteer  group.  These  library  friends  make  it  possible  to  maintain  an 
organized  facility  and  their  dedication  is  appreciated  by  the  children  and  the 
staff  of  the  Prescott  School. 


LEARNING  CENTER 

This  year  the  Learning  Center  was  responsible  for  38  children  with 
individualized  educational  plans.  The  kind  of  support  they  received  ranged 
from  classroom  academic  support  in  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  to  very 
individual  specific  teaching  methodology  to  enable  them  to  overcome  weaknesses 
because  of  specific  learning  disabilities.  All  the  children  who  came  to 
Learning  Center  were  actively  involved  with  the  computer,  using  programs 
recommended  by  Learning  Disabilities  Journals  and  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  (for  children  with  specific  learning  disabilities) . 

Additionally,  any  children  referred  for  Chapter  766  testing  were  evaluated  and 
received  proper  placement  after  the  CORE  meeting. 

Approximately  50  kindergarten  screening  were  completed  by  the  766  team  and 
individual  meetings  were  held  with  parents  afterward. 

SPEECH /LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

Speech  and  language  services  provided  diagnostic  and  remedial  services  for 
disorders  of  receptive  and  expressive  language,  fluency,  voice  and 
articulation.  The  speech  and  language  pathologist  functions  as  a  team  member 
providing  educational  assessments  for  children  in  kindergarten  through  fifth 
grade . 


CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 

The  Chapter  I  ASPIRE  Program  benefits  children  who  may  be  experiencing 
difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math.  ASPIRE' s  purpose  is  to 
reinforce  skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the  classroom.  This  year  the 
H.O.T.S.,  or  Higher  Order  Thinking  Skills  Program  was  introduced  to  a  group 
of  fourth  grade  students.  The  children  used  these  new  skills  to  solve 
problems.  The  children  learn  to  use  a  variety  of  computer  software  programs. 
The  H.O.T.S.  program  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Kathy  Smith.  During  1993-1994,  the 
ASPIRE  teachers  began  an  inclusion  model  with  a  first  grade  and  a  fourth  grade 
class.  The  Chapter  I  School  Store  under  Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker's  leadership  was 
operated  by  the  parens  and  students.  All  children  both  clerks  and  customers 
benefit  from  the  opportunity  to  make  cash  transactions.  The  Chapter  I  Store 
is  a  great  way  for  children  to  learn  their  math  curriculum  involving  money. 

EUREKA 

The  Gifted  &  Talented  Program,  Eureka,  included  both  a  pullout  component  for 
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academically  capable  students  and  a  classroom  component  concentrating  on 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving.  In  the  pull-out 
portion  of  the  program,  selected  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  grade  students  met 
with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Mrs.  Martha  Colamaria,  for  a  45  minute  class  each 
week. 

KINDERGARTEN 

This  year  two  programs  were  held  for  the  parents  of  children  entering 
kindergarten  in  September  of  1994.  On  April  24,  1994,  the  parents  were  invited 
to  visit  the  Prescott  Kindergarten  for  a  Parent  Information  Evening.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  was  to  familiarize  the  parents  with  the  Kindergarten 
Screening  Test,  to  answer  the  parents'  questions,  and  to  tour  the  school. 
Presentations  were  made  by  Mrs.  Noreen  Burke,  learning  center  teacher.  Dr.  Li 
Stowe,  adjustment  counselor,  Mrs.  Elaine  Perry,  kindergarten  teacher,  and  Miss 
Evelyn  Wall,  principal.  On  May  26,  1994,  the  incoming  kindergarten  students 
and  their  parents  were  invited  to  visit  the  Prescott  School  for  a  half  day. 
The  P.T.O.  had  a  coffee  for  the  parents.  P.T.O.  officers  and  board  members 
Janet  Keegan,  Donna  Palladino,  and  Linda  Carta  provided  helpful  information 
and  assisted  with  the  program.  These  programs  were  well  attended.  The  parents 
were  pleased  with  the  opportunity  to  meet  other  parents  and  learn  about  the 
school . 


SPORTS  NIGHT 


The  annual  Sports  Night  programs  were  held  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade 
children . 

Girls  Night  is  under  the  direction  of  Physical  Education  teacher  Mary  Jane 
Kelley  and  the  classroom  teacher,  Patricia  McGuire.  The  girls  participated 
in  various  athletic  activities.  The  winners  were  presented  with  awards  of 
achievement,  and  every  participant  received  a  prize.  Norwood  High  School 
cheerleaders,  under  the  direction  of  their  coach,  Mary  Kelley,  made  a  guest 
appearance.  'The  audience  of  girls  and  their  parents  were  most  appreciative 
of  the  cheerleaders'  nationally  acclaimed  routine. 

Bovs  Night  is  under  the  direction  of  classroom  teacher,  George  Putnam.  Sports 
contests  were  held  for  the  following  events:  Basketball  Foul  Shooting, 
Basketball  Hot  Shot  and  Hockey  Mini  One-On-One.  The  winners  were  awarded 
trophies,  while  all  participants  received  either  a  sports  prize  or  a  gift.  A 
highlight  film  from  NFL  football  was  shown.  Refreshments  were  served  by  the 
P.T.O.
